I have 
iiud already, and I fity it a^in, that all that 
can make this fmall Treatife;, which I have 
been encourag’d to prefent you with, any 
way yaluaUc, is in the firft place, the parti¬ 
cularity' and variety of the Fa<lh and Adven* 
tures. To dwell two years in a Deijut • to 
be fav‘d by a Miiadcj to fall from CbanE^ 
Ja upon 5cy//4i, as the aacient Proberb fays j 
to fuller a thoufand Miferies for three yens 
together on a dry Rock, by an unheard of 
Perfeention ; to be deliver’d contrary to 
Appearance and Hope, and with fuch Hrange 
Circumllanocs, mud certainly have ibmc- 
tliing very Singular in if. What is Secondly 
valuable in this Relation, is the pure and 
fimplc truth of all I have related. It never 
enter’d into my Thoughts to adorn my Hi- 
Aory, to exaggerate any thing at the cx- 
pence of that Trutli, which I luivc always 
Rtrpe^td, And I will mid for your SariA 
fadloo, that there arc Ijving Wiincflcs of 
every tiling I have repora-d.

Upon tills 1 defire you to confidcr two 
things, I confcis that in wfitii^ thclc Me¬ 
moirs^ the fame thought came oiten into my 
Head, os it did in llw Abbot of Cbtiffs^ of 
whom we have mote than once fpoken.

Neverthclcls if you do me Juflice, I hope 
you will approve of die fecond Anfwer that 
I have to make. The true charader of a 
good Relation, in my Opinion confids in 
containing the Remarkable things which the 
Traveller faw or heard, or winch happen'd 
to him, and in fuch a manner, that the Rea* 
dcr may be as wdl inform'd of it, as if he 
tud Traveil'd blml'df, and iiad been an Eye> 
Wiine6 of all diat had happen’d. Graining 
this to be true, the i ravclicr ought to Corn- 
monicatc every thing diat came to his Know¬ 
ledge; his Converlations, Dilcourfes, Ad¬ 
ventures, ReilecUons, provided cbc>'luvero 
much relation to Voi^igc, that they 
cou’d not be learnt without it. On the con¬ 
trary, the beft and mod agreeable thought 
will come in very Mai a prtpot^ in a Relati¬ 
on of this Nature, if ‘ds nor, as one may 
fay, bom in the Voyage, and do s not pro¬ 
perly and independently belong to it Purfu- 
ant to this Idea, I might report .it length, 
and keep dill in my chareder of a Travel- 
lei, all die long DilOTur& upon the Siubietd 
of Women: All that is taken out of the Ga/- 
Ae» ScMtexctj^ all that is faid on die Rights 
of Mankind, and olmod every thing elfc 
which I have fpoken of, Uia^ feems to go 
from the Subjeid. ‘ ||. 
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II. Some advis'd me to pat my Name 
to thofc Memirt^ and others vvertj 
of Opinion that I ihon’d not do it 
The latter grounded tlicirs on a Prin¬ 
ciple of Humility or Modefty, as 
the thing explains it felf: And the 
former pretend that every Man who 
affirms a Fatfl, b oblig’d to moke him- 
felf known. 

I am entirely of their Sentiments. I believe 
tliat whoever Ipeaksas a Wtinds, ought, aswc 
lay in Freacb, to decline his Name, and to o- 
mit nothing that may ferve to convince tlic 
Reader of his Candour, and the mod cx- 
atd truth of all he lays. .As to my felf in 
particular, I own I never had any Opinion 
at all of a Voyage, without the Authors 
Name to it; nor even of the Relation of a 
V'oyagcr of an tndiOcrent Reputation, tho* 
he puts his Name to his Work, if he do's 
not alfo produce Wimefles, efpecially if he 
comes from a far Country.

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I therefore conclude again, that thofe who 
tell the World any thing tlut b Rare, and 
that they law in very remote Countrits, arc 
under an indlTpcnfiible nccenfiry to lee the 
Pid>Uck kno^v clearly, and dilUndlly who 
they arc, and even to infmuate without Af- 
fedation, aH the Particularities which arc 
proper to oequire CrcdiL From whence it 
naturally follows, that the Authors of Rela¬ 
tions which liave no Name to them, arc al- 
moft always Rogues and Cheats who impofe 
on the Poblick, and generally propofc feme 
bate End to tlicmfclvcs by it. 

Such a one raoR certainly b the Author 
of a Wretched Book that appear’d two years 
agoe, under the Title of Hifitrical andCri- 
ricjl ftenurksy made in a Journal from Italy 
to Holland, in tkejtur I70jJ. Co»tainingrl^ 
fliMMert of Camiola. Thb Impudent Ano¬ 
nymous Author, whom we know, and who 
forg’d hbCoUcdlion of Tables according to 
lib common Pradicc, had no other view, 
bcfidts a little vile and flumci'ul proiic; but 
to ’mfult againd all the rules of Juflicc, a 
Perfon whom he ought to Honour, and one 
who lias fpar’d him too long; 'tu fit fume- 
times tiuit certain Rafealb (hould have a 
mark fet upon them, and that the World 
(hould know their Villainous Tricks,ofwhidi 
there arc very lew Pcrlbos that woo’d be fen- 
fiblc.

Tho* it cou'd not bat be a very great Tron- 
blo to us to lie our felves depriv a of fifteen of 
our Conipanions, when we Icaft expeded it, 
and look’d on them as Perfom deftin'd to the 
lame Forttme as we were, wlio perhaps might 
be a Comfort and Help to us ; Yet we cheer¬ 
fully refign'd our fclves into the Hands of Pro¬ 
vidence, and parted from yimJ^ntUm the loth 
®f Jitij 1690. The iiih we arriv'd in Text^ 
Road, where we lay till the fourth of Stfumktr 
folloMnng. We then fet Sail, in company of 
24 Ships, EjtgLfit and Duteb. We bent our Courfe 
Northward, by favour of an Caft Souih-Eaft 
Wind, which hll’d our Sails to our Hearts con¬ 
tent ; but the next Night it chopp’d about, and 
became contrary: there rofe alio a Tcmjpeft, 
which, however, did us no more hurt than to 
make us pay the ufual Tribute to die Sea.

The r4th rhe Wind fhifiing to the Somh-wcft, 
our Admiral fir’d a Gun, to make us keep our 
Way Northward. The next Day wc fpy’d the 
liks of StbtflMtJt in the height of 29 deg. 42 
min. The i8th we made thofe Ifles, and our 
^ip doubted the Cape, but with much dltfi> 
cutty ; the Man that was at thcHetm, and had 
not perceiv’d that our VelTcl wa? carry’d away 
by a rapid Current, was furprix'd when he few 
a fiat Rock, which was not above a Foot un¬ 
der Water, and but feven or eight Fathom di- 
ftant from us; he cry’d out lo terriblj*, that 
we were all frighted, and every Man began to 
ftrip, in hopes of fwimming to the Ifland ; but 
the Water was deep enough at the fide of tire 
Rock for our poor little Frigat to rafe, and 
we hud the good Fortune to elcape being Ship¬ 
wreck'd. 

Such as hare been as far as tius End of the 
World, Fays an ancient Author, :is far as the 
famous I TT>ult, hare a Right to Lye with Im-‘ 
punirys and to make thenifelves be believ’d, 
without fear of being reprehended ; and cer¬ 
tainly the Number of tliofc tliat make ufe of 
this Privilege is very great, conformable to an 
old Proverb of ours, A Bta» mtatir -vint Jt 
Ltsn ; A good Lyer ought to come a great way. 
As for us, Wc (hall fay nothing bur exa^ Truth, 
no more than if wc had never been is far as 
’JIhU. 

Thu Ifiand makes us ftill afraid as often as 
Wc think of it, and as wc were all of us bu- 
fie endeavouring to preferve our feivcs from 
xh\i new Danger, one of our Seamen lov'd a 
rtfficb Priiatcer bearing down upon us with 
tho Sail (he could make. Wc went to 
Pfiiycrv, and prcpnrd to defend out fclvei f 
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but we were fo happy as co efcape this Enemy 
al(b { for after we nad doubled the Cape, wc 
fouM fhc tiou'd not gain upon us: however, 
fhc purfu’dns fix Hour5,riU Night coming on wc 
loll fight of her, and ran back the falfc Courfe 
wc had kept to cfcapc Wm. We were alt of 
us convinc'd by this double Deliverance the • 
fame Day, that wc had been under the fingu> 
lar ProtccHon of the Almighty, and we ren¬ 
der’d the Thanks that were due to his Divine 
Favour.

The aSth an innumerable Array of Porpufes « 

pail bv us y at which Sight we were very well 
plcfts’d: they feem’d to us to march really 
along in orSer of Battel, and they Icap’d up . 

and down by turns, lUll keeping their Ranks; d. 
they approach’d fo near to us that wc ilruck 
one; wc diwtcd at him with a Trident,faften’d 
at the End of a Rope: when Hiey are wounded g 
they grow weak, through lofi of Blood, and ^ 

then may be c^ily cikcn up : The Blood of ^ 

tiicfe Animals U hut; they war their Young 
in their Bellies like Whales, Lamantincs, and 
fome other Filh ; the infide of their Body is 

a like tiut of a Hog, but theFleih h Oily 
las an ill taflc. 

The 6th of Oduhtt we fpy'd a Squadron of 
1 j great Dutch Men of War, of which one 
gave us chafe ; for, not knowing whar Hie was, 
wc made the beft of our way from her; when 
(he came up to us, (he hung out her Oilours; 
we did (he fame, and then we both continu’d 
our fcvcral CouiTcs.

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*rhc 2^ wc ififcovcr’d tht Canary IJJjuJi by 
Moon-Ughr, and fell w with the Trade- Windi 
which never Icirusi or^ratlicr, which wc ne¬ 
ver left till we came in the 9th Degree By 
oar Account we were fo leagues to tlic Wind¬ 
ward of PJmj, between Fcutvtmiiir* and die 

GranJ Otturrits. 

Wc coafted along the Illand Fmn^Mra, 
with a larboard Ta^, a whole Day, and in 
the Lvening about Sun-fut we petceiv’d the 
CtKtnJ Cm^iet ; we paft by it in the Night with¬ 
out meeting with any Ship, tho* commonly 
Jey are to be met with rhcrcaboUR, cfpecialiy 
Ttrhj they poft therafcWcs there to lie in wait 
for the bUios that come our loaden with Wines 
in hopes of picking up fomc of them. * 

The 28th we were in the height of 24 deg 
a9n:»»n. and faw avail Number offiyine riffi 
about us« I obferv d one of them very exat^- 
ly i 'twa* about 10 Inches long; there arc few 
lygcr, and abundance fhortet: Its Back was 
of a Ri^ct-brown Colour, fpccklcd with blue 
Spots, indw^g to a greeniih, with a little 
Jrtack amongft «. Its naked Belly was black 
and blue, and in bides cover’d with liale Scale* 
of dark Its long Wings or Hn. were 
brown, with Scagreen Spots upon them. The 
young Ones arc of a light grey, and their Tail 

t ^ rais'd; the 

Sight of K large and blue, the reft black. The 
Prickles upon the Head of ir are of a greyifli 
and like a fon of very rough Cha- 

Oor Books reprefent thb Fiih after another 
tnanncT ; ^.d I doubt not but there ate fome 
ot them of diffccnt Tons of Figure*,* for Na¬ 
ture vancjia every thing. The I^Horics 
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are noc of a liJte make wirh thofe of FrifiUnJ, 
nor KratilhCowi like MidJJtftXytho thole two 
Coonnes arc comijraous ; muc^ lels arc they 
like thofe of J/eUmdy which have no Hoto. 
And, without going out of our own Species, 
one Man is a another a Man, and 

another a Cbiut^ 

To return to our Rfh. A cerrain Natura- 
lift calls that which is mark’d A, a Sea-Swal¬ 
low, and attributes a great many Propenics to 
it, which 1 (ball not repeat. That which I 
have mark’d B, is called a Mullet, in Sanpm Mt- 
tiu’ins Journal ; he was a famous Pilot in the 
AttJitnr/ttuaMyUid us’d to fcc them in the Gulfb *f 
Lyvnt and clfewhere. The jd,mark'd C,wai taken 
from the k. of Dtmmark'i Cabinct,whcre I have 
fomc rcafon to believe 'tis not cxaftly defign’d: 
For when thefo Animals grow diy, ’tis a hard 
matter to obferve their true Form. There are 
fomc of them that have four Win^. Thofe 
wc cat tailed fomcihing like a Herring. 

Thcfc poor little Creatures, that may be ta¬ 
ken for an Emblem of perpetual Fear, arc con¬ 
tinually flying and rifing to favc thcmfcjv« : 
they arc very often cangru in tlic Sliip's ^ils: 
tlicy Hy as long as there remains any Moiflurc 
in their Wings,* which, as foon as they^ are 
diy, turn to Fins again ; and they are forc'd to 
take again to the Water, or clfe, their Fright is 
alwa\ ) lb great, they would Ky to the End of 
the World. 

The Efforts they make to become mtber In- 
* habitants of the Air than of the Water, »s to 
avoid the Perfbcution of the Goldfilh and the 
Bonita's, who arc at eternal War with the^ 
Bui thclc wretched Animals Hy from tme Peril, 
and ate immediately oyeruken by anothw j 
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for the cruel Birds are their irreconcilable Ene¬ 
mies, and always on the watch in great Flocks 
to devour them, as foon as they enter the new 
Element, where they thought they Ibou'd find 
an Aiytom from their Foes of the Sea. The 
Porpoifes make the lame War upon the Gold- 
fifh, as the latter do on the Flying Fifli; and 
all thu gives us a true Ima^e of human Life; 
which is notlnng but continual Dangers, and 
in which the Weak commonly fall a ViifUm to 
the Strong. 

Our Ship wanting Batafl, we put into the 
Eland of Salt, one of tlic Hies of Cate Vai, 
which we difeover’d the 29th of OHottr, and 
arriv'd the next Day in the Road, where we 
caft Anchor in a Creek to the Southward of the 
Ifland, in eight Fathom Water. A great Num¬ 
ber of Sea-Birds came to vifit our Vcflcl, and 
perching on our Yards, let us take them by 
Hand ; we eat fome of them, but we did not 
like them. We caught Fools, Frigates, Long- 
tails, and other Birds. Perhaps t ihull have 
room to fpeak of thefe Aninutls hereafter. We 
had a Swallow ever fmcc wc came from the 
Canjrhtf which wc Ict go cvcry Morning, and 
it return’d to us at Night ; 'twas kill’d here by 
an Accident. 

The ; j ft we went afttoar, early in the Morn¬ 
ing, with our Arms and Dogs to hunt; wc 
found pi^cntly a prodimot^ Quantity of Goats; 
wc cou’d cafily fee them, tho’ at a great di* 
ftance, for the Ifland is extreamlv dry, with¬ 
out Tree or Buih, producing nothing but a fort 
of Ihon Grafs, at leaft in the greateft part of 
what wc faw : Wc kill’d Ibmc of them, and 
left 'em on a Bank, to take them with us when 
wc came back ; for wc went farther into Hjc 
< Ifland, 
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liland, and fctrch'd aboat two or three Honrs 
for frefh Water, but all rhat we met with was 
brachifhj which means we were almoft 
dead with Thirft. The Sun fhtnes very hot in 
this Iflc, and there being no Shade, the Heat 
w;is very tioublefomc to us j we therefore re¬ 
turn’d to our Goats, and thence to the Sa- 
fidc, wlicrc we arriv’d about Sun-fcL When 
we <^e bach we found there a very Iiandfome 
Horlc, of a reddlih bay Colour, his Main and 
Tail trailing on the Ground j 'twas fierce, and 
never had any Horlc a better Shape, nor a 
more magnificent Cheft: he ran away imme- 
dwrcly, and let us fee tliac his Heels were 
good. I know not what Name to give to ano- 
^cr Animal which we allb (aw, but were not 
fo near it j 1 believe ’twas a fore of Cat, but 
one of our Company would have it to be a 
Fox : And I am miHaken, if lie is more hap¬ 
py in his Conjeaure. tlun the TranlLuors of 
the P/i/wj into Frwti, when they make DaviJ 
“Yi HI* Entmits jhoulJ kt m Eftj to Fexts, Wo 
found raoft of our Companions alhoar catch- 
ing Turtles, we went along with them up into 
another part of the Country and digg’d, in 
hoocs of meeting with frcfli Water, but all our 
Labour was in vain, Might came upon us, and 
we flept on the Sand, it being a Star-light 
Night. Nor were we Icfs weaken’d by Hun- 
.gcrand Thirft, than tir’d with Hunting. As 
we lay all of us in a found fieep, we were on 
a fudden waken’d by the braving Mufkk of a 
Ruflick Regiment of Aifes, of wliich we cou'd 
not rid^ our feives, bur by braying as they did, 
«nd firing twice or thrice a Fuzee at them ; 
but they had Icarce turn’d their Bucks upon us, 
when another Troop of the lame Beafts entcr- 

uin'd 
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oin’d us with die fame Song : They were ac¬ 
company'd by above five hundred Goats, which 
lurroanding us, we cou*d (kep no longer: Ac 
lafl chefs Animals retir’d, and we imagin’d 
if we follow'd diem, they might perhaps, lead 
us to fomc hidden Spring. A, we believ’d, it 
happen’d, part of them dclcende.: into a little 
pit, where there w;» Water, which they drank: 
We rejoye’d ail of os, as if we had found a 
Trcafurc ; but thb UHitcr was alfo fait. Thefe 
lavi^ been forc'd to drink of it from 
th«r Births,'ns now become culbinary to them. 

Day broke, and Hunger ftiU prefliiig tn, we 
had a mind to roall a Leg of a Goar, 1 dare 
not fay of a Kid, *ris too luMunirablc a Terra 
for ir, and I am forry chat ever I /hould call 
thefe Bcath Goats. For want of Wood, we 
h^p'd Afles and ffurfe Dung together, made a 
Piramid of it, like one of Daub Turfs, hung 
Pieces of Flcfh on Strinp, and turning‘cm 
round by a good Fire, our .Meat was foon rea¬ 
dy. Bur, alas, fuch Meat, fuch a Taftc, fuch 
a Smell, that 1 can fcarce forbear vomirtng 
when I think of ir. There’s no ^awce like a 
good Stomach. Every Man's Teeth went to 
work, we tore it lo pieces, chaw'd it as well 
•s we cou'd, and down it went without Water. 
T’is ^obabic the Reader will fay here we

lulcally llland, wlicrcas we might have gone 

abwd and have cat and drank our fill • He 
mufi therefore know. That the Seamen'who 
had fee us 3niov,werc return’d with their Long¬ 
boat CO the Ship, and, whether we wou’d or 
noi, we were oblig'd to ftay till they came 
fm us: They cou d not think fhat we far'd fo 
»11; they law us making good Cheer by a 

good 
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good Fire afar off, and did not doubt we were 
▼cry well at our eale. At fafl they brought the 
Boat for us about Noon, and we return'd to 
cur Switiiau\ 

The Iflc of Salt is not eight Leagues abonr 
*tis fo call'd, becaufe Ship? go thither to load 
^t, which is there excellent in its kind, and 
in abundance, lying in dsc crevlfes of the 
Rocks, on the S- uib Coaft of the Illand. *Ti$ 
nude withrnit Art by the Sea and the Sun. 
Here alfo Saiters come ro rum the Turtle, a 
Term us'd by them for killing tr, becaole they 
turn the Turtle on its Back when they c m -h 
it; all rheShoar is cover’d with thefe Animals ef- 
pedally in the Seafbn when they lay their Eggs, 
we turn'd fomc of rhefe ftupid and flow Crea¬ 
tures, and amongft the reft, two which accor¬ 
ding to the guels of the Skillful, weigh’d po 
Pound each. Wc cany’d til that was rf 
them aboard with us. 

There is nothing more to be faid of the Iflc 
of Saif. Wc found (bine Cm>~Jtun there, but 
ctmld fee no Crw/; and all the mrds we met 
with were Sparrows, they are like ours except 
in their fize, for they are not half fo Wg. 

We mult not forget the fme Shdb that are 
Ipread over all the Coalt, the variety of them 
is Charming, and I never faw any many cither 
Place fo bnutiful as here,* they arc certainly 
the work of an excellent Workman. The Ihtnc- 
ing of the Enameling, the mixture and dlvcr- 
fity ot the Colours, the Form, the Delicacy, 
the Symmetry, cycr^' thine Charms, and mite 
in us a Juft Admiration of the Great Creator. 
I was bound for the the AmijaJuj I did 
not know whether; for Dclerc Iflands from 
whence 1 thooghc 1 (hould never return: And 

my 
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my Head being foil of fuch Thoughts, I could 
not omufe my felf to gather Shells ^ but had 1 
touch'd at thisifland when I came back, I /hoold 
certainly have fumilh'd my felf plentifully with 
them. 

1 muft own, now it comes into my Mind, I 
was forty that as I walkt about the Ifland, 1 
could not meet wiilt any of thofe great and 
beautiful Birds call'd Fiamamry from Ftamkj^tni 
Flaming which by relation of Voyagers, arc 
thcmolT confuicrablc of the Place. Twasnot 
only a fimplc defire to fee thefe Birds; the 
greatcll Plcal'ure I prob’d to my felf by it, 
was to compare the dinerenc draughts 1 had of 
them with the Onginal } For ail tMt have dc- 
ferib’d them, except Mr. H^iUongbhf. at Icaft all 
the Authors, (and they are not a lew in num¬ 
ber) which I have fecn who liave fpoke of 
them, make the beak of thefe Birds like a Spa¬ 
tula or a Spoon, whereas Mr. defiEns 

them with a lharp Beak. 

This curious Nararalift adds, that he believes 
thefe Birds had the name of FUmanta given them 
rather on account of fome of their Feathers* 
whole colour is like that of llaming Fire, than 
bccaufe they were originally of Fiswdtn. And 
certainly our learned Author is in the Right • 
for 'tis moft furc that fuch Ftanh^j as thefe arc 
as meat Strangers in FUnJers, as in E'^UnJ. 

The (ttb of Nn/tmk, we weigh’d Anchor the 
Wind being &ir, md fail'd towards the Ifleof 
Marthi-f'art according toour Orders. 

The 7/4 the Wina continuing flill fair, wc 
faw and doubled the llland which is 

as bad as the IQc of SmU ; 'tis longerand more 
Mountainous. Wc could lec no more Trees on 
this IfUnd, than wc had ^onc on the other. 

The 
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Tiic nth wc the t’lrfl time made tryal of 
one of thofe fljorr but croubicfom Terapefti, 
which the Seamen call Gufls, and we lud 'em 
from time to time afterwards till we croft the 
Lint. Thcfc are a fon of riolent Whiriwin^ 
mingled with Rain, which rifes at once, but 
do’s not commonly laft above a quarter of an 
Hoar. Wc always prepare to receive them ; 
for wc can fpy the Gulls afar off: wc imme¬ 
diately furl our Top-fails, which otherwife 
wou'd be carry*d away, and the Malls bro¬ 
ken. 

When the Wind is too ftrong wc lower all 
our Sail^ or parry as lirtlc as wc can. While 
this Tempett lafts, the Sea is in an cxrream agi¬ 
tation, and feems to be all on Fire. Thefe 
Gulls often happen fcvcral times in the fime 
Day, during which the Sliips Crew is cv’ry 
Man luird put to it j a Calm commonly fuc- 
cccds in a very' little while after the &orm. Wc 
alfo cfcap'd fcvenl watry Dragons, and on the 
ixib the Wind ceas’d in the height of 7 Deg. 
If Min. 

At Night we cau^t a Bird fomahing like a 
Woodcock, which llcw abtmt our Ship all d.ay 
long ; The Mariners kill'd her nor lb much for 
the plealure of eating her, tho' that was wonh 
their while, as to revenge her driving away 
four Swallow's which had follow’d us (bmetime, 
and every Morning and Niglit entertain’d u> 
wiifi Mufick the more agreeable , becaule 
it puts us in mind of the dear Land, which is 
fo well belov’d by all Men that are falling in 
the middle of the valt Occaq. 

The an hour after Day-ligl«t we met 
with a furious Gull, which brought our Matu- 
fop-null by the Board, luring broke the Iron 

HotJp 
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Hoop that bound ic. I obferve this only bc- 
caufe all OUT Crew were very much ai^’d 
at it. 

The 14 /^ we faw a prodigious number of 
Gold-hfh and Bonita s, of whidi I liavc Qxiken. 
Thcfc Filh being well enough known, 1 did 
not dcfcribc them ; bar fmcc 1 have occafton 
to fpeak of 'cm again, I have a great mind 
CO tell whatCrrtof FifhthoG: were that 1 iaw. 
The Gold-hfh of ytmrrifj, of which Mr. Je 
Rttbtfen writes hare ^arp Heads, I know no¬ 
thing of fuch Gold-hfh as chcle ; thoft that 1 
faw had a round dacdlh Snout, that gives them 
a oenain Phyfiognomy, in which I did not take 
much delight. Neither do I bcnerc that any 
Body values this Mfli for the beauty of Itsihape, 
but tlutiofirs Colours are admirabic: There arc 
two forts of Gold- filb, that which 1 have n 
the Kgufc of, is cnammel'd on its Back, with 
fpcckics of ablewifli Green on a t^ck Ground; 
Its Belly is of a bright Silver Colour, its Tail 
and Fins as if gilded with fine Gold; Nothing 
can be more ht ight and (htning when *tu in i« 
Element, or before it begins toMorxtfic, which 
it docs prcfcntly when ’ds out of it: Tis four 
or five foot long, and not thicker than a Sal- 
mofl. RtttJtUt calls it the Sea-Bream, our Ma¬ 
riners told me, that the other Species of tlie 
Gold-fifh differs from this only in that its Jaw 
Oteks out a little more, and that its Srcckles 
are a beautiful Azure on a Gulden GrounxL 
The Flclh of this Fifh is fittn, and ta/f<, very 
well ^ 

The Bonita is generally three or four Foot 
long, very thick and Flcfty, Its Back is cover'd 
with a Ihtlc Scale, fo thin, that one can fcarce 
perceive ic j 'tis of a Slate colour, and a little 
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upon the Green in fotne Places. Its Belly is 
of a wcv Pearl colour, and turns brown near 
die Back j four Breaks of a vcllowilh colour 
begin at the fide of its Head, nm along the 
B<^y almoB at aTarallcl diBanpc, and join at 
the Tail, whicl) i> not unlike that of a Maka- 
rcL la Eye is largt and lively, rcfcmbling a 
Jet-ftone fet in a Silver Ring. I have defign^d 
the Shape of its Body, and the Dirpofition of 
its Fim- Near the Tail of it, there ate fnc 
little things like fqaare Fins On the Back of it 
not an Inch high, and over againfl them un¬ 
der ia Belly there are feven. 

As 1 w.-w writing tfiis, a Friend of mine 
who is always admiring die Divine Wonders of 
Nature, and very nicely conJalers them; told 
me that he had mcafut’d and defign'd a Bo¬ 
nita which was taken in the vear x 7 oa. near 
Rjty on the Ktnti^ Shear, and which differ'd 
in leveral things from that I liavo been Ipsak- 
ing of. Tlic Reader will I doubt not be pleas'd 
to fee the Billet which my Friend wrote rnc 
on this Subje^, when he Tent me the draught 
of this Bonita.

Degree, w^e had nothing after that but Gulls 
and Calms rill we came to the Line, no foon- 
cr was one gone, but another came. The Heat 
was not cxcefljvc, we cou'd very well bear our 
Might-gowns all Night long.

"Tis an ancient Cuffom, and will not be a- 
TOliftj’d without difficulty ; ‘tis alfo fometimes 
done when wepafs the Tropicb. 1 Ihall in a 
few words report how this fine Ceremony was 
perform’d in our Veffel. One of the Seamen 
who had pad the Line before, drcfl himfclf in 
Rags, with a Beard and Hair of Hards of 
. 7!?* and black’d Im face with Soot and Oil 
mix’d together. Thus Equip'd, holding a Sea- 
Chart in one Hand, and a Curlafs in the other, 
with a Poe full of blacking Stuff Handing by 
him, he prefented lumfclf upon Deck atten¬ 
ded by his Suffragans, drell as whimfically as 
himlclf, and arm d whh Grid-Irons , Stoves, 
Kettles and little Bells; with which rare In- 
llnmients they niadca fort of Mufick, thegood- 
nels of which may be eafily imagin’d. 

They call’d thofe that were to be initiated 
into tnefo Rites and Myfteries one alter ano- 

C 2 ther, 
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thcr, and having made them fit down on the 
edge of a Tub lull of Water, tlicy obUg’titlicm 
to put one Hand on the Cliart, and pronule 
tlm on the like Occifion they wou’d do to 
otlici5, what was at that time done to tlian. 
Then they eavc them a mark in the Forehead 
with die rtun out of the Pot, wetted their Fa¬ 
ces with Sea-water, and askt them if they wou'd 
give the Ctew any thing to drink, promillog 
them they wou'd in I'udt calc let them go 
without doing any further Pennance. Thofc 
that pve were prcfcntly dUcharg'd, and fomc 
avoided thb unplealanr Prit/Hinrffi* to what was 
to follow, by giving 'em fomcching Extraor¬ 
dinary i It coil me hut a Crown to liavc slu: 
fame Privilege with cite Litter. As for thole 
who paid nothing, they were thrown into the 
Tub of Water over IJctd and luirs, and tlicn 
wath'dand femb’d every witerc with the Ships 
naltall* and 1 believe this ferubbingand want¬ 
ing lifted much longer tliiin thofc wlu> were 
fo treated dcitr'd. 

(JurFiigat and Boat iuaring never pall the 
l ine, they were fuhieeicxl to the fame Ijw. 
1 he Ciiptain was oblig'd to give fumething to 
lave the iicakhcad id his Ship, the Seamen at-

There are few Men 
who have thcrofclvcs Diflc'Sed Whales, and 
have firen with their own Lyes, what Ion 01 
Throats they have j besides, we muilconiidcr 
there :irc Icvcral dilfexcnt kinds ot thefc iMi- 
rine Monflers.

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cf all Ftlh, and even of all Animals. And from 
thence Mr. B^c-lurt writes (PM. Vo). II. Book 
i.Clup. t.) that the wcvd B-tUint or Whale is 
a Syriaque word, which flgnifies Lord of 
Fifties. 

I cou'd willingly fay one word more on this 
Article, to confute the Error of thofc who 
imagine tlic Whale bone which Women ufe in 
their Stays and Gowns, i» uken out of rhe Tail 
and Fins of this Filh ; for what I fay, I know 
very well, and that is, the Whalc*banc we 
Fpcak of is never found any where but in the 
Mouth of fcvcral kinds of thefc Animals witich 
have no Teeth : Enough of this, ‘tis time to 
keep on our way, and that I may not be ac- 
tns’d here of loving DigrclHons, 1 flull no¬ 
thing of the Battel between the Sword-fim and 
the Wlialc, whicli our Marinen told lis of, tho* 
St cou’d not firopcrly be call’d a Digreftion, 
and rhe thing is curious enough, niudi more 
fo than tire fighting of Cocks, or itutofDogs 
and Dears, in whidt whole Nanotu take de¬ 
light. 

The ztfi wc again met with abund.incc of 
Wlulcs, and there was one which I bcliere 
Icracch’d her fclf againft our Ship, but fo rude¬ 
ly, that ftic was flead with it j the found fomc 
rraduic which rub'd off the Skin, for svhen 
Ihc wasuc a Dlftancc from us, wc perceiv'd Ihe 
was all bloody, atid her fcracciung had civ’d 
rdr Vcit’d a little fiuAt. 

Arriving ia khe height of the Iftc Trijtan wt 
tail'd Eifrit'arJ to endeavour to gain it, but we 
cou’d not fuccecd becaufc of the Fogs and hazy 
Weather, which wc had for five or fix day* ; 
wc by by all that while, that wc might not go 
wvend it, j)or come tcto near if. The WeX- 
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thcr not clearing up, wc were atraid of lo- 
fingour rime there, and refolv’d to rake hold of 
the opportunity of a fair Wind which then 
prefented, and might bring us in a fcA days to 
the Cape of GeeJ : But wc had not kept 
on our Courfc thither fix Hours, before the 
Wind ihifrcd again, and was in our Teeth, 
which oblig d the Captain to tell us, he muft 
make a new effort to put into the file of Tri~ 
fiiPi. His pretended dcfipi fucccedcd in fbmc 
fort, we law that Ifiand Thmfi^ the 27/^ of 
Dumkerf about Inc in the Morning, and coaft- 
cd it from the NwA, to the South and by Etfi, 
but we con’d find no place to call Anchor, wc 
were always Sounding;, but never rcttch’d the 
Bottom. 

Wc perceiv’d plainly enough that the Cap¬ 
tains Chatt was falfc, bccauje there was a Bay 
mark’d to ^ in that part which wc faw, where 
there certainly was none at all ; and having 
no intention that wc (hould land there, he 
wou’d have perl waded us the 111c was inacccQI- 
blc: But wcwcrcfurc Ships had formcriy aii- 
chor'd there, and were confirm'd in that Opi¬ 
nion by a good Cliart of the Sicur Tfjt*rd\ 
where a Bay w:ts mark’d in another place to 
the and it reprefemed the Coalli that 

were before us, to be, as indeed they were, ve¬ 
ry high and ftcep. 

Wc obfervM a little Ifland to the SoutbwjrJ^ 
but we did not come near it- That Coaft of 
the Ifle of r«/4« which we faw, was about 
two Leagues »ong; it feem’d to be cxtrcamlv 
agreeable, tho' very deep, as I havefaid ; and 
tho’ wc had Mills from time to ^ rinse, which 
depriv'd ns in part of the fight of it, and fom^ 
times hid it all entirely from lu, yet wc cou 
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fee the Hills from the top to rite bottom, were 
adorn’d with the raoft b^urifal verdure in the 
World, and wefaw the Sun with Plcafnre thro’ 
tall and ibaight Trees, with which the tups of 
cite Mountains were cover'd. Birds were every 
where flying about, the running Waters flow’d 
uimndanriy in fcvcral places, horn Bafon to 
Baton, making admirable Cafeadcs; and from 
the foot of riw Hills, to which tltey rapidly 
rowi’d, they fell precipitately into the Sea. 
All the diSerem Beauties of tins charming Pro- 
fpe^j made us more defirous to havcu nearer 
view of it, and refirelh our fclves in lb delici¬ 
ous a Placx / but we deflr’d it in vain. 

The Sea WTU almolt cover’d with Whales and 
Sea-Wolfs, which fwamto the very Shear of 
tl»e ill: playine with the Water, and &n>e of 
them ran agtinilour Frigai; abow which flew* 
a great number of Sea* fowl of fcvcral kinds, 
iomcasbig as our Geefe, other! no bigger than 
Ducks. The light of them fill'd us with new 
Joy, as did every thing chat bmuglit the much 
deftr'd Land CO our Remembrance: Twas to 
nopurpoic for tu to flatter our Iclveswuhliopes 
of Lamling on the lovely llic iliac lay before 
05 , and perhaps we might have ibiy'd there 
too long If we had. Tlierc.was the greater like¬ 
lihood of it, inafranch as onrlieahhs were very 
much impair’d, the moA Vigorous finding hu 
Scrength exireamly decay'd, but we cou'd dif- 
corer neither Bay nor Port, our Captain not 
having done all tlm was in his Power to Icarch 
after one : Wo durft not flay near the Shoar 
ill site Night-time; Weiides, we were too much 
expos’d to violent gufls of Wind which blew 
off Land from between the Mcunalos, io we 
Tu lu’d our Voyage tewards the Cape.

In the Night the rofc fo high, that all 
our Hands found bofincfs enough to employ 
them. The Waves flew up to the top of our 
Mads, and there fell (blnuch Water uponDedt, 
that our young Lad had hecn drown'd if he had 
not been very nimbly affifted. 

On Nfut-TtJtrt-In, t6^t, wc were entertain’d 
with the fight of a Nca-Cow of a rafTet Colour j 
fometimes her whole Head, and (bmetimes a- 
bovc half her Body appear’d above Water j fl»c 
was thick and round, and feem'd to be more 
bulky tlian the bigeft of our Cows. Her Eye was 
large, her Teeth or Tusks long, andherMuz* 
zle fWcird out a little : One of our Mariners 
affur'd D5, this Animal had Feet the fame as you 
fee in this Figure. 

The iirii and t2ib we faw abundance of 
Birds as big as Partridges, and very near of the 
fame Colour, which our Ships Crew call’d by 
the Name of Gri/Wi or grey Birds: There 
were fev.?ral other fora, and all of them diffe¬ 
rent from ihofc of our Conrinenr. You may 
imagine thefe new Objeeh were not difagreea- 
bletous; but what pleas’d us moil was, tim 
they were a cenain fign of our being near 
Lind. 

The r pk in the Evening we fiw and knew 
the Cape of Gm>J Ihiv, butioft light of it again 
in a grear Fog, which role on a fudden, and 
oblig’d us to keep out to Sea all tfiac Night. 

The next day we drew near and law the Iflc 
RoUn, which ii at the cncranco of the Port. 
This Kitje Ifland is Hat, and has no Dwellings 
upon I! but fome Ilutts, where the Ltmt-burnm 
live, when they are lent tliitlierto make it. 

All of us had a long while carncltly defiled 
fo arrive at the for wc all wanted Re- 

frclhn^cut 
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frcfhment cxcrcamly, bsinp almoft wtcn op 
with the Scufvy , and the Grapes beginning to 
ripen, the Sealbn was very raroorable to us. 
After haring Coafted along the Cape two days, 
fometitnes witli a Larboard , and (bmetimes 
with a Starboard Tack, becaofe of the contrary 
Wind and Current, we at laft enter’d the Bay 
the 36ti of ymaary^ 1691. and call Anclior r- 
bout four in the Afternoon. 

Tho’ this Teems to be an admirable Bay, its 
vail Bafon being enclos’d on one fide by a 
ridge of Mounrains, and on the other by a long 
ttaa of Earth, whidr Teems inftead of a Mole 
for it. Tto however vpr>- often cLingcrous to 
iidc in, the reafoiiof which i>> partly for that 
one of thoTc Mountains whtcl) ought always 
to be a Iheltcr to it, is Tomsrimes, and even 
frcq’.icntly a fatal Source of rhoTe impetuous 
Gulls, that prclcntly put all the Ships into a 
terrible Dlforder j Kfides, the Sea-winds arc 
very furious, they blow with a frightful force, 
ami the Anchorage not being very good, 
Ships arc tn great danger of running a-lhoar, 
or ovcrTcfting, and no Boats are then fuller’d 
to come off CO tliem. This bad Mountain is 
near the Point of the Cape, and call’d the 
DtviTt AiMintahif oti accouuc of the mildiicf it 
do’s. TTwasin the year 149;. that 
pi.Tz, was fetn by IL King of Tmugil to 
diTcover chi> Cape; hut ire Ctys, the dreadful 
Winds that always blow there, hinder’d him 
from Landing, and for tluic Realbn Ire gave 
the Place tiro Name of Tftmmuda the Tcropc- 
iiuous. The lion’ adds, rlie King rcply'd they 
(heu'd not be To loon diTcouniefd, and that he 
wou'd himTdf give that Land the Name of the 
Cape of GW H»f*.

The ncir day we went to deliver our Let¬ 
ters to the Govemour, wlio check'd us for the 
Blonder we had made in entring the Pert, and 
indeed we delen' d it : Howerer, he receiv'd ls 
very civilly out of refped to the Treaty Mon- 
ftcur Ju ^tfuf had made with Mtjfuttn the Di- 
te^orsof the Company, frem whom 

we alfo brought Letters rf Recommendation. 
M'c afterwards made the ncceffiry Inquiries for 
the profccutjon of our Voyage, rarticularly if 
the Frt 9 cb had again taken poUcfllon Or the 
Ifland of ifcarrfMtjZnd if tiiere was any nesvs 
of their Squadron at the Cayr* Bur we cou’d 
meet with no certain account of cither the ime 
Or the other.

That Corn, Grapes, and every thing elfe pro¬ 
per for the Nouridimcnt of Man, grew there in 
abundance, and almoft witl.out C ultlvaring. 
■This made us retoWc ro depart wirh all amve- 
nient fpeed f.'ir M*tiriet Ifle, which Is not far 
from that cf A/0fcdregut or EJn. We miglircx- 
pca ibcicto bch- ttcr inftWd of thins, and 
enabled to concert our Mcafurcs better, tA fol¬ 
low 
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low the Orden that were ghrn us in ILl- 
Uni. 

Thofe of us that were fickdl Landed at the 
Cape, as foon as we arrir’d, to cure our felves 
of the Scurvy , {laying at Land being the on¬ 
ly true and lovercign Remedy for that Diften- 
^r. 

The Grapes were juft beginning to grow 
ripe when we came there (which was an ex¬ 
cellent Refreihment for our felves, and our 
^ips Crew : ) We flay’d there Weeks at 
the C«^r, as well to recover our Ilealtii, as to 
rohe our Ship. Since niy dengnisco fpeak more 
largely of tne Cape of Gotd Htft in the fequcl 
of this Relation^and to give an accoum of what 
Remarkable things I faw therein ;nY Return, 

1 fltall not detain the Reader any longer a- 
bout it now, our good Svullw liaving been 
rcfrefh’d ns well as we, and all our Company 
being in a good flare of Health, we weigho 
Andmr the i jr/t of Ftk j 6 ^i. after three Weeks 
reft a-fliatr. We Sainted the Fon with five 
Gtint, and fo fet Sail, tho’ the Wind was not 
quite fair for us. After having tack’d to and 
^uin fomc time, we went on in a ilraight 
Courfc to double Cape NuJIa} we came into 
40 Degrees, and the Wind continu’d chan^a- 
blo till the 1 f/i of Mjrthf when we had all the 
Frognofticks that fore-run a terrible Tempeft. 

Tne Wind bccime Impetuous in a very lirrle 
time, and the ^ca foaming and lifting up us 
Waves, form'd Mountains that (cem’d higher 
than our Mafls: the Air appear’d to be all on 
fire, Dghenings flruck us aimoft blind, axul the 
Waves fowl'd dreadfully in upon us. But our 
Crew Were mod of all terrify'd at the fight of 
St. Eimi$ Fire, which ftuck to our Mafts; Our 

Ship 
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Ship was fo little, that People were ^muzd at 
the fight of it at the Cape, and ‘twat now 
driven along with inconceiveabici'wiftncrs: Ait 
things were in Confufion, and horribSe Dtl- 
ordcr- Our Tackling broke, our CheiU, our 
Arms, Beds, the Manners and Paffengers were 
tumbled PeB-mfS, from one fide to t'other : The 
Heavens which appear’d at fiifr to tu to be all 
on hre, were now hid from our Eyes ^ black 
Clouds, from whofe profound depths imi’dfuch 
Torrents of Wafer, a> threaten’d to overwhelm 
ihofe that handled the Ropes with prefent De* 
llrui^on. 

Our Deck was always a Foot deep in Wa¬ 
ter, for the Sea threw it in falter, than it cou'd 
run out } aiu] it added to our Terrors, that no 
body there hiid ever feen the like ^(ure, fo 
extraordinary was this Storm ; the fame Wind 
cncreas'd itiij to a cenain Point: after which 
all the others blew fucccffivcly, and fomc- 
times mingled together wUli caual fury to 
make Sport with our poor little Vcflcl, which 
this Minute they tod up to the Skye's, and 
die next funk down to the Eanh. During die 
ten hours that thk Tempeti tailed , all ilic 
Winds confpir’d to make an entire ttm- of the 
Compafs j and it being impofltbic to handle 
the Ropes and Sails to work the Ship regularly, 
we were all that while oblig'd to abandon our 
Iclves to the capticeai^ fury of the Waves.

Regret, that wc law our fclves leaving this 
liland behind us, this charming Ifland, fb much 
defir'd by us. We were fo weak and lb trou¬ 
bled, that we confented to what we could not 
help; and the Commander of our S«u//«v en¬ 
deavour’d to perfoadc us he wou’d ctny us to 
a Place every whit as good as tlurc of which wc 
were fo fond. *Twa$ out one hundred .and fif^ 
Leagues from this Ifland, bur the Wind w:i5 lo 
contrary’, that wc were forc’d to tack to and 
again for a Month together. 

Poor John Tagra, one of cur Companions, 
dy*d between the Iflc we had found and that 
wc were fcektng: He cou’d nolont^r refill the 
Violence of the Scurvy and the OpprcIHon 
that romtenced him. 

On Saturday Morning, the z^th of AfriU 
1691, Old Stile, we fpy’d LtnJ^ which wastltc 
little Ifland Ditga Rap, where our Captain rc- 
Iblv’d to carry ns ; wc came very near it, by 
the Eaflcrn l*oInr failing SouthNva^. It ap¬ 
pear’d to us to be dHTicuIr of acceli, it being 
lunounded with Rocks call’d Shelv«, which 
tun veo’ 01^ ioto the Sea. We did not at 
i firft 
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&r{l perceive eixher Pcrc^ or or acy PUce 
where we might bnd. I» rite Evctimg we 
foondedanJ met with the Bottom/htce Leagoet 
£:oni 6hoar. Wc call Anchor, ewas a Latin, 
and wc iiay'd cbcfc till Muodjy tlio a~ib. 
fur what realbn J know ik>c. That and the 
next Day wc fpent in examining the outfide of 
the lilt: as much as wc coo'd, to endcavoor to 
difeover Ibme PUce clot was accci&ble. The 
aSih. about four in the Afternoon, wc per¬ 
ceiv’d an Opattng, which feem’d proper for 
oar Doiign : Bur the Night following we were 
diiv'n our (oSca, and beat there till the next 
Day. About 11 a C 4 ock in the Porenoon a 
Calm took is, and brought us into great Dan¬ 
ger; for a rapid Current pbinly cany'd tu 
among Rocks, that run out above a League 
into the Sea. Ve were fo near that there was 
no liltclUv^ of avoiding them, when by the 
fpecial Mert^ of Heaven there fprung up a 
brisk and fair Wind chat drove us bade. Wc 
then made the towards the Norti) i’oiur, 
and at Noon tltc c^aptain put nut his lloat to 
feck for a Place to enter. In tiio Evening we 
fail'd towards the NortlicaA Point, and the 
Brut gave us a Sipial that it Jud A>uad out 
good Anchorage: wc were then on rite Reek 
in e'lgbt Fachnni Water only, which oblig’d i|s 
to be always founding. We call Ancitor in 
nine Fathom, a Tandy \tnd at Bottom j our 
Ship was tow’d along by the Boat: Wc lay 
there till tlte next Day, wh<;n wc intended to 
look out for a bitter Place. Accordingly, ear¬ 
ly in the Morning, the joth of wc call 
Anchor in nine Fathom Water, a go<^ Uociom 
of Ouzy Sand, and Ihelmr’d from the Eatt and 
South-Fail Winds, which blow aJmoft always 
ta that Country, jhc 
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Tlie llbnd afar ofiT, and near at hand, ap¬ 
pear’d to us very lovely ,* The Captain, wlio 
had his Rcafons for not landing u$ at Tr^awor 
Mdfiitrtfnjff dcllr’d nothing better than to Icasx 
Qs at and with tiiar DeJ»gn he highly 

excoU’d the Ikaury and Advaiuage> of tlua 
Ipanii } and indeed this link new World i’cem’d 
full of Delights and Charms. *Tis true, we did 
not fee fo many Birds flying about a* at 
and our Rwd was noc fo perfum’d with the 
OW««rf of tbe neighbouring Shear as at EJtn, 
from whence wu had been come about a Month. 
But we cou’d not thence conclude there were 
no Birds in the New liland, nor no riowcrs to 
fend up grateful. Sweets. Bcfidcs, the Face of 
it was extrcamly Fair. We cou'd liardly take 
our Eyes off from the little Mountains, of 
wbiclr it alraoll entirely conilfts, they are fb 
richly fpread with great and tall Trccs.^ The 
Rivers that we law run from them water’d V^al- 
leys, whole Fertility we cou’d not doubt of ; 
a^, after having run thro’ a beautiful Level, 
they tell into the Sea, even before our Eyes. 
Their Banks were adorn’d with Forrtfts } and 
fome of lis, at the fight of this Lovely KIc, 
call’d to mind the famous and thole le- 

vcral enchanted Places, lb agreeably deferib'd 
^ Mr. d Urft in hh Romance ; But our 
"Inoughts were immediately cafr»|'d away by' 
other Cxmtemplarions. We admir'd the fccrec 
and wonderful Ways of Providence, which, 
after having permitted us to bo ruin'd at home, 
had brougfic us thence by many Miracles, and 
now dr^ up all our Tears, by the fight of 
the Earthly Paradlfe it prefented to our view ; 
where, rf wa would, we might be nch, free 
and happy ,* if contemning vain Rkhes, xvc 
^ woud 
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uoa'd employ the peaceable Life rhat u'-js of¬ 
fer’d to xiij to gloribc God and fave our 
Souls. 

We were all of us more buff'd witlt thelb 
fweec Meditariom, than poflclsy wjrfi Tran- 
fports of JoyaWhen the Ooac was pot out again, 
and we were ask’d wlru wou'd go ailioar ? 
Upon which every one rofe up haftily^ tho’ 
there was not one nut was lick. All my Com- 
Mnions got into the Boat^ but feeing ir was 
fcilj 1 made no great hafle after them. 1 was 
older by much than any of them, and confe- 
queruly ntorc Mailer of my felf; and being full 
of I know not what, mixtures of Grief and 
Joy, I I'pcnt the rctl of the Day in profound 
Silence. 

In the Evening the Captain return'd, and 
told me Wonders of the Country, which he 
exaggerated much beyond the Truth, as 1 had 
lime enough to difeover. He talk’d to me of 
Animals and Fruits that were neva fecn in that 
Wand. 'Tis true, he brouglit hack feveral forts 
of great and go^ Birds: 1 expencnc’d tire 
Truth of that by nuking an agreeable Meal on 
th’is new and unknown Diih. The t\cit Day, 
(the I ft. of May 1691.) 1 follow’d my Com¬ 
panions, and went alboar. 

This Iflc, which is call’d either Dirga^RsdriiCj 
or Diejfo-JJijy-, Or KaJri^t, is liruatcd in nineteen 
Degrees ot .South Latiiudc. ‘Tis about twenty 
Miles in Circuit. Its Length from Eaft to 
\\’cft, and its Shape, arc us rmiy be fecn in the 
Map. 

We feared our fclvcs near the Sea, on the 
North Nonb-Weft Shear, in a lovely Valley, 
by I he IkJc of a great Brock, the Water of 
whicli was dear and good. Wc went all over 
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the Ulamlj and cholc thit Place a^ the mofl 
convenient, and that which Providence defign'd 
for us, by condu^in^ us hrfl to u. 

1 luve obfciv’d, that cvcr>' one to whom I 
have cold my Adventures, liavc had a great 
Curioliry to know the Difpclicton of our little 
llibimiom ,* 'lis lor that reafon I now lay 
down a Plan of tlicim For by ray own Expe¬ 
rience, 1 know very tvcll, that when the Rea¬ 
der by this means conceives any Idea of the 
Places where Things happen’d, he is the more 
concern’d about tJie Things thcmfcives. 

Let him therefore caft lus Eyes on the Hiaj 
1 fet before him, he will fee I dillinguilh k 
from the General Plan of the Idand, becaule 
Things cou’d not have been fo dtilindly mark'd 
. there, 1 defire be wou'd pardon my deficien¬ 
cy in Dtfynmg^, which 1 profcis not to under- 
imd, I give him what I have, and 1 can do 
no more. As I have made but an iraperfedl Re¬ 
lation of Things, lb I have drawn but an im- 
pcrfe<;b DcTigo, in this I’mall Delineatron of our 
por Settlement. And 1 hope my Defers will 
m be found to be fu great, but he nuy htm- 
Tclf caTily fupply them. 

The little River he fees, comes from the tnid- 
dle of tho Illand, and at four or five tlioulknd 
common Paces ^low our Cabbins, it forms 
fcveral Cafeades, falling from Rock to Rock, 
.and fcveral Balbits, that wou’d adorn a Prince's 
Garden, in a hot and dry Time it revives 
very Utrle Vatcr from its Fountain : But in all 
'Times the 'Tide tills it to the Brink of ilw 
B:tnks. Tlie liulc Space whidi I have iturk’d 
towards the Left, and at riic Mouth of It, is 
low Ground, whicli the Sea covers m often as 
it rifci. 'This lidc of the Water U in goncul 
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lower than the other, and fubjcd to frequent 
Inundations by the Floods in llxrrkjtnt time, 
Pettr JlotMff one of out Pilots, of whom 1 
have made mention, chofc to inhabit a little 
IdafiJ form'd by the River, lie built his Cab- 
bin there, and made a little Garden with a dou-^ 
ble'Bridge. He was a very prety Lid, and 
tji’d to j«rch ttpon a Tree in an Inundation ; 
which btings to my Rememhnnce the glorious 
Monarch Lbartrt II. when he was mounted up 
In the famous Oak at Br/ahcl, whofe Kclicks 
arc Venerable to thb Day. Bar whereas that 
King durft not fay a Word, or onh’ Whifper 
, to Captain * Stmt-^tKy^ the Companion of lus 
TottUnc, MaRcr Pt:rr Tbcimaj play'd on the 
tmia tki Flore, or lung, or chatter’d frcch’ with his 
Friends. He was the only Man of the Com- 
pny tim fmottk’d Tobacco: He was alfo a 
o*k‘V wliorincr. Wlsen hb Tobacco was gone bo 
Do(b)t)«], finoHk’d Lcarci.

The next Cabbin to the We on the Rlghf- 
hund tovyards the Sea, was Mr. dt h 1 le 

was a Silverfmith, and had built a Forge, (b 
that he was oblig’d to make his Houfe a little 
bigper than the itdl. Ls fJjjt was alw'ays Ting¬ 
ing of Pfalms, whether he was at work or 
walking. 

The Cabbim were ten or twelve Foot fquaxCf 
feme more lomc left, according to the F;uific 
of the builder. The Walls were made of 
the Trunks of Plamarres, and the broad Leaves 
of the fame Tree ferv’d to cover liictn. The 

f Dons 
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Dora abouc cvcr>' Cabbln Ibew where the Pa!- 
iiCidu's flood, which enclos'd onr Gardens. 
The Doors are alfo mark’d by the void Spaces. 

The Plan (hews at what diibioce thefe liucts 
were one from the other. 

Near poor U Ua7* % on the fame fide of 
the River, and not far from the Water, was the 
StaJt-fhmJt, or, if you plcafc, the Place of Ren¬ 
dezvous for oyr Rtfuklidt, whole chief Coun¬ 
cils concern’d the Affairs of the Kitchen. This 
Edifice was abouc twice as big as the others, and 
Roktrt Anftimh)' in it. Twas there we pre- 
par d the Sawces for our Difhes, hut we cat 
under a call and great Tree, on the Bank of the 
Rivnlct, over-agamfl the Door of that Cab- 
bin. This Tree afforded us a very fine Shade, 
and defended us from the burning Rays of the 
Sun. Twas in the Trunk of thii Tree, 
which was very hard, that wc cut a fort of ^ 
Nich, to leave there the Memorial and Monu¬ 
ments, of which 1 lhall fpcak hereafter. On 
the other fide of the Water, oppofice to tnc 
Common H«i?, was the Common Garden ; 
^Twas fifty or fifty Foot Square, and tlic Pal- 
lifado’s dm encomrafs’d it of a Man's height 
and very clofe: Iniomuch that the Icall Tur¬ 
tles cou'd not go between them. For that, as 
may be imagin'd, was the only reafon which 
oblig’d us CO enclofe our Gardens. 

But let us re-p«fs the Bridge, and come back 
fo Fr^meit Leguatj the Autlior of chii Relations 
Cabbin • you fee 'twas between two Fancrrcs, 
and upncld by a great Tiee, which alfo co¬ 
ver’d it on the fide of the Sea. 1 hb Tree bore 
a Fruit lotnething like an Olive 5 and the Fat- 
top lov’d the Nuts of it mightily. 
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A lirtle lower and nearer the Water on the 
fame fide of the Brook, ilood Mr. dt U Ofts 
Lodge, This brave Man, who is now in yirm- 
rica, had been an CHEcer in the Br^n.l niurfi 
Troop, and knew already what It was to live 
in Tents. He wai a Man of a good Prcfcncc, 
Ingenions,fall of Honour, Courage and Wit. 

On the other fide of the Rivulet between 
the IHes and the great Garden, was the Cab- 
bin of poor Mr.Ttjiitrdt whofc lad Dclliny we 
lhall fee in a Ihort tune: He was a Houc Man, 
and one whom I very much regreaed the lofs 
oC 


MdT. and Btjrr liv’d together, and 

bt^Ic their Hutt a little farther from the Brook, 
and nearer the Sea. The Reader will End a 
true Piclburc of honeil J/Irar Bojo in his Epi¬ 
taph ; for 1 muit tell him before-hand, that this 
dwT Companion of our firlt Adventures, laid 
his Bones in KoJrigu. And lince 1 have giv’n 
a Charader of thofe whom 1 hav fpoken of, 
1 (hall add concerning Mr. b*^U i who is 
thanks be to God, now alive ar • in He;ilth ) 
that we all lov’d him for the ».jod Qualities 
with wliich he b adorn’d. I obferv’d with 
rleafnre in this young Man (for he was not a- 
povc twenty years old) an honeft and upright 
Soul, good natnt’d ajid lively: He had by his 
Studies acquir’d more Knowledge, tJun the 
generality of Mankind can pretend to. He 
was always Gay, and in good Humour, and 
'twas chiefly owing to his faculty of Inventi¬ 
on ^d Addrels, that we built the rare VclTel, of 
which we (hall fay more hereafter; as olfo that 
we Manufai^r’d certain little Harts, which were 
very great Comforts to us in our great Di- 
flrclTes. To conclude, 1 mull inform the Rca- 
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der, m tajfdnty that except T.TixmMr and H. 
A^tlin, Men of mean Femmes, all the reft of 
our Friends were not drir'n our of Emrtft by 
Mifery, nor did they dcfbcrately caft them- 
lelves on Dcfert Iflands, oecaufe they knew 
not where to fee their foot in the World. They 
were Men of good Families, and of no con¬ 
temptible Eflates; bat Mr, dm ^mifntt Colony 
made fuch a noife, that haring no tics of Fa¬ 
milies or Affairs to detain them, they had a 
mind to make this Voyage. 

1 believ'd. Reader, you wou’d be better 
pleas’d with the Continuation of our Adven¬ 
tures, after I had given you fbrae light into 
the Charaders and Circumftances of the Ad¬ 
venturers. 

You fee Trees fcatiet’d up and down in our 
hrtlc Town, they are Remainders of a much 
greawr Number, which we thought fit to fell, 

'twas no imd matter to do itj for the 
Ground is extn^Iy light, and the Roots were 
cafily taken up -I don^ doubt, you Laugh to 
hear us talk o(i^ur little Town, but what I 
pray you was the fiunous Rome in Its begin¬ 
ning? llad there been Women amongflut, too 
yean hence, tnficad of feven Hutes, one might 
have reckon'd feven ^riftes. 

Wlicn we had finiib'd our Preparations for 
^building our Uttic Houfes, the Captain who 
lUyd fifteen days in the Road weigh'd An- 
having deliver’d us rhe greatcR part of 
the Necellaries we brought for a Settlement, 
and taken frelh Provii'ions Aboard. We font 
^tters by him to our Friends inwhere- 
I m wc had fet out his Panegyrick as he deferv’d, 
but he was not fuch a Fool as to deliver them, 
as wc underftood afterwards, and indeed, as wc 
£ a expcAcd 
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cxncdcd Iront him. What he left us was 
chicHy 

Bisken, Fuzees, and other Arms, Powder 
and Bullets, Tools for Husbandry and building 
our Cabbins, as Saws. Hatchets, Nails, Ham¬ 
mers and Sheers,HonlboUI-fluff, a Turn-broach, 
Fifliing-Nets and Lines j in fliort, evciy thing 
except Dmpf which 1 Iwlieve, the Captain ra¬ 
ther forgot, than malicioufly kepi from us; 
Befides tiiis, every Man bad hts particular Goods, 
Necen'iries and i*rovinoos 

Ptttr wiiont I have mention’d, having 

quarrdl’d'wuh the Captain, and fearing to re¬ 
turn with him, retblv'd to (iay in the Ifland, 
and that wou’d have made up the lofs of one 
of our Companions who dy'd at Sea near AUfe*- 
rrjwr, if the Latptain, the Night before he left 
os, hid not taken away two of our Compony 
f t/treats GutgttiT and PUrtc:) fo that we had but 
eight left. 

When the Ship was gone, and eaclt of os 
were well recover'd of the Fatigues of the Sea, 
we made tlie tem of rite Ifland to fee whether 
we cou'd difeover aiw better IMacc to Icttlc in, 
thantliat where we fuft Arriv’d ; but we found 
’twas much the Time all over it, and even tho’ 
there were al?out twenty fcvcral forts of level 
Land, and almf.'d as O>mm«>]ious as Ours, yet 
we_ met with none that Wav riot lontcwhat In¬ 
ferior to it in B .-auty and in GuOtInelii ; fo that 
we rcfciv'j to flay m rite place where we firfl 
fit down. 

Ai (bon as we had clear'd the Earth as much ss 
wiij nectary u,r Tillage, we dug it, and low’d 
OUT Grain. We had abundance, and of all forts; 
bur that which we brought from flV/iW, was 
(poil’d by the Air of the bea, we having forgot 
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CO put ic inco lUrthco Pow, una Seal tlicni 
well. We fumilh'il our fclvcs with Other Seed 
ac the Cape of GnJ Hoft. Only five Seeds of 
OrdinarVj and as many of Water-Melons came 
up ; three of Succory* thrtc 
Anichokes, Potflin, Turnips, Gilly- 

Howers and Clover-grali. The Gillyflowers role 
liigh, but dicy did not blow, and at lall they 
all pcrifh’d. 

'Hie Turnips did the fame, and were entire¬ 
ly deftroy'd by the Worms before we cou d cat 
them. The .Melons which I call Und. to dr- 
flingoifb them from W-Vr/r-Melons, cjmc up 
almoft without Culture in abundance, prodr- 
eioufly lairce, and excellently well tailed. I 
do not believe there can be better any where, 
and we found by Experience they fad this rare 
Quality, that ino‘ one did eat of thern a httlc 
to Excels, no Inconvenience happend alicr- 

wards. j , 

We put ’em into all onr Sauces, and 
were admirable m alt: We might have had 
them all the yearlong, but we oblcrvd that 
rholb whidi came up in the U ^nter, that is, 
when’twas not fo hot as at otl^ utnes, to¬ 
wards Uve Months of 'Junt and Ju!j, were a 
great deal better than the othc^ 

We thought at firfl we mull expofe them to 
the Sun, as we do in Fr^cr, but we loon found 
they wou’d thrive better Ih the Shade, which 
wc mayfuppofc is caus'd by the difference ot 
the Cl^tc and Soil. 

Among our five Plants VVaccr-Mclons, 
there were two forts. Red and White; 11 
were the heft. The Rind 
litfc Red; they are very 
do arty hart no mote than the otbe . y 
t Hi 
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are fo full of Water, that one may cafily go with¬ 
out Drink %vhcn they arc eaten; 
they were to big, that all Eight of w oou’d 
hardly cat tip one of them, 

Thcle fevcral kinds of Melons grew with¬ 
out taking Pains about them, as 1 have faid al¬ 
ready, and produc'd Fruit in great Abundance. 
When we mingled a little Aflies with the Earth 
In the pince where they were Sown, it nude *cm 
grow and fruaific cirniordinarily,andthc Fruit 
was more chan ordinarily delicate. Wc had great 
hopes of Our Artichokes. Wc cou’d alraoil fee 
them grow. They fpread very much, but they 
yielded very liulc Fruit. Indeed wc cou’d not 
lure that tfie Seed was true Arrichoke-Sced, 

«L L figure of it, and the Plant was 

like rtat of an Arrichokc. Wc brought if from 
the Cape of Go«d without knowing what 
did our utmoft to make the fides 
of It whiten, but to no purpofc, tho' wc were 
not ignorant of the fcveral ways of doing it. 
And Wc had as bad Succels with the Succoury ; 
ft came up to a wonder, fo did the Purllain and 
the .Muihrd-Sccd; but do what wc cou'd we 
con d never take off its birrernels. Of ircc 
Grains of Wheat that came up, we con’d pre- 
ferve but one Plant: It had above 200 Ears, 
and we were full of Hopes that it wou'd come 
to lomotlung, but it produc’d only a fort of 
Tares, which very much troubled us. as you 
becaufc wc found our feives de- 
priv d tif the Pleafnre of eating Bread. 

He wever wc llicu’d not from hence conclude 
that Wheat Com will always turn to Tares 

in fuch Ukc Degcncrarions 
arc often to be met with. And if our young 
Men uulead of precipitately fowing all our

of rEAS’ClS LeGUAT. 

Seed in one PUce, and in one Day, had kept 
foine for other Soib, and other Sedbm, per¬ 
haps we might (rave had an ample Harrcil, and 
better luck with all our other Grain. 

The Air is very clear and healthy at RcJrigOf 
and none of us having been ill all the while we 
liv’d tlierc, is a good proof of it, confi- 
deiing the great dincrence of the Climate and 
Food, He who dy'd jull as wc were about to 
leave it, as I ftall relate in the fcquel of thele 
Memoir;, was pci fc^ly born down by the vio¬ 
lence of Fatigue. 

The Skv is always fair and ferene, and the 
heats of ific Summer very Moderate j becaufe 
precifely at Eight :i Clock in the Morning there 
riles every day a little North-Eah or North- 
Well Wind, which agreeably cools the Air, 
and rempei ing the hotted Sealbn, ciufei a pc^ 
petuai hpringall the year round, and a conti¬ 
nual Autumn, no part of it deferving the Name 
of WTitcr, ir;foinuch thit one may bath one’s 
fclf acany time. The Nights are cool and re- 
frclhing; it feldom Rains, at lead we faw no 
Rain, except for four or five Weeks after the Hur¬ 
ricane j tl\at iSyin Jtimitiprrund Ft^rujty. There 
fall great Dews, and frcnuently, which forve 
indcad of Show’rs, As lot TTiun^r, whi^ is 
fo formidable in our Emnpt, and in Icvcnil o- 
thcr parts of the World, 1 believe it was never 
heard in this IQand. . 

’Us as I have hinted, composd of lovely 
Hilb, cover'd all with fine Trees, wbofc per- 
petxial Verdure is entirely Charming. Thcfe 
Trees arc very rarely entangled one in another 
by the nearnefs and thicknefi of their Bran- 
cncs. They naturally form Ally's to defend 
us &oro the Sun's Heat; and the Profped is 

£ ^ every 
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eVery where adorn’d by the fi^t of the Sen, 
thni the Bought which arc almoft in all Pla¬ 
ces open cnrugli, to admit a View of the vaft 
Ocean between them. 

At the foot of thefc Hills arc Valleys, the 
Soil of which isrhc moll excellent in the World, 
as we may ealily conceive, if we confidcr It 
cOiilii^s chiefly of rotten Trefcs ; whofe Mat¬ 
ter being retluc'd to Juft, is driv'nb>'thc Floods 
down the HUk This Mould U ver)* light, 
•iiid produces almnfl without Cultivating. It 
abounds in fruitful Juices. 

Tlic Villcrs arc cover’d with Palm-Trees, 
PInnrnncs, Enohy’s, and fevcral other forts of 
Trees; the Beauty of whofe Leaves and Braii- 
thes may compare with that of the fmcll of our 
EMnprtn Trees. In the low parts of thefc Valleys 
we freijucntly meet with Rivulets of frefli Wa¬ 
ter, whofe Springs arc all in the middle of the 
Illand. Thefepure Streams are never dry,and fo 
Conveniently difpos'd for watering all this little 
Country, that nothing can l?c moreCommodi- 
Oui Whit pity "ris that a Place fo Delicious in all 
things, fhou'd be ufclcls to the Inhabitants of 
the World. I infHl the more on rhefe charm- 
log RiVulcts, becaufc there are a great many 
lllands that have none ; and ’tis doubly a won¬ 
der ro find fo manV here, and all fo happily 
diftributed. 

Several of the otlwr Rivulas belidei that near 
Which as I have laid we built our Cabbins, 
fofrti CafcaUcs by falling from the top of Rocks: 
1 reckon'd feven Bafons, and as many Cafeades 
all together, iad form'd all by the fame Ri- 
S'er. 

Thcri are abundance of Eels in thefc Ri- 
'trt, fome of them very big, and all cxcellent- 
•N * ly 
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ly well taflcd. We have taken fome fo Mori- 
ItroiU) (1 am afraid to idl it) that two Men 
cou’d hardly carry home one of them; *tis cafic 
to catch them, lor you can fcarce put your 
Bait into the Wattr, before the filh bite. Thts 
Water Ts fcldom deep, and being very Tranfpa- 
rent, we cou’d cafily fee thefe huge Eel* crcc^ 
Ing at the bottomj and if we pleas d, rrughc 
have taken them with a Harping-Iron i VI'c 
have fometitnes Ihot them with a Fuzec and 

Hare-ihot- r u i 

The Valleys 1 am talking of. Water d and 
made fertile by thefe little Rivers, extend them- 
fclvc? Infenfibly as we draw nearer the Sea, 
and form a Level, which in ■ lome Places 1$ 
two Miles broad, and two long. The Soil 
of thefe little Plains is excellent eight or ten 
foot deep, and there thofc great and tall Trees 
■grow, between which one may walk at cafe, 
and find fuch rcfrclhing coolncfs in their fhadc 
at Noon j fo fwcet, fo licalthy, that i^n'd 
give Life to thofc that are dying. Their 
Iprcading and rufty Tops, which ire almouall 
of an e< 5 ual height, joyn together^ like fo nw- 
ny Canopy’s and UmbrcHos, and jointly make 
a deling of an eternal Verdure, funported 
bv natural Pillars, which raife and nouriOi them. 
This is certainly the Workmanflilp of a Divine 

Archited. .. . , 

, What is more R’emarkable, is the grcatsli 
part of the Trees of ibH little EJtn, art not 
left ufefol or necefTary for the Convenicnciw 
of I ife, than plealant to the Eyes or the ^nd. 
Tor Example, the feveral forts of Palm-Trees 
and Plantancs art Admirable .\fa^in« of 
Ncccflaries for thofe Sages, who Believe 
Praftife what St, P^ feys. Tlic-Fruit of them 
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is cxcelicnr, and the Water which the Tninb 
of rhcfc Tw yield, and which run* from its 
Spring withcuf Prcpararion, u a kindly and de¬ 
licious Liquor; ibroe of the Leaves arc good 
ro cat, others ferve inHead of Silk or Linen. 
Thcic arc abundance of thefe wonder^ 1 Trees 
all over our Iflt Perhaps the Reader may ex- 

that I fcou'd explain my fclf a little un this 
Head. 

J fliall not undertake to give a Dcfcripcion of 
P^-crces and Plantanes, a Thoufand and a 
pioufand Men having written oS them, end I 
Iww there arc above thirty fcveral forts of 
them: Mcither (hall 1 enlarge in the Defcripci- 
on of thoC: I am fpcaking of, but give a 
ImaJl Idaaoi them, for the fake of fucb as do 
not know what fort of Trees tbefe arc. 

Our Palm-trees are commonly chiny or forty 
Foot high j their Trunk b ftraieht, and with¬ 
out Leaves, but ’tb cover'd with a fort of 
prickly Scales, whofe prickles lUnd out a lit- 
rie: ^mehavea fmoothcr Bark than others. 
On the top of the Trunks growthofe Boughs 
of Palm, of which no Man ever law a lively Pi- 
Thcfc Bonghs form a great ^not, and 
fall down aU about ir inPJorocs: Below tbefe 
^ughs, or rather below the Trunk from which 
«icy grow, are produc'd long Bunches, each 
Fruit or Gr^n as big as a Hens Egg. and of 
the lame Shape, known by the Marne of 
Dtttu 

In the center of thu great Knot, and at 
tte Su^ct of the Trunk, b what we call 
the Cabbidge. One cannot fee it, being liid- 

which dofely embrace each other, joyn ttv 

gether. 
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gctber, and form a Mafs fometliing like that 
of a Cabbage Lcttice,'! or common Cabbage; 
*ds about two Foot high if the Tree is large^, 
and of the fame bignefs wkh the Trunk, 'rtc 
larM outfide Leaves of this Mafs arc white, 
folt, pliable, and as ftrong asBuff, which it re- 
fcmbles. They will ferve al(b for Linen, Sa¬ 
tin, for Napkins, Table-Cloths, and anything 
what you plea(^ The Mcrobrana or miide 
Leaves are render and brittle, like the Heart 
of a Lettice: They arc good to cat-raw, and 
taftUke aFilbcrd; but we made an admirable 
Ragout of them when we Fricafi’d them with 
the Fat and Uver of a Turtle. We put tljcm 
aUo in our Soops. 

We come now to the Liquor, or rather the 
Nc^ar of the IQc of RaJrigo, *Tis call d Palm- 
Wine all over the hJits : There arc two ways 
of drawing out the Juice. Wc make a hole m 
the Trunk of the Tree at about a Mam height, 
as big as ones two Fitts. Wc prelcntly put a 
Pot or other Vcflcl there to receive the dcha- 
ous Liquor, which runs out fait enough, o- 
therwilc we dig the Cabbage, and make a lit¬ 
tle Cittern at iu Hoad. Wc need only go twice 
or thrice a Day, and draw this rare Wine at 
the Fountain fiead, and wc may be abundantly 
fupply’d with it. The Wine of the Trunk,and 
tliat of the Cabbage, aic in my Opinionofan 

equal Goodnefi. , ,, , , e 

But thofe who wou’d be good Husbands of 
their Trees (for as for us we were lav^ enough 
of them), the fit 11 way is the beft, became 
after the Cubbaf^. has yielded ks Liquor for 
alxnic a Month, k Withers, and the Tree de¬ 
cays and dies, TU the C»mc thing u v oa tear 
off the Cabbftge, when its Head and B«m are 
gone it dies ahnoll ibddcnly. whcrc- 
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Whcre^ir yoiionlypiereeiuSide, the Tree 
do 5 not die prided the Wound is not too 
deen ; but the Uquor will not run our at that 
Hole four Days: The wounded Tree 

tnnii afterward have ritne to recover. I do not 
know what is done elfcwhere, bur I can tell by 
Ex^nence what 1 have faid Ijcrc, wc having 
^dc tnal of it daily for two years together. 

B«k of this Tree is very Iiard, 'tis an Incli 
thick, Porous and Tender in the Infidc. Jfone 
nake the Hole on the fide of the Trunk too wide, 
there a rcafon to fear ’twill weaken the Tree 
there, and that then the next Hurricane will 
break it. 

pc Pbntane is a fort of Palm-tree, and the 
Arbors place It in the fome Clafs. Our Plan- 
^es have a ftraight Trunk, which fccnis to be 
fomd of large Rings at an equal Diftance. 
They have no fuch prickly Scales as I have 
«lkt of. At the top of the Trunk is a Cab- 
Mgc, very like to that I have deforibU At the 
foot of thu Cabbage inftcad of Iblm Boughs 
are ^oad Leaves, with Swiks about fix or fc- 
Ten Foot long; Thefe Leaves are firong and 
riiick, liM a Fan when 'rU open: the 
Stic^ of which come a little out of the Cir- 
ciwfer^cc, and art pointed at the end. Some

fomu^ that they fervid to make rare Cover- 
wff for our Cabhins. We cut 'em out into

them, pe ^Ik is four Inches broad, an Inch 

and a httlc roundilh at Hie fidcs; at the 
^om where it joyns ro the Tree, it widens, 
Jmd grows like a Hat Shell which Aicks to ^ 

fu it. This wide 

hollow Plate is fomccimes above « Foot 

Diamo- 
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Dijmctcr, and of the thicknefs of a Crown- 
Piece. Wc in.ide ufc of it for Di/hes, Places 
and Sawcers. The firft Rind of the St^k ferr’d 
us inftcad of Ropes, and the Fibres of the fc- 
cond made good Thread to Sow with. One 
might have wove StufB with it, lutd it been 
prepar'd. 

We cou*d not perceiFe any difference in the 
Taft, or in any other qualities of the Palm- 
tree or Plantane. Tliis Liquor is whitilh dike 
white Wl)cy, and fo fweec, that no other fwcec- 
neft. If I ma^ judge of it, can compare to it: 

The newer it is, the more agreeable. In three 
or four da^s it begins to mm Sowre, and in 
feven or eight, 'tis as fbarp as the ftrongeft Vi¬ 
ne^ without changing its Colour. 

'Fhe Dates of the Piscine arc bigger than 
rhofc of the Palm-tree. Having abundance of bet¬ 
ter things to feed on, Filh andFlefli, Fruits, &c. 
we left the Dates for the Turtles and ocher 
Birds, particularly the So/iranV/, of which wc 
ftiall hereafter make mention. 

About the Od^bage of the Plantane, near 
the bottom of it, and between the Stalks ©fits 
broad Lcavn, is a fort of Qonon of a Limon 
Colour, which all thro’ ItUu is known by the 
name of C*foc. We made very good Quilts of 
it. It may be Wove, and Manufaiftur’d for all 
the Ufes that Cotton is put to: Perhaps we 
might luve thought of making a fort of ScuiT, 
both of the Cafoc and the Fibers of our Plan¬ 
tane Leaves j but wc had Stuff enough of our 
own to ferve a long time, and die Air is fo 
mild, fo fwcet, tliat wc did not make much 
ufe^ of our Cloaths. Happy for us had wo 
fav d them; for tlie time when the Perfecuci- 
un of a New * *f Gti^ wlmm wc lhall * Dioditi- 

fpeak 
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fpeak of, expos’d m to a ebonfand Miferies on 
the fatal Rock, whither that wicked Man ba- 
nifli’d Mi. 

There are feveral other kinds of Trees in 
thislfland, which vield tolerable Fruits. Tbofe 
that bear a fort of Pepper, are not a little like 
Plum-trees of a moderate fize: Their Leates 
arc much like chat of the Jefllunine j they bear 
their Fruit in little Bunches, and it did vcr\' 
well,in oor Sauces. ^ 

The Sea having thrown us up fbmc Cocos 
i? . ^ began to bod, we planted fbme of that 
Fruit fome Months after our Arrival, and wlten 
we left the Place, the Trees were four Foot 
high. 

1 leave it to the Reader to gucls how ihefe 
Cocoes, fome of which weigh'd five or fix 
Pound, can be thrown on the Coaftsof 
and come three or four fcorc l.cagucs by^a 
without Corrupting. For wc arc very certain 
they come from the Ulc of Sie, BrtmJt, which 
is to the Windward, to the North-Eaft of Ours, 
and at Icaft as far off as I have faid. 

The Sea brings in nothing but from that 
fide, ftom whence wc may conclude, tliere 
*ve certain Currents which contribute very 
much together with the Wind and Tide, to 
throw abundance of things on the CoafL We 
therefore fuppofe, thefe Fruits were blown 
cS xnm the lllo of StuBrtmdt, very far into 
the Sea; and from thence brought to Us by the 
Tide and the Currems. 

There's a wonderful fine Tree at Hjdriff 
whofe Branches arc fo round, and fo thick* 
'tis impolGble for the Sun-Beams to peoc^ 
rrate thro it: Some of thefe Trees are fo hie 
that two or three hundred People may fljuSf 

under 
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under them, and be Ihclter d (rom the Sun or 

the Weather. _ <- 'j u 

The vaft Extent of jt is occafiond thus. 

Some of the great Brandies namially tend 
downwards, and reaching; the Ground cake ^ 
Root,-and become new Trunks thcmfclTcs, 
which make a fort of little Foreft. 

The firft time I faw this Tree, 1 remember 
I had read in fome Voya^, that t^y arc to 
be met with every where in the InMtj, and in 
the Continent and lilts of AmeritM. I do not 
tiunk there’s any of them in Eicnft, Tlie Eaftern 
Idolaters have a great Refpe^ for them, and 
.commonly build their ftgoii under them. 

La BmUjtU Gw«c writes, that this facredT^ 
is call'd X 4 /«, and that the ladiami fay, 'tis 
chcrilh'd by the Saints; becaufc their God Pen 
diverts himfelf with playing upon the Flute, 
under the lliade of its broad Leaves. 

T^c fame Author adds, that no Man dares 
pull off one of thofe Leaves for fear of dying 
wiiWn the year ; and refers his Reader to whac . 
HeT$i»xm and Cnrtim have fold on the 

fame Subjea. Tavcmln alfo fpcaks of it,and tells 
us the Ptrjunt call it Lull, but that the Frankt 
have giv’n it the Name of tlie BdttUns Tree; 
bccaule the Penitents of the Panaan and Beru- 
ant drcls their Meat, and pay their Devodons 
under this Tree. Mr. Jt Reeb^art calls it P«rf- 
tnvitr in his Natnral of the Anxilia, and 

fays, its Leavesarcbroaa, -thi»and long, with¬ 
out faying any thing of the Fruit: And the 
two Voyagers ^fore mention'd, tells us nothing 
either of the Fruit or of the Leaves. 

The RAriit Kafim (for I ought to keep the 
InJiaa Name at lead in the InJia) bear L^ves 
as brood as one's Hand, pretty thick, and fome- 

whac 
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whac like that of a libtch or a Heart in fhape, 
the)’ arc foficr tharf Satin to touch. TTicir 
Flower i$ white, and fmclts well; Their Fruit 
is red and round, and as big as a black Daimsk 
Plum. Their Skin is hard, and within it is a 
thin Seed, a little like that of a Fig. The 
Fruit is not prejudicial to Health, but 'tis infi- 
pid. The Batts commonly feed upon it, and 
multitudes of them ned in the tufted Branches 
of thU Tree. 

The Wood of all the Trees in this liland, is 
generally hard. We made this Obfcrvation in 
building our Cabbins: The Timber wc us'd a- 
bout them, in a few Weeks after *twas cut, 
wou'd be fall of Woiros, till toprerent that In¬ 
convenience, we let it lie three Weeks in the 
Sea, and then the Worm never came into it. 

There is a Tree wc call the Nnfir Tree, b?- 
caufe it dunk ; *Tis the bell Wood of all for 
Clarpenters ufc, but’twas of no Service to- u!l.j 
for it dinks fo, that it makes all the Places a- 
bout it fmcll of it, and the Smell is very Of- 
fcnfive. 

Wc did not find in this Idand any Plant, 
Tree, Shrub or Herb, which grows naturally 
in any part of EMrefr, that was known to us, 
cxcq>t Purilriin, which is fmall and green. 
There's plenty of it in fomc Places of the Val¬ 
leys, and that which we fow’d Itaving brought 
fume of the Seed from the Capt, omc up cx- 
edly like the PuHliin of the Idand. 

Wc faw no four-foot^ Creatures, but Rats, 
Lizards and Land-Turtles, of which there are 
different forts, i have feen one that weigh'd 
one hundred pound, and had Hclh enough a- 
l>6ur it, to feed a good number of Men. This 
Rcfb is very wholfcm, and caih lomcthin ■ ' 
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Marton, but ’tw more DeU-sre: The F.u is 
cxtreamly white, and nettr Congeals nor ri- 
fes in your Stotnach, cat 4 $ much you will 
of it. We all unannnoolly agreed, 'twas bet¬ 
ter than the be ft Butter in Toani>ine 

one’s liilf with this Oil, is an excellent Reme¬ 
dy for Surfeits, Co!d«, Crami^, itnd fevcralCK 
thcr Diftenipers. The Livet at this Animal is 
extraordinanly delicate, 'ds fo Delicious that 
one may lay of it, it always cariics its own 
Sauce with it, drefs it how you will. 

The Banes of thefc Turtles arc Mafly, I 
mean they have no Marrow in them. Every 
one knows, that ihclc Animals in genera! are 
hatch’d of Eggs. Tlie 1 and-Turtlcs lay theirs 
in the Sand, and cover them, that they maybe 
hatch’d: The Seale of it, or rather the Shell, 
Is fbfr, and the Subibincc within good to c^. 

’-There arc fuch plenty of I«nd-Tunlcs in 
this Ifle, that Ibmctimes you fee two or three 
thoufand of tl-.em in a Flock ; fo that one nuy 
go above a hundred Paces on their Backs ; or, 
to fp^k more properly on their C.-r.’?4m, witb- 
out letting foot to tne Ground. They meet 
together m the Evening in Ihudy Places, and 
lie fo dofe, tliac one wou'd ct^k thole Places 
were pav’d with them. There’s one thing ve¬ 
ry odd among them^ they always place Sen¬ 
tinels ar feme Diftance from their Troop, at 
the four cornen of tlicir Camp, to which the 
Sentinels rum their Backs, and look with the 
Eyes, as if they were oii ...c Watch. This we 
have al\v.i)'s oblerv’d of them ; and this Myfle- 
ry feems the more difficult to be comwchen^d, 
for that thefe Creatures aic uncapable to defend 
thcmfdvcs, or to fly. 
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We have alfo great plenty of Sca-Tunles 
here; Their Fleft iaft> Uke Beef, that of the 
iJrcaft U atlmirablc. The'fat is as good as Veal 
Marrow, but being green, it has (oracchingchc 
Air of an Ointment, which at firfl renders it 
Naafecus. This fac is not only dclica'c, but 
wholfom, and purges gently. The hJi- 
ans make ufe of it as a Sovcraign Remedy in 
the Venereal Difeafe. When we eat this Fat, 
(ihall I tell U you) the Water we make is as 
green as a very finalimci ald. 

The Sea-Tunics arc prodigious big, we have 
feen fumcihat weigh’d above foo Pound. When 
we wou’d take them, we turn'd them on their 
Backs by Ihength of .\rnM, or with I,cavcrs; 
and when they arc overturn’d, ’tis impolfiblc 
for tbcni to get up again. They lay their Eggs 
in Tandy Places near ilie Sea, and always in the 
Night-time j they make a hole about three Foot 
deep, and a Foot broad for that purpofc: The 
grcatell of them will l.iy near two hundred in 
left than two I lours. 1 hey cover them with 
Sand, and in lut Weeks time the Sun hatches 
them: As icon .as iliey are hatch’d, all thofe 
little Animals which arc not fu big as a Chicken, 
jail coming out of die Shell, go dircdly to 
the Sea, do what you will to hinder them j 
they arc generally hatch'd in an Hours time. 
We have often, ro divert our fclvcs, carry’d 
fomc of them a quancr of a League off on 
the M juniaiu, and as Toon as we put them on 
the Ground, they iniinediaccty went dtrci^y 
to the Sea, They tiicii go faHer tlian when 
thqt arc grown bigger. 

The FooU, the Frigan, and fcs'eral other 
Birds which lie in wait for them upon Trees, 
dclh’oy abundance of them when they arc lb 

young j 
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ifUiii ut! I, tli:tt Itardly ten in a Hun' 
ored of them arc lav'd. Yet there are i'uch 
^ prodi^^us Numben, tlat 'rwou’d have amaz’d 
one ii u c Imd not confidcr'd, every Turtle lays 
two thoul^d Efigj a year at ttm«. that they 
^vc multiply»d thill from the beginning of the 
Olid, and perhaps have not met with any Dc* 
urovers hut our felves. 

Their Hggt arc not quite fo good to car, a* 
thofcol ihff Liind-Turtlcs, neither is their Fleih 
o Delicate. They are of the famcihape, and 
the white both of the one and the other cannot 
withouc a great deal of diificulty be chang'd ; 
bat ui length of time it changes fo* entirely 
that It loms quite yellow. Tiie Liver of the 
i^-Turtlc hath nocat all the Taft of that of 
tlic Land ; befides, Yii, very unwholfomc, it 
Ir^li offennve like b/d Oil: Tis Rank, and 

rues in the Stomach a goo3 while after it u 
eaten. , 

TheC: Animals feed upon Weeds at the bot- 
wmof the Sea, and never come a-ihoarbutco 
J^y. And I muftobforve here tfipstj/lmif that 
before that time tliey couple for nmc days to¬ 
gether without Disjundion. 

Their Fat remains Liquid when 'tis melted, 
and tails Admirably, as well as that of the 
Land-1 unles. It may be made ufe of in all 
fom of Sauce*, either for Flelh or Fiih. 

The Turtle is a dull, heavy foix of a Crea- 
turc. It can live without eating a whole Month, 
provided'tis dilcharg'd of the burthen of irt 
Lggs, a^ you water icirem time to time with 
fome l^iils of Sea-Water. ~ 

Larajauins, which other Nations call 
that is, abound in the 

•Sea ahoor this lUe, appealing often innumts 

r * roqf 
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roos Troops. Its Head is cxcreamlv like thzr 
of a Hog, whatever is Ctid in Xu*. CemtiUet 
DiHinury if jirti and Sclcncxi; for in the Arti¬ 
cle of this Eilh, of the difference of Palm- 
Trees, and fcveral other things that have fallen 
within my Knowledge ,• he u ape to erre fre- 

; uently and grofly, as is the lead imperfed 
}ieiioiiar}' that ever was. He borrows the 
Headsof an Ox, of a Mole, of a Uurie and a 
Hog, to Comtxrfc that of a Lamentin; and 
in this cafe falls into the fame ConfuTion, 
whicii happens- to all that ondenake to de- 
fenbe things they never f.iw, and luive no di- 
ilind liUd$ of. As for my fclf, 1 liave feen, 
and c:trcfuDy and nearly examin'd fcveral; 
vvherehite I lay again, chxc not only 1, but my 
Corapamom aif'o found the Head of a Lumen- 
tin was altogether very like that of a Hog, ex¬ 
cepting that its Snout was not fo (bxrp. 

The greateft of them are about twenty Foot 
long, and have no other Eim but the Tail and 
two Paws. The B»idy is pretty big down to 
lire middle, and a little below it, the Tail has 
this in Particutar with the Whales; ciiac its 
breadth is Horizontal, when the Animal lies on 
its Uclly. Titc Blood of this Creature is hot, 
its Skin is black, very rougli aul hard, with 
Ibmc Hairs, hue lb few, cb^cv are fbarcc per- 
cciveable. lu Eyes are fnuil, and it has two 
Itoles which it opens and fhuts, and for tliat 
reafon may be c^l'd Gills and its Ears. Bc- 
cjufe it often draws in its Tu^ue, which is 
not very great, fcveral have aflut’d me it has 
cone, it lias llind-Tecth, and even Tusks like 
a Boars, but no Fore-Tectb: Its Jaws arohard 
enough CO lute Grab, its Fleih b excellent, 
and talb faraeefaing Ukc the bcfl Veal; Tb ve¬ 
ry wLolfoip Myat. The 
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The Female ha* Ter* like Women s: Some 
fay it brines forth two young ones at a rime, 
aiul givc$ them Milk together, c^'ing them 
both at ic* Breaft with it* two thi^ hke Hands: 
But flncc I have never leen it Itolii hut one, I 
cnclinc to believe it beans no more at oncc.^ 

I never faw this extraordinary Nutfe, with¬ 
out rememhring with double Reafon my o'*vn 
Condition, that of an Exile, and thatPamtge cf 
the Prophet Jertmj^ in hU Lamematlon*, where 
he there ConipUins thus. (lit Sm*J/ iw/tr/ 
ifMiif tui the iLcjgiVtfHck fp tht}r 

onei ; tU DaugLxtr i>f mr PtpfJc m kecemt cruel lih

This Filh is very cifily taken, it feeds in 
Herds like Sheep, jMut three or four fixjt un- • 
der Water ^ and when we came, among them 
did not fly, fo tlwt we might rake wtiich vt c 
wou’d of them, by either Shooting them, or 
falling upon them two or three at a rime upon 
one without Arms, and pulling it .t-lhoar by 
main force. We fomenmes found three or 
four hundred together feeding on the Weeds 
at the bottom of the Water, and they arc fo far 
from being Wild, that they wou'd often let us 
handle them to feel wluch was f.utcft. We put 
a Rope about its Tail, and lb hale it a-ihoar. 
We never took the grcatdl ul tlicm, becaufc 
we cou’d not mailer them fo eafilv\ and they 
might perltaps Iravc mafler’d us : txrlidcs, them 
Pldhis not lo Delicate as that of the little ones. 

Tlwir lard U firm and excellent, no Body 
that ever faw and tailed the riclli, took it for 
any thing bur Butchen Meat. This poor Ani¬ 
mal dies as fbon as it lus loft a little Blood. 
We difeover'd that they were to be met with in 
ibcfc Sca^j by finding one dead on the Sltoar

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fomc Months after our Arrival on the 1(1,ind. 
We did not obfen^x tJiac thii>Crcacurecvercun6 
to land : We imagin'd it might be thrown 
thcrc^ fur I do noc take it to be Amphibr- 

dU5. 

We found fcvcml other forts of Filli, and all 
different from thofe of Ewrtfty except Oytters 
and Eels. 

We cafily caught ^a-Ecls with n Line,, as 
well as Frclh-Watcr. Between the Shelves and 
the dry Land, tlicrc are certain fpaccs of Ground 
wluch arc cover’d when the Tide is in, and dty 
when 'ds out. In this Extent tltcrc arc Ditches 
or tbrtf «f RcfurratOrics, uiiich the Sea has 
dug,.and which remain always full of Water, 
and aUb full of Fifh. 'Tls there that wc filVd 
with Eafc and PlCafurc j for the Water bcin^ 
very clear, wc cou’d fee the Filh catch greedi¬ 
ly after the Buit ^ and fometimes there wou'd 
be a kind of Edttel about ic, who (hou’d bite 
firft; infomuch that wc might catch abundance 
in a vxr^’ liiilc time. 

Tlie hlhing with a I'fer is not Icfs Diverting, 
for wc had the pleafure of taking a great num¬ 
ber of R(h, whofc \‘ariety w’as vo^ agreea¬ 
ble. 

About a thoufand Paces from our Ixjdgcs 
tltcrc was a Creek, which was full of Sea-Wa¬ 
ter, and at its entrance wc caft our Net • fo 
that when the Sea went out, abundance of Filh 
renuiin'd dry, and wc took up what we pleas'd, 
Icttuig tlie reft go, ai long as there was Water 
cn(>ugh to cany them. 

We Jtad nlfo another Creek on the orhcF fide 
of our Cabbitu, and full of Oyfters, flicking 
to ilic Rock. We went often to Breaktaft there, 
and Lrocglft feme home, with which wc made 

an 
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an excellent Ragout with PalnvTrce-Cabbig?^ 
and Turtles fat. Of all tl‘C Birds in th^llland, 
the moft Remarkable is tlui which goo bv’the 
Name of the Saiiun. bccaufe 'tis very icldom 
feen in Company, tho’ there arc abundance of 
them. The I'cuthcia of the Xixles arc of i 
brown, grey Colour: The Feet and Beak are 
like a Tutkcys^buca littlcmorc crooked. They 
have fcarcc any Tail, but their Hind-parr co* 
m'dwith l-cathcrsU Roundilli, like the Crup¬ 
per of a Horlc, they arc taller than Turkey4. 
Their Neck 15 ftraighi, and a little long^ m 
proportion than a Tutkeyfc, when it lifts 
Head. Its Lye is black and lively, and its Head 
without Comb or Cop. They never fly, their 
Wings are too little to fupport tlic weight ot 
their Bodies j they ferre only to beat them- 
felvcs, and flutter when they call one another. 
They wiU whirl about for twenty ortbirry 
times together on the Cimc ftdc, thirfng tlic 
{pace of lour or five NlinUccsi Tlic Xlctionsur 
their Wings makes then a noife very like tliat 
of a Rattle £ and one may hear it two hundred 
Paces off. Tlic Bone of tbeir Wing growsgre^ 
rer towards the £iircmitv> “oJ forms a little 
round XUIs under the Feathers, as big su a 
.Musket Bail: Tlat and its Beak ate the clnef Dc* 
fence of thu Bird. Tis very Imrd «> cJ«b >t 
in the Woods, but cafic in open Places, be- 
caufe we tun fiilicr than they, and f.miettmcs 
we apprt ach them witiiouttnuch rroublc. 1 rom 
At^ib to Srputmbir they arc cxtrcamly fat, and 
tail admirably well, cJ'pcclaUy wlalc they arc 
young, foinc of the Males welgii forty five 

ThcFcmaU are wonderfully beantiiul, (bnie 
fair, foinc brown; I call them uir, bccaulc 

F 4 they 
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ihev ETC of clic colour of fair Hair: Thcv iiave 
a lore of Peak like a Widow’s upon their 
Breafb, which is of * dun Colour. Ko one 
Ixatber is flraj^Ung front the other all over 
their Bodies, they teine vtry careful to adjaft 
thcmlclves, and make them alt even with their 
Beaks. The leathers on their Thighs are 
rotted like fhclis ut the end, and being there 
very thick, have an agreeable effed; They 
mve two Kii^gs on their Cr^iirr, and the Fea- 
thcr^ lire i^hitcr there than the reft, which 
Uvelj.y Rcprclcnts the (inc Keck of a Bcaoti- 
fnl Wrman. They walk with fo much Stateli- 
nefs and good Grace, that one cinnoc help 
E^irmgand^ loving them; by whicit means 
tncir nne Mein often fives their lives. 

The rliefe Birds will fometimes very famili¬ 
arly come up near enough to one, when we 
do not run after them, yet tlicy will never 

^ caught rhey 

Thed Tears without Crying, and refulc all man¬ 
ner of Sudenance rill rhcvdie. 

We hud hi the Gizards of b«h Mate and Fe¬ 
male a^ brown Stone, ot the bigneU of a Hens 
■tggi th> fomewhut rough. Hat on one fide, 
round on the otJtcr, heavy and hard. We 
believe this Stone was there wlicn they were 
Ita.ui 0 ,^ for let them he never fo voung, yon 
meet '‘■hh it always- They have never but 
»>nc of cm, and bcfidcs, the PaiTigc from the 
Craw to t^hc Gizard U (b narrow, that a like 
Mali of half tho btgncli cou'd not pafc It 
ferv d to.whcr our Knives, better than any o- 
cher Sipnc whatfoever. ^ 

N'hen thefe Birds build their Nells, ihev 

i'alm-Leaves lor that purpolc, and licap then 

up 
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up a foot aivi a half htph frvw the Ground^ 
on which they fit. They never lay but one 
Egg, which is much bigger than that of a 
Goofe. The Male and Female both cover ic 
in their turns, and the young tt not hatch’d rill 
at feven Wc^s end: All the while they arc 
fitting upon it, cr are brin^g up their young 
one, which is not able to provide for its leu 
in fcvcntl Months, chc^- will net fuller any o- 
ther Bird of their Species to come within two 
hundred yards round of the Piece: But wha: 
is very fingular, is. The Males will neixr drive 
away the Females, only when be perceivesone 
be nukes a noife with his Wings to call the 
Female, and Ibe drives the unwelcome Stram 
gcr away, not leaving it rill 'tii without her 
Bounds. ‘ The Female do’s the fame as to the 
Males, whom (he leaves to the Male, and he 
drives them away. We have obferv'd this fevc- 
ral times, and 1 affirm it to be true. 

I ho Combats between them on this occalt- 
on Ufh romettmes pretty tong, becaufe the 
Stranger only toms about, and dok not fly 
dirc^ly from the Ncfl : However, the others 
do not forfake it, till they have quite driv'n ic 
out of their limits. Alter theie Birds hare 
lais’d their young One, and left it to its felf, 
they arc always togetlier, which the other Birds 
arc not, and tho’ thp’ happen to mingle with 
other Birds of the lumc hpecics, ttufe two 
Companions never difunitc. Wc have ohen 
remark'd, chat fome days after the young one 
leaves the Neft, a Company of thirty or (orty 
brings another young one to it; and the new 
fledg'd Bird wiin its Father and Mother joyning 
with tlie Band , march to ibtne bye Place. 
Wc tixquctuly follow'd them, ant^ found due 

after- 
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aftcrwanli chcold ones went each their way 
alone, or in Coofdes, and left the two young 
ones together, which we call’d a A4!*nr;a^r. 

Thii Particularity has femething in i: which 
looks a Utile Fabulom, ncvenhelcfs, what 1 
fav U fincere Truth, and what 1 have more than 
once obfen'‘d with Care and PIcafuie ; nei¬ 
ther cou‘d I forbear to entertain my Mind with 
fevcral Refledtont on this Occaikrn. I fent 
Klanktnd to learn of the Beaili, I commended 
my SJj'ramr for marrying young (a piece of 
Wifdotn pra&s'd by out Jcwi) for latiifying 
Nature in a proper time ; and when Ihc warns 
to be fatisfy’d according to the (lire of the 
fame Naiurr, and conformable to tljciutentkm 
of the Creator. I admir’d tl»c HapplMfs of 
chefe innocent and faithful Pairs, who Uf’d fo 
peaceably in oonft.mt Love; 1 faid to my felf, 
if our Pride and Extravagance were rcllrain’d, 
if Men were or had been as wife at thefe Birds, 
to fay all at once, they won’d marry at thefc 
Birds do, without any other Pwnp or ^re- 
mony, without Contrail or Jointures, without 
I'ortions or Settlements, without fubje^ion to 
any Inws, and without any OffenceJ, with 
which Nature wou'd be mon pleas’d, and the 
Common-Wealth moft benehced j for Divirre 
and Human Laws, arc only Precautions againd 
the Diforders of Mankind. ltnow,kind Reader, 
that my chief Employment in this Dcfiirt Uland 
was thinking, and fuiier me therefore fome- 
dmes to fpeak my Thoughts. I have already 
giv'nyon notice, that you were not to cxpc& a 
DifTertarion on the Antiquity of Gnek Accents, 
nor on Manufertprs of our Eden, nor on the 
Medals found there, any more man Defcnp> 
dom of us A(npbith^en,Palacesand Temples, 

Our 
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Our Wood-hens are fat all ff>c vear round* 
And of a moft delicate Talb: Their Colour is 
always of a bright Gray, and there's very Ik- 
tlc difference in the PUtmogt between rhe two 
SexQR They hide their Nefts fo well, that wc 
coo'd not find 'em out, and confcqucntly did 
not tall their Eggs. They have a red Liil a- 
bout their Eyes, their Beaks arc (Iraight and 
pointed, near two Inches long, and red alfb: 
They cannot fly, their fat make* 'cm too hea¬ 
vy for it- If you offer them any thing that’s 
red, they arc fo angry they will fly ar you to 
catdh it out of your lland, and in tlie hear of 
the Combat, we had an oppoitunity to rake 
' them with cafe. Wc had abundance of Bit¬ 
terns, as big and as good as Capons, they arc 
more familiar, and more cafily to be caught 


than Wood'hens. 

The Pigeons here arefoihcwhat lefs than 
ours, and all of a Slate • colour, fat and good. 
They pcarch and build their Nefts upon 1 rccif 
they* ate cafily taken, being lb Tame, that wo 
have had fifty about our Table to pick up the 
Melon-Seeds which we threw them, and they 
lik'd mightily. We rock them when we pleas'd. 
and ty'a little Rag^ to their'Iliighs of fcreral 
Colours, that we might know Aon again if 
wc let tliero loofc. They never rnifa'd attending 
us at our Meals, and wc call'd them our C liick- 
em. They never built their Ncits in die lllc, 
hur in the little Ifltn dwt are near k. Wc 
itj^pos'd 'twas to avoid the perfccution of the 
Rau, of which there arc vaft Numbcis in this 
Ifland, as 1 ftiall report In the Sequel of diis Re- 
laririn : The Rats never pafi into the Wets. 1 he 
Pools, the Frigats, and perhaps fome other Sea- 
' nh wlio live upon Filli only, build their NefU

on Trc«; buc chert arc I'ume other Bird^ that 
fie on the Land, in die (urw Uk) where the Pi¬ 
geons ne(L All thefe Birds have a rank Tafie, 
which is not agreeable ; to make amends their 
Eggs ate very good. 'Hie Pools come cv’ry 
Ij^ighc, and Rooh in the jflind; and the fri- 
g*ti which are larger, and lb call'd, bccaafe they 
are lu^t, and admirable Sailcn, lie in watt 
ibr th^ on the top of die Trees, from whence 
they flounce down upon them like Palcons on 
their Prey, not co kill them, buc make th^i 
being np the filh that is in their Oaw, which 
(he Fool as (bon as ir is thus flruck, is forc’d 
CO do. The Fti^ catches H Always before it 
comes to the C^ound: The Fool cries, and 
fometimes is very unwilling to part with its 
Prog, but the Frigac who is a bolder and (Iron- 
gcr Bird, laughs at its Cries, mounts into 
Air, and down he tJouncss again upon it, (ci- 
acs upon the Throat, and do's lb dll he has 
compell’d ic to obcy|. 

The Frigat is blackilb, and about the bignels 
of 4 Duck. Its Wings ate very large, ’tisa fort 
of Bird of Prey; for it has Talons , and its 
Beak wltich is above half a Foot long, is a He* 
tie crooked at the end. The old ones of tlm 
Miles, kive a kind of red Fldh like a Comb 
under its Neck, as onr Cocks leave. The Fa^ 
are (b call’d, bccaufe they tnconfidcrately come 
^bouc sdiij s, Pcrcli on die Rope*, and inno¬ 
cently luflcrtheniiclvestobccaltly taken. Their 
simplicity is fo great, that they judge of o- 
tlirrs hy themfelves, and do not uke Men to 
be MiichievnusOcatures. Their Backs ace of 
a Chelhut Coioot, their Bellies whitiih, their 
Beaks iliarp, four Inches long, and big towards 
die Head, a little tndemed at the Their 
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Lew are (hort, dwir Feet like thofe of a Dock, 
and of a pale Yellow. 

There s another fort of Bird as Wg as a Pi¬ 
geon all over white, its Beak islhortam! ftrong, 
it has a Feather at its Tail a Foot and a halt 
long, from whence it takes its Name, being 
call'd Strxyt^TMiJ. Tliefc Birds made a plea- 
fom War upon os, or rather upon oor Bonnets; 
they often came behind u$, and caught *cm off 
our Heads before we were aware of it; This 
iliey did ib frequently, that we were forc’d 
to carry Sticks in our Hands to defend our 
fetm. We prevented them fometimes, > when 
we difeover’d them by tltcir fhadow befote 
us,- we then llmck them in the Moment 
they were about to ftnkc nst We coud never 
find out of what ufc the Bonn«s were to 
tlicm, nor what they did with thole they took 
from us. 

I (hall Ibcak of the Piute and the Tjt in 
Mswtiet Ilfand : There’s but one ibrr of imall 
Birds at RJlng*, they arc not much unlike 
Canary Birds j we never heard them Ang, tho* 
they arc fo familiar, that they will place thetn- 
fclvcs on a Book which you hold lit your 
Hand. 

Tlicre arc abundance of green and blew 
Parrets, they arc of a inidling and equal big- 
nefs: when tlw are young, their Flcfli is « 
good as that of young Pigeons. 

There are Puns and a few Swallows. 

The Batts fly there by Day as wdl as o- 
ihcr Birds ; they arc as big as a good Hen, and 
c.ich Wing is near two Foot long t They ne¬ 
ver Perch, but hang by their Feet to the 
Boughs of Ttccs, with their Head downwards, 
and thdr Wings being liipplj’d with Icvcml 

Hooks, 
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Hooks they do noc eafily fall tho* they are 
llruck. When you fee them at a Diftance, 
han^g thus \vrupc up in their Wing?, you 
woud take them rather for Fruit than Birds; 
The Dnttb whom 1 knew at AUmtin Ifland, 
made a rare Difli with them, and preferr’d it 
to the moft Delicate Wild-Fowl. Every Man 

I found fomerhing 

in thcie Datts that we did not like, and having 
^ *hin^ that woe much ^tter, 

at lau in our Opinion, we never cot any of 
cheie filthy C.rearures. Tlicy carry their young 
about with them ; We ob/erv'd they had always 
two. ^ 

The Palmtrees and Plancaocs arc always loJi- 
dMwith Li^irds about a Foot long, the Beauty 
of which Uvery l^xtraordinary j Tome of them 
3rc bluc^ fome btnek^ fomc |^cn, fume red, 
lomc grey, and ^hc colour of each the mod 
lively and bright of any of its kind. Their 
common Food is the Fruit of tlie Palm-Tnrcj. 
They are not Mifcliievous, and fo Tame, that 
they often come and cat the Melom on our 
1 abl^ and in our Profence, and even in our 
Hands; they fervo for Prey to fomc Birds, cf- 
^ciallv the Bitterns. When we beat 'em down 
from rfic Trees with a Pole, thefe Birds wou’d 
come atnl devour them before ns, tho* we did 
our utmoft to hinder them ; and when we of- 
Icrd to oppofe them, they came on Bill after 
ihctr Prey, and Bill follow’d os when we en¬ 
deavour’d to defend them. 

There’s another lint of Nodurnal Lizards of 
a gniyiih Colour, and very ugly, tfusy areas 
big and as long as ones Arm, tbdr I lelh u noc 
very bad, they love Plamancs. We found ^ali 
enough in holes on the Rocks npon our Coails, 

and 
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i and had the Uknd been full of Inhabit*^, 

I they mtghc have been fupply d rlwrc. 1 he 
V^'^ves throw up the Sea-water in their Agita- 
I tion, and the Sun, that admirable Workman 
of all the Mctaraorpholb of Nature, rutro it 
• into Salt. The Sea brings yellow Amber and 
Ambcjgrcccc: We found a gteat piece of the 
lutccr, which we did not know^ ^id which 
! prov’d the caufc of all tlie Misfortunes that 
happen'd to us afterwartfe, as will be rclat^ in 
the Icqucl tif this llillory. We found alfo a- 
bundance of a fort of black Bitumen , to 
which we gas'c the name of Amber, but I be¬ 
lieve ‘tis properly Jet. . ,, 

There s a certain admirable Flower in this 
Ifland, which 1 Ihou’d prefer to Jefla- 

’ mine, 'mas white as a Lily, and fltapd feme , 
think like common JeflTaminc, It grows parti¬ 
cularly out of rlie Trunks of rotten Trees, 
when tlicy are almofl reduc'd to the Subllancc 
of Mould. The Odour of this Rower, ftrikes 
one agreeably at a hundred Paces di(lance. 

The Air of this Iflcwill not fuffer Lice or 
Fleas, as ond may be afltir'd by Experience af¬ 
ter fuch a Voyage as ours. Neither were we 
troubled by any flinging Flies, nor other In¬ 
fers that arc fo troublcfom in the Night, or 

I rather fo intolerable, in other Places. 

' In thofe little Rands bcforc-mcnnon d whero 
the Pigeons buiW, there are an infinite num- 
I. ber of Sea-Fowl; their Reft not picafant to 
’ the Taftc, nor very wholcfom, but their Eggs 
arc very good.' There's fuch abundance of 
thefe Birds, that when they rife, the Sky is even 
darken'd by them. 

They hatch on the Sand, and fo near one 
another tliac they touch, tho’of different Ktndfc 
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Thcfe poor Creatures arc fo Tame, and fb lit¬ 
tle Diffident, tlat the)* will m't rile tho' you 
arc almoft upon them, Tlicy lay three rimes a 
year, and buc one Egg at a time, like the Stli- 
iAfiai whidiis the more Remurluble, for that 
if I am not Miftaken, we have no Example of 
any thing like Ic among our Eiiro^jN Birds. 1 
(hall ado one very particular thing which I 
obferv‘d in Ibmc of thefe Birds in Bland, 

when I come to treat of chat I lie. 

Thus have I related the moft confidcrable 
Obfervacions we made in and about the Bland 
cf RiJrigo, I mud now, to give the Reader a 
true IMa of the Place, take notice of the difa- 
mccable and tncbnveiuenc things in it: I (hall 
Mgin with what we fuil law. As foon as we 
Landed, we were tuirounded by a prodigious 
Number of certain little Flics winch cover dus. 
Twasin vain to kill tlicm, fot after you had 
broU*d ten Thoufond of them to pieces, they 
woo’d be no more mid, than ten drops of Wa¬ 
ter in the Sea : 'Tb true, thefe little Creatures 
did not bdn& all the Inconvenience they put 
us CO, was a ntt'e tickling when they touch'd 
our Faces. Tliey retire to the Trees as foon as 
the Sun is down, and leave them when it 
Rifes. They always feck Ihelter, and the mild 
cooling Breeze j and after we had fell'd the 
Trees about the Place where we built our Ca¬ 
bins f it expos’d them fo much to the Wind, 
tliac It drove 'em to the y^'oods, and deliver’d 
all the extau cf our Hab'uations entirely from 
them : But we met with them every where 
when we walkt out into the Bland. 

There’s allb a kind of great Flics which do 
not (ear the Wind as the otiicn do, and are very 
T (oublcfum. The’u* Bellies arc full of Worms, 
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wliich they lay on our Meat, and fomerirac> 
let 'em fall as they fly along, To that thole 
Provifiom qmckly tainted, when, inftcad ot 
leaving them open to the Air, we wrapt them 
up in linen- The only nj«ns we found out 
to cure thU Evil, was to dip them in Sea-Wa¬ 
ter from rims to time. The Nerves or Fibres 
of the Stalks of our Plamanc-Lcavw, wou’d 
have made an excellent fine Trellis wluch 
thofe Flics cou'd not Penemte, and with which 
we might lave nuidc xS^fr to fecurc om* Meat, 
but we did not think of tnat Machine. 

The Rats were our fecond Plague, they are 
like thofe in Ea^^, arc very Numerous, and 
very Ttoublclbmc. 

They did not only cat the Seed we fow'd, 
but came into our Cabbius, and nibbled every 
thing they found ilicrc. I am apt to doubt 
whether Mr. Jt Rahrfvrt was well inform'd, 
when he wrote there were no Rats in the 
rntricjm Iflands, before our Difcovcrics there j 
for 1 have often found in the Relation of Voy- 
agers, that they met with prodigious quantities 
in Delert and unknown Iflands. It $ not im- 
polfible that fomc Ship might liavc touch’d, or 
ocen call away there; but let oar Modem 
Philofophcn lay what they will, 1 have very 
gt>od real'un to believe, tliac Rats as well as 
other kind of Vermin arc engender d fome- 
times by Corruption, tho* they arealfo brought 
forth by the common way of Generation : If 
'tis the good pleafure of God, the Great Ma- 
fter of the Umverfe, that it Ihou'd be lb, what 
fhou'd hinder Rats feing found in thofe Iflands 
where never any Vcflel was? 

Whereas tito A»**ruant have Adders whtefa 
ara naturally bent to exterminate this Villa- 

O sous 
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nous Racd, a Caw and Do^i that ar« 
taucht to make War upon them : We had 
thing to affift us but OwU and Traps^ Wc 
Toon bimifli’d them from our Quarters, by the 
help of the laucr; however we muU own, 
that a new \fulritnde fomctimes tcfum’ 4 , and 
found U 5 new Work to dear them. The moll 
tcadv and lute way of getting rid of meat 
blunibers of them, w'oud he to lay poyuwu 
Meat for them: The llbnd not bcin^ery big, 
this wou’d foon have a ver)' good Effeft ; and 
noiWnecou’d come of it that we needed appre¬ 
hend, u it happen'd before the Iflc was well 

Ictlcd. ^ ij L. 

The fcvcral Inconveniences occafiond oy 
thefe Animals wlien they come thus by At- 
mies, render Credible what is laid of that young 
Adventurer {Kitbsri /rirriii^rw, tn the 
y«r 1597 .) who made his I'ortunc by a Cat 
which he carry’d out of his Country hy chance, 
and which he prefented to a Lord in lome 
lflandinrhef».fi//. TO little Pnnee charm d 
with the C:ats admirable Hunting, hberany 
Rewarded him who brought it; and «-;ho ha¬ 
ving fet a high Price upon it, return d Rich 
to LxmAmy and became Lord Mayor. He is 
often to be feen painted with his Cat in lus 
Mavors Habit, and loves for one of the 5^ 
in chat City. 

The Land-Crabs were our next Enemies: 
T'ls itnpolfiblc to dcllroy them, there's fucli 
a prodigious quantity of them in the low 
Ground, and 'tis sen difficult to get them 
OLt of their Holes, their Burroughi art ve¬ 
ry broad, and have fcvcral Entrances: 'They 
nevo go far from them, Handing always upon 
ihdr (juaid. 
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They tore op onr Plann in our Gardens day 
and Night, and if \vc fliut up the Plants in a 
fort of a Cage, in hopes of faving them j if 
they were not far off, they wou'd dig under 
Ground from their Burroughs to the Planes, 
and tear them up under tlic Cage. The back 
Scale or Shell of this Oab » of a diny Ruffec 
Colour is alntofl round, and about four Inches 
Piameccr. Tlicy march diredly with eight 
Cbws or Paws, about four In^cs from the 
Ground, and have two that are indented 
of an unequal Bigneis, as we know all fons of 
C^bs have, the Right Claw “or Paw b^g 
higger and ftrongcr than thereib You can¬ 
not fee the Mouth of one of them when it 

f oes along, becaufe it is downwards, but its 
.yes are mncii like tliofc of tlio Crabs in Fr^ma 
and Evglandt are a good Inch one above ano¬ 
ther on the ^ink, and without the Shell. 

When one approaches it, it prefently retires j 
but when we throw Stones after it, Will al¬ 
ways run after the Stones, by which it is eafily 
Uruck: Tis dangerous venturing to be pinch’d 
by ir. This Animal often deans its Hole, and 
after having made a little heap of the Ordures 
It finds there, it carries them out by prcfiing 
ilicm acainft its Belly with its Oaws ; This « 
do’s often, and with lb rnoch nimblencfs, that 
it foon removes what is Troublcfom to it. Its 
Flelh is preny good, and tafts fomcching like 
River-Crabs. 

A little before and after the Full-Moons in 
Julj and thefe Crabs march by Milli¬ 

ons, from aU parts of the llland to tne Sea. 

We never met with one but what was laden 
with Eggs : We might then have deftroy’d 
^rcat quantities of them with cjfc, for they go 
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in prodlgiou. Troops and Wng far from Itw^ 

Burrou^, ha»cnoplaccofRc«iir. Wc hfl^ 
fomcrimes kill'd abOTC three nrouf.ind in an 
Evening wuh Sticks, yet we coo'd not perceive 
the next Day, tliat ti>cir Numl«r wa^t all 
Dtminilh d. The Second year ol our abode m 
this We, we thought of a way to nd our lelTW 
of them, in foms mKifurc; which was, b> 
Sowing abundance of Seed in the pla^ where 
they moll Inliabircd : that Unding Ocrapau- 
on enough at Home, they might late our Plants, 
which i/^ey had time to grow to any bigncu, 
were out of Danger. This hcipt w a Imle, 
ami we were fo cautious as to Sow thofe i J*”” 
wliiJi we were willing to Calnvatc, in 1 laces 
ibcv did not frequent, us well m our 
dcns,.a% in Hills far from the Rivers where the 

bottom was Rock. 

One of our Companions who at all yent^ 
had brought two great ChelU of Merdian- 
dife with him, which were in demand m 
and alfoa good quantity of i vn, but wi» 
at Icaft as Dithdcnc as Rich, was p’eatwtly 
caught by one of ihcfc Hnlc Bolls. His m- 
itolc^ were in fcveral Pitrfcs; and we obfervd, 
if hv went at any rime a little way Irom ms 
C ubbin, he took them along with lum. H« 
never laird to hide them every Niglu before he 
went to Bud. inthclalcft place lio cou d thmk 
of; but as cunning a> ha was, he found one 
rlut was as cunning a» he, bubbled 

I'V a Thief he did not think of, i mean, lomc 
(.'rab or Rac that took away one of li'is Pur- 
I'cs from him ; whicli being of L^^hcr, WjU 
nodciubc very ;igrccablc to chc Robbers Tsit. 
'Fhe next Day we pcrcc’tv'd he was Chagrin, 
and Icarchd lor fume thing with great AppU- 

cauun; 
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cation ; we prefl him to tell wlut he li^cl lofl, 
and at lafl tluo Lnpommicy, or hophtg wc 
woa’d Iiclp him ut finding it, he told ui the 
whole tmth oi" the Matter. Tlio* we cou’d 
not forbear Laughing a little, we however 
went about with liim to fcck it, but all our 
fetking n^fy'dneahiog, and the Peefon Rob'd 
was furc d to comfort himlclf for the Robbe¬ 
ry : 'Tis true, he ever after made War upon • 
the whole Nation of Cauls, and wcafEned him 
in tr. He never kill'd one widiout giving him 
feme blows after he was dead. 

The Sea-Crabs arc much better rhm the 
Land, and the Flcfh eafttr to Digeil. 

There's alfo another Ton which 1 am in¬ 
form’d goes by the Name of Tturhurvux in the 
jitniOci, and arc very Tike die firft Crabs 1 
fpokc of, but Ibmcwhat lels: They dwell be¬ 
tween the Sea and the Land like true Amphi¬ 
bious Creatures, as they atcj inlbmuch that 
the Sea twice a Day fiUs their Holes with Wa¬ 
ter, and they are continually ac work to keep 
'em clean. ♦ 

The Hurricanes which wc were terrify d 
with every year, in the Month of Jaaurj or 
rdnutrj, as I have already noted, is alfo a dread¬ 
ful Enemy. We felt iu rude Attacks twice: 
'This furious \Mnd rlfcs commonly after fair 
Wcathpr, and even after a great Calm j and its 
greaceil Violence lads at Icall an Hour. Wc 
then faw feverat huge Trees tom up by the 
Roots in a Monicnt, and our Cibhins utterly 
ovcf-wliclni’d. The Sea Raging and Foaming 
roar'd fo, diat ir friglued us; and lifting up its 
foaming Waves like Mouittauu, dafh d em a- 
gainll the Coolls with fo much Impctuofity, 
due it feem'd as if Nature was in fuch Coi^- 
G ; tullions. 
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Tulfions, as won'ii l&on rcdocc her to her Ori¬ 
ginal Chaos. Heaven and Eanh min|Jcd < 
thick Darknefs involv’d the Sky, and the Clouds 
breaking difeharg’d a Deluge th« 

which Immcrg’d the firft World. Our fair and 
fruitful Valleys were iratnedtat^ drown d, 
and look'd like a new Ocean: *1110 Torrent 
orerwhclm'd every thing that lay n m way ; 
and I believe if this Violence liad la Jed tht^ee 
Hours, there was not a 'Tree in ^ lUmd that 
coQ-d have refitted it. The Beads by a natu¬ 
ral Ifittind of Gracious and Wile Providence, 
forefew thefe Stomis before they hap^n d, and 
fav’d thetnfclvK in the Cavities of the Moun- 
ulns; but the neat Day they appear d abroad 
as before, for the Weather rccorn d to ^ as 
flic and dear as ever. The laft Hurtle 
we felt at was much more w^b c 

than the firtt: In the midft of Its ^teft 
rv, there was a fudden and profotmd Calm, not 
tte leaf! Noife was heard, and webehev dall 
over, when immediately the Storm re^ d with 
more Violence than ever. It entirely dejroy 4 
all otir Gardens; for the force of the Wind nm d 
up the Watersof the Sea, and blew about or ry 
where a deluge of Salt Water that burnt up or 
kill d all our I^nts. But it doing no lion to the 
Soil at bottom, as foon as we got out of the 
Holes of the Rocks to which we fled, we fow d 
more Plains, and they came up as before. 

In fine, The fourth and Uft Lnemy we bad 
to Combat with, were little green Caterpil¬ 
lars, which always come after a HmU^e, 
and are certainly one of its fccrct Produdions. 
Thefe Infeas troubled us very much, trom the 
Month of FehMfj, to that of jimj ; for they 
eat up our Melons, not leaving a Leaf on the 
* Tree?, 
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Trees. Experience tauglit us the way to pre¬ 
vent it, which was by covering 'em all Night, 
and uncovering them in tiie hloming: Qlals 
Bells wou'd have been a good Buckler for them. 
Thclc Vermin did not touch our Succor)', nor 
our PufUain ; und we may thcicfore reafo- 
nr^ty conclude, that there are fcyeral forts 
of other Herfc and Pbnts which they will not 
meddle with, as not being ro their GuU. 

Jn feme Places we met with little Scor¬ 
pions, efpecially on the Pbncpies; but we did 
not find that they were any way dangerous, 
becaufc we were fcvcral times (lung by them, 
without any Inconvenience afterwards. Jt on¬ 
ly caus’d a little Pain for a Moment or two, 
like the prick of a Pin. 

When we bath'd tUir fclvcs in the Sea, or 
when we were oblig’d to walk in our Fifliing, 
we were often furroundctl with a great Troop 
of Sharks, among which Ibmc were very great, 
yet we were never attack’d by them. And 
wlien we were on chat fatal Rock of the llle 
iWaw/cf, which t Ihill bv more of Itercaftcr, 
I have u hundred times Iwn a great Pack of 
Dogb follow a Stag into the Sw, and Swijn 
after him in plac« where were abundance of 
Sharks; yet they never did them any hurt, any 
more than they did u» wlicn we , were Ba¬ 
thing. Lee the Reader therefore judge, whe¬ 
ther thb is fuch a Voracious Animal as 'lis 
rcprcfcntcd to be, or whether the Sharks in 
thefe Seas, arc different from thofc in others. 
The Relations of fiich as have made Voyages 
and fcvcral other parts of tbc World, 
tell us unanimouily, tliat the Sharks in thofe 
Seas arc cxtrcamlv dangerous and ravenous, 
•nd fcvcral P^ons (peak as if they had 
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been Eyc-WiujcJTci of it; wherefore ’ds moll 
tciifnnublc ro condude, that all the Shoilo are 
not o! tic fame kind. This Filh is commonly 
hfteen or ft^itccn Foot lo^: Its Momh is fo 
m>ide, that it muit nccciiarily turn upon its 
Back to fwallow its Prey, or muft thrufl half 
its Head out of Water : It has fevcral rows of 
Teeth which arc cxircamly Iharp , and like 
chofc of a Saw. 1 was roid at and 

elfcw hcrc^ that the Brain of a Sluirk liad a Vir¬ 
tue in it, which made Womens Pains in Child- 
Bed notfo racking to them, as they generally 
arc i hue we cou d not try the pAperimem in 
our Bland: Some fay> the little Filh which we 
call Succct, or'he Shark’s Pilot, is his Guide, 
but that’s t Qrimera , wirtdi Father 
has very wcUConfuied. Tim Succct, which 
is xcalotuihly enough thought to be the Rhe- 
mora liroTc good hicn of old (who .are vene¬ 
rably call'd Amients, and who often did not 
know very well what they faid) have render’d 
fo fatneus and formidable: ThhSucccr, I lay, 
has Oil its Mead, and on the forcoarr of its 
Neck a grilly Membrane fiat, and in Folds 
by which it Hicks fall to the Back of the Sharks 
aud Sea-Dogs, ;md fometimes to inanimate 
things as Wood; tor we have feen it Hick to 
the Deck of the Ship with its Belly upwards. 
There are at Iftft two Com of them diffctenc 
in Bignefsand Colour, but H'ap d alike : They 
have no Seales, and diclr Skins is as flick and 
flipper)’ 3> an Del s. Thofc of the biggcH fort 
arc two or thtec Foot long i Tire colour of 
their Backs is a ^ecnilh lltown, which to¬ 
wards the Belly tuxiis whitilh. The others are 
pot longer tfian Metriogt, lufdly lb long, 
i.heir Shook sre ihcTia, and not lodar^ <-«>- 

lour’d, 
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louKd. The Ftefil of both the one and the o- 
cheris not firm, but ‘mnot ill ufhd: They 
arc very well ptorided with Fins, and arc thin 
and long j fo that they dart into the Sea like 
an Arrow one of a Bow. Their Teeth are a 
little round at the end, and fo fiion, they are 
fcarce perceptible ; 'Tis moft cenain that thefe 
Filh often ftick to the Ships in the Water, and 
when they do it in a great Nnrabcr, they doubt* 
Icfc hinder her Coude, becaufe Ike cannot run 
fb lightly over the Waves, I was the more 
willing to fpcak of this Animal at large, for 
that others have not done it; and 1 cannot 
help faying,« that 1 fomccimes wonder 
at tlM mighty Reputation the Famous RemdtUt 
acquir’d; for I never confalted him concerning 
any thing within my Knowledge, but 1 found 
him very falfc and very dry. 

All our Employment as long as we Raid in 
this Ifland was very Infignificant, as may be 
e.ifily imamn’d : however, we cou’d not live 
without doing iomething. The looking after 
our Cabins, and Cultivating our Gardens, took 
up one part of our Time, Walking another: 
Wc frequently went to the South of the Ifland, 
either in crofhn^ it, or going about it: There’s 
no Place upon it but we VUited very nicely • 
none of the Mountains or (IIlls are without 
Verdure, tho* they arc very full of Rocks. 
Th^ bottom which is Rock, is fpread with two, 
three or fimr foot Earth, and amoiuR the 
Stones where there's no appearance of Eanh, 
great Trees tall and Rraight grow, wliich at 
a diflance gives one a better Mea of the Ifland 
than it defies, beatufe one wou'd think it 
was compos’d of a Soil imivcrliUly Excel¬ 
lent, 
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One mavgocvcry where all owh with cafe, 
thecfB beine few or no patts of K,^whjch 
not very Acccfliblc, and no PUcc bat alTonh 
abundantly Meat and Drink. Go where you 
will, and if you fee no Game, you need on- , 
\y arikcagavnll a Tree, or cry ^ « hanl at' 
you oan, and Game will immediately offo it 
fclf of aUfgrii, which you may knock down 
with a§ikkpr Stones: ‘Twas Clianqe tuitoe 
us cxpcticnoe thU, bccaufcwhcn we walkf.out 
cofittberanid wander'din ilic Woods, if anynn® 
of us loft Company with the reft, wc were 
forc'd to cry alond to let Ipm know where wfi

■unnor of fpending our tedious ilonrs, i Iwi 
add without Boafting, that wc had every day 
<ajr etercUes of Devodon. _ On Sui^ys we 
did as far os we epu'd what is d w our 

Frmih Chnrehcs, for wc lud the Jhblc enure 
wkh us j fomc Hymns, a lara Commen^ 
on the Tettament, and fcvcral Sjawns ui^n 
the Old vvhich were fcofiblc Dil^urfcs. 
If wc bad believ’d we flwu d fppnd the icll 
«5r our Days there, or at Icaft ftay fomc 

gcr 
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ger time tljin we iiu3, or intended whatftoy'd 
hare hindc/d the Wticft among us from rakios 
upon him the MiniDerial Office ; and that thc(* 
two or three roccring together, and in the 
•^Namc of God, ihou’d not hare form’d a true 
. Church, and have receiv'd thofe paruaikrCon- 
fblations which «rc parcicipaced in^ the Holy 
Communions. I often thought of propoAng 
K to my Companions; bur on one hand, 1 
law they were all diipm’d to endeavour i'ud> 
denly, at the hazard of tlscir Lives, to renim 
into the inhabited World : On the other I bad 
r^on to fear there wou'd be thought fomc 
kind of Alfedatioii in that Dcfien, which they 
wou'd not have been pleas'd wwh. For in the 
Rclfe^om wo romonmes made upon Religion, 
wc were always on our Gu.ard in an extraor¬ 
dinary manner, IraO we Ibou'd fall into any 
Pradicc, or litre any Utca which tended in 
the Icaft to Superilition, the moft dangerous 
smd moft iatal Peft of Cliriftianity : Wc were 
lo happy, as CD be united all in tlic fame Spi¬ 
rit, wtriiouc the falie WilHom of the >Wff, and 
that P^icibui Knowledge of the Learned; 
thc^ Dirputers and Innovators of this Age, 
which have caus'd To many wicked Seds, and 
other IKrorders in the Chriftian World; the 
Errors of the Rorntn Oithtlitkt and fome others 
in the matter of the nccclCcy of Baprilm, 
ought to be a LelTon to us, not to fall into tho 
like Miftake, in the ufe of the other S«a- 
cramenc, the Pradicc of which by the com¬ 
mon confent of all the 'Chriftiuns this day 
alive is not in it (ctf ncccflaiy, Wc found a 
great Comfort in our Iclv^ in keeping clofely 
to that Pure and Primitive Evangelical Do- 
drijic, which ail Divines wiiliout exception

cious to the Soul, as they arc unreafonablc : 
and had a dcUcious Tafie of the excellency ol 
funple and pure Religion. We abhorr’d as the 
fac^ Writers did, thofe Makers or Botchers 
qf Religion, who accommodate the Doririnc 
and Worfliip of ChrUlianlty to their own fan¬ 
cies, pretending to he more wife than WilUom 
k fell: We ador’d God the Creator in purity 
and fimphcUy of I I;an. We worfliip'd Fa¬ 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghofl, according to the 
Terms and Rules of ReveUrion, without valu- 
fpS our fclvcs oa foplilh £xplana:ioj]s, or enr 

dcavour* 
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dcavouring to onfold the facred Myfteries, 
which by the contefEon of ail Men arc newf- 
furilv, and will alway? be hidden from mor- 
cil Men, and impenitrablc to Human Eve; 
or they woo'd cwfc to be My/ftrieu AVe thus 
invok'd the Almighty with Joy and Confidence, 
(doing good as far as we cou d) by the Medi¬ 
ation of our Redeemer and Saviour jefns 
Chriil, die way , die Truth and the Life. In 
dicfc happy Diljx>ruions wc looked on Death, 
not as a Terror, bucas the Mdrcngcrof glad 
Tidings. ® 

Uefides thofc great Walks, or nither dmfe 
hide joumej's wc us’d to take, we never mill 
walking out in die Evening, in the Neighbour¬ 
hood of our Habitations. We had one Walk 
among others on the Sea-fhoar to the left of 
our Rivulet, and 'twas a very lovely one: 
Twasan avenue to It fonn^dbyNacurc^ ftraigfit 
as if it had been planted by a Line at a paiahel 
Di Ranee , from the Sea ; and about twelve 
hundred Paces long, which iscsaftly the length 
of the Mall at Lanimy in the fine Park at St. 
Jtmas. We might have lengthen'd it to feven 
^ eight Miles il wc wou’d, and upon firm 
Ground, which was a perfed Level. Wc had 
on one fide of this delicious Walk, a View of 
the valt extended Ocean, and licard the con¬ 
fus’d murmur of the Waves breaking aeainR 
the Rocks, about a League off, fo that 'twas 
not loud enough to diRurb our Converlation ; 
it only dircw us often into Contemplations, 
to winch vve gave our fclvcs up with the grea¬ 
ter Plcalarc, becaufe wc had not macli to fay 
to one anodicr. On the ocher lide our Pro- 
fpccl was agreeably bounded by charming Hills, 
and the Valleys which reach’d to it were like 
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3 fine Orchard in the fwcet and rich Seafons 
of Autumn. 

Among the great nnmber and variety of 
Trees in tins IQand planted by Nature, there 
is one which is wonderful and wonhy our par> 
licuUr Obfenrationj for its Beauty, BtgneA„ 
RoundncB, and the rare Symmetry of its cxaA 
Branches: The ends of which arc every where 
very much tufted, and its Leaves To great and 
thick, that they fall down almull to the Ground 
all about it ; fo that come which way you will 
at this Tree, you can perceive but a fmall tme 
of its Trunk, and that at the bottom of it: 
And fometimes yon can fee nothing at all 
of it. 

It being as one may imagine, all fhady in 
the middle, the Branches arc witlun-6dc like 
dry Poles, which feem to be the work of a 
Carpenter, and fet there to bear up the Plumes 
or Branches whicli are quite about it, and 
tlms make a fort of Cage or Tent of the 
Tree. Tis true, the grcatefl beauty of this 
Tent, is In its ctuuming Outfide, though tl« 
coolnefs and (belter tif tte iniidc have alio rheif 
Charms: Twas unhappy that its Fruit was mx 
good CO cat. TImte o( us who had the Cnrio- 
nty to eat it, found it Sour, and knew by 

n ience, that was alt the hurt that was in it. 

lad the fmcll of a very fine Quince : Tis a 
fon of a Grape, the Se^s of wmiclt arc cto(c 
and all together. It lookt at s dihisuce like the 
rruit of the Ananas. Fox whkb rcaCn we 
us'd to call thefe Trees Ananas) din* there’s 
u great diBcrenct; berween the two Plant?. As 
lor me, I was In; calling it the f*v>i,en or 
Tent. Theijeuws are nf an admirable Green, 
ucd (he bulks of thou or: fb (hon. dust one

Wood. The greutoll arc four or live Indies 
broad, (Hot at tlic end, and about five In¬ 
ches long. They form a ^t Bunch, :md 
bero and there one may lee the Grapes, whicli 
arc of divers Coloun, according as they arc 
more or Icfs Ripe. I have often taken Plcafutc 
to Survey thcle natural Palaces, and was c-

tles fill, which as 1 (aid before, nevw Con¬ 
geal'd. We lighted our Fires with Burtung- 

Reader finding wc had Abun^nce of 
Variety of Flclh and Filh, Roafted and Boil d , 
Soops; Ragouts, Herbs, Roots, cxceUem Me- 
lonsrothw Fruits, Palm-Wine, 

W«cr,do'snot apprehend the p<«r Adycnrercra 
in were in any danger of Starvmg. 

But fmcc he's fo kind as to concern hi^i a 
nttlc in their catraoniiuary manner of uvinj, 
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I aiTure l»irn thc> maJc very Rood Cheer with¬ 
out Surfeih, ludigeilbn^ Difeafes, and ci^ls 
be to God without Bread. The Captain had 
left them two great Barrels of Bbkec, but they 
fddom made ufe of it, except 'twas in Soops 
or Broth, and often they quite forgot it. When 
we had ftay’d above a year in our new Bland, 
wc began to wonder we faw no Ship come j 
for to IW truth, fbmc of us were not a little 
tir’d. They regretted thelofi of their Youth, 
and were troubled to think thi^’ /hou'd per- 
hajK be obli^d to pafs aw^ the beft pan of 
their Lives m a ft^ge Solitude, and intole¬ 
rable Idlcneis. After feveral Delibetatiom, 
^ewas at lad atmoft unanimouny agreed, that 
when wc had ftay’d two whole yean in expe- 
dadon of News from Mr. Dm ^rntfat^ which 
wc at firfl refolv’d to do, then if none came, wc 
wou’d do onr uemoft to get to MAmrUt Ifland, 
which belong’d to the Dmuht where wc might 
embark to go where we pleas'd, there being a 
Governor, and Ships coming es'cry year from 
the Cape of GmJ This Ifle is above one 
hundred and fnery Leagues from RjoJflgo , a 
great way for os to make; but wc coniider’d 
the Wind blew generally one way, and that 
fair for that Idand ; wherefore wc put all hands 
to Work to build a Bark as well as wc cou'd, 
and if there was any likelihood wc might make 
ule it, wc wou’d convey our Icives thi¬ 
ther in it, after having implor’d the alBtlance 
of him, who Commands the Winds and the 
Seas. 

This Enterprise appear’d very difficult, even 
to thofe that Projed^ it; but nowever, it did 
not ijggno be wholly impollible. Wo were 
tobumk pretty big Boat, butwc hadnoSkil- 

fiJ 
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ful Workmen, anti few Tools; we baJ nei¬ 
ther Pitch norTir, nor Cordage, nor Anchor, 
nor Compals, nor a hundred other Keccila- 
ries, and near two hundred Leagues by Set 
was a great Vo 3 'age. The Wifeft of us few a 
thoufand other Dithculrics, and were afraid our 
Defign cou‘d never fuccccd; But thole that 
Projected it, were fix'd in Jtj and ^rwus a- 
greed upon, that w'e Ihou'd prepare to put ic 
in Excention, and by way of Divertion, to tm- 
dcriakc the building of a Bark, tho’ we loll 
our Labour: Nofouncr feid than done. And 
all eight of us without fervin^ any Appren- 
ticelkip, became Carpenters, Smiths, R^-ma- 
kers. Mariners, and generally every thing thar 
was necelTary for u* to be. In tliis L/ndena- 
king ncccffity was a Law to us. It jupply'd all 
our Defeds: Every one propos’d what be 
thought wou’d be moll proi>er and advantap- 
ous, and we went all chcatfiilly to Work, ha¬ 
ving a good Underftanding one with another, 
as ’twas our Common Intcrdk. 

Among other Inllrumcnts we had a great 
Saw and a little one, with whiclt we began to 
few Boards, and very h.»ppily made ufe of a 
Beam of Oak which the 5e3 had fometime be¬ 
fore thrown on our Cxialls. If the Curious 
Reader demands by way of I’urcmhcfcs, from 
whence that Beam came, I mult anfwcr, that 
truly I cannot tclL Ixt it come from whpncc 
it will, we had it, the Sea brought it to us, 
and we us’d it for the Purpole I tell him. We 
liiw’d out Ibme good Boards, but the great Saw 
breaking thrice, and being handled by unskil¬ 
ful Perlom, tlic greatcll p.'trt ot thole ^ard* 

were of an unequal ihicknels, und CottWwcnt-

yff. fi ys! 
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Our Bark wai twenty Foot long at the Reel, 
fix bread, and four dcq>, we rounded ic at bodi 
ends. We had Ibmc Nails, but JeU Jk U Hnj* 
who was a Silver-Smith, had feme Forge-Tools 
and other Inftrumems, hclpt os to more: He 
mended our Saw for us feveral times. For Calk¬ 
ing we made ufe of old Linen j and inftcad of 
PirchandTar, mingled Jet withGomms which 
we found on the Trees in Plenty, and tem¬ 
per’d ir with Oil of Turtle. We work’d nplb- 
vcral fores of Roms with the Threads or R- 
fcrci of the Smlki oi the Planconc-Lcavcsj which 
Ropes were flrong cnougli, but not very Sup¬ 
ple, and were proper only for hx’d Work, but 
were always frizing out and utuwifting when 
we employ’d ’em a^ut running W’ork. Liftcad 
of an Anchor we provided our (elves with a 
piece of Rock, wlucb weigh’d one hundred 
and fifty pound Weight, and we made a SaU 
as well as we cou’d. 

Every Man was Induftrinus as it lay in his 
Power to be, to carr>’ on this Work, and the 
two years being almoft expir'd, we were fo 
furward iu it, rim the Bark was Lanch'd, no 
one of us fparing his Labour on thU Ocea- 
fion. 

As Provifions we dry’d Lamenctn* Flefli, 
we fill’d the Barrets we lud for that ufe with 
frcfli Water; the little Bisket that was left us 
we put aboard, and fupply’d our Iclvcs with 
Larul and Water-Melons. The latter wou’d 
keep a long time; wh;Tt I liavc fiid is true, 
we began die bmiding our Boat knowing we, 
had no Conipal's, and fo we finlfh’d it; but 
every Body icuking for femething Ufcfiil co¬ 
wards- fupplytitg Its Phicc, one ol us found a

not good, W6 were glad he had found it, ho¬ 
ping CO reap fome Beneht by it. 

When the Bark w;>j in the Water, we were 
all Cirprfat’d to lind fho did not obey the Rud¬ 
der, and tliat to turn it we moil make ule of 
an Oar. 

The day of our Departure was fix'd to be 
the t 9 ih of yffrif, t6^^. The Moon 
being then near at the Full, die Sea wou'd be 
high, and confcqucntly the cartcr<o pafs above 
the Shelves. The Rcafon why we did not 
choofe the time when the Moon w»ou'd be quite 
at the Full, was, becaufc we wou’d have as 
much as we cou’d of her Light. 

Thefe Shelves of which 1 have often fpoken, 
are ( to inform, <n thofe who do not un- 

derfland the Term ) Rocks rifing up in die 
Sea like a fort of a Wall, with which thelfiand 
is cncompaft at an unequal Diflance ; except 
in two l^ccs, where there’s a Breach about 
io or li Foot broad, that gives accefs to tho 
lllc. This is DOC to be fecn in the Map. 

When we arriv'd on the llland, we perceiv'd 
the Names of fome Dtatirntm. who had Landed 
there before, Wrlucn on the Bark of fo/nc 
Trees, with the date of the Time; and this 
pur ns in mind of doing the fame when we 
left it. We ilicrcrorc wrote an Abridgment of 
our Htiiory in firanA and w ith the date 

of our Arrival, the lime of our Abode, and our 
Dopai turc. We put it into a Viol, with a Note 
to Palfcngers to look into if. We pbe’d it in 
a fort «;f a Niche Dug in the Trunk of the 
great Ttcc, under which we us’d to cat, and 
which we had experienc'd to be proof agamft 
Hurricanes. 

H a A: 
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At la ft the appouircd Rty for whid) my 
young Compamom heaitily long'd , arrir'd, 
and liavtiig put up our Praycn to Mcnven for 
the Dirine AlGllance, wc embark’d about 
Noon with our Provifions and Goods. The 
Weather was exircttnly (air, and the Wind the 
&me ; fo that tho’ wc wanted a Rudder, Cor¬ 
dage, Anchors, and almoil every thing nccel- 
iaty for our Boat, weak and ill built as it was, 
we were full of Hope, that we Ihou’ddo very 
well in he^; Wc reckon'd the fair Weather 
wou'd continue , and if fo, wc might depend 
upon the Trade-Wind, of which 1 have fpoken; 
and which according to our CaIcuIadon,founiJed 
upon what wc h:td heard the Captain and Sea¬ 
men fay, always blow’d at that time of the 
year, and as long as the Weather was fair. In 
fuch cafe wc nnglxt taped to make Sc Mm- 
riet IQand in two Days and two Nights. 

Wc therefore dc|Wted with Joy, and car- 
ncftly defirtng to arrive in feme Place wlicre 
we might fee the Inhabitants of the World, 
wc paft fwifcly enough ro the Shelves : Bur in 
Read of feeking for one of the two Breaches 
before-mention’d, and to Hale tlw Ship by 
Lund or by Sea, to a Place where 'tis cafic to 
paft, wc depended tooraucli on our good For¬ 
tune, and thinking to go thro' dircdly, we 
happen’d to Rrike. Wc went fo fwiltly along, 
tliar wc cou’d hardly perceive when we llruck, 
and thought we only bruflii by the Rock. 
Wherefore wc proceeded, and were got about 
fifty Paces beyond the Shelves, tituccring our 
fclvcs wc were pall the grc.'ited Danger, when 
<;n a fudden wc were ladly convinc'd of our 
Miilake; for the Water came pouruig in, and 
wc faw twas time for us to return as fall as wc 

cou'd 
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coo'd to Lind. In ilic mean time the pwr 
Boat fill’d apace , the Rudder coo’d not guide 
us. The Wind in fpite of us, drove us farther 
off Shear: fear depriv’d ns of the little Skill 
we had, and as for my fclf in particular, I 
believ'd oiir time was come i one may ca- 
lily imagine the Condition wC were in, our 
Peril was fo terrible and apparent. The Dc- 
fireof Living made us fet to work to Give our 
fclvcs j hue the truth is, 'iwas to no purpolc ; 
one endeavour’d to lave the Water out of the 
Bark with hk Hat, another crapitw’d liimfclf 
with Labour every whit as unprontable,. and 
all cr>’'d out or Pray’d like loft Men. Howe¬ 
ver at laft one of us handled an Oar fo effi;5<ftu- 
ally, tlut the Bark rack’d about, and the Wind 
being bifak, it drove oa ia four Minutes rime 
<m the otlicr f«lc of the Shelves j but thirty 
Pace* fironi thertee nearer the Bland the Boat 
funk tlAwn to the Bc.«om. If that Misfortojic 
had happen'd to us half an Hour before, we 
had been drown’d every Man of us; but there 
being not above fi;c foot Water, and die Bark 
not Ovcr-fcrting. we fttxid all of us upright 
on the Deck, with the Water up to our Mid¬ 
dles. “Twas a l-IappincGi in our Trouble, that 
the Rock on which we ftruck made lucU a 
hole in the Boat, that we law the Water en¬ 
ter immediately j for if we had not fo vifibly 
and readily feen it, we Ihou’d have kere on 
our way, and then liad infallibly Perilh’d: 

1 lowcvcr, as it was, we were very unplcafant- 
ly Pofled in the Water on one end of the Deck. 

Tho’ it began to Ebb, and we were hut half a 
Ijeaguc from the Shear, we cou’d not tcU what 
CO rcfblvc on. Twus concluded after we had 
thought of it a little, we wou'd flay till the 
II j Water 
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Warcr was fo lew that we might get to Shear, 
halmg our Chefts and Barrels afrer us as they 
(loared in the Water ry’d to one another. 

This was accorJtnglv done, bur not without 
putting w to tcrrihle l arigucs; for we had fc- 
s'cral Vo>'agcs to make, fometimes up to riic 
NeeJt in Water, the BotTom being uneven, and 
fometimes we were oblig'd to Swim, it being 
out of our Depths, and draw our Clicfts alter 
05 with Ropes ty'd about our Wafts. We all 
of us ftripc, that we mi^t have the more li¬ 
berty in Swinmiing, ana the lharp and keen 
Scones made our Feet all bloody : To add to our 
Mtslot tunes, the Current cv'ry new and then 
carry'd awav part of our Baggage, ncrcrthc- 
lefswc Htv'd moftof our things the (lime day, 
and put the heavy pan of our Luggage out of 
the Elark on the laisd; theSra cou^ot iweep 
that away, and when the Tide was quite out, 
we mighr at our Leafure recover it, which we 
intended TO do next Day, and fee if we cou’d 
Ivile cur poor Boat alter us. We now ty’d it 
to a Rock, and at laft got to Land wirii much 
Joy, and much Sorrow, having made proof b)’ 
a woful and happy Experience, that evil and 
gnod things arc chen mix’d rogether by For¬ 
tune. 

The next Morning as foon as ‘ewas Light 
we went to the B.irk, which now lay a-lhoar, 
to Refit her as well as «'C cou’d : We Launch'd 
her when the Tide came in, pur our heavy 
Goods aboard, and get (afe to a Place where 
we Jbn'd conveniently Land them, tach of 
us loft fcmcthing in this Shipwreck, and whaC 
we luid left was generally damag'd j but wo 
had fav’d our Lives almoft by a Miracle. W® 
rctuta d our moft humble tWks to God, the 

Graci- 
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Gractoas and Mighty Prohor, wUoliad af- 
llftcd us in our cxtream Peril. 

^ In the mwn rime one of us who fecipd 
be the moft Strong and Vigorous Man in the 
Compiny, found himfelf very mudi out of 
Order after fo great a fatigue. As foon as lie 
gota-lhoar naked and frozen, as he was, he 
Lid himlclf all along upon the Sand^ which 
the Sun had heated extraordinarily: He thought 
Ut firft he wanted only a little Reft, but a 
while after his Face turn’d as red as Scarlet: 

His Head grpv vciy heavy, and his Diftemper 
oncrcas’d cv’ry M'uiute. We carry‘d him to 
his Cabbin with much adoc, and being of a 
Ycty vigorous Complexion, twas three or fouy 
days before he wou’d confine himfelf to his 
Bed, bur at lad he yielded : His Head fwcU’d, 
and fb many Impouhumcs appear d in it, that 
we cou'd Icarce open all to let out the Cor¬ 
ruption. We were at firft forty that our Rogue 
of a Captain had left us no Unguents or Dtugs, 
as 1 iKive faid before: However, we conli- 
dcr’d none of us underftood very well how to 
Adminiftcr them, if we had had tliem; and 
indeed, that take it till together what we wU 
Phvfick 01 Pharmacy, is commoi-.lv nothing 
but a C heat more Pernicious than Ufcfol to Man¬ 
kind • ft) we did not trouble our feivcs much 
for the want of it till now. We had .a Con- 
fultarion, whether the l»aticnt ought not to bo 
Blooded ; Some cry'd he wou’d die in the Ope¬ 
ration,, if he loft one drop of Blood only, o- 
thers cry'd out louder, rluit he w;^oa d give ur 
the Ghoft in three Minutes, u he w.-b no^ 
Blooded ; and we were all lo wann m tlic 
Vindication of our fcvcnl Opinions, that who¬ 
ever had feen us, wottM have taken us 
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rhr,c >1 nh. Ncverthclcft wc did not come m 
rtow^, and there being four out of feven Voi¬ 
ces for Bkcdiiig,’twa» not ucceflary that we 
{hculd fLiy for any otlicr way of deetding tli* 
Quedion, tho‘ iJ>c Sacred Miniftcn of 
p/w/» luiyc rccoutfcfbmctimps to others infuch 
^ic6. ^Tlic Bolded of the four I’hlcbocomtiU 
iKarwn’d as well as he cou'd the point of hit 
Pen-knife, and made IncifH^ns in rcverol parts 
f.f the poor dying Xian's Arm, but 'twas all to 
^ Purpofe: The l ever Augmented, he grew 
Delirious, and remain’d fo feme Da) 5 . We 
epu d then do nothing for him, hut apply to 
ihc Great Pli)Tici;m of Body and Soul, which 
we had done alt alortg. Bcroic this Snuggle 
was over, we had the Satlifatiion to fee our 
I^ar Brother recover his Undcrilanding, and 
give us the moft ccruin and moil edifying 
rekens of a linccre Repentance, and noly 
pope of Ids Salvation. Thus it continu'd with 
hirn till the eighth of when he cx- 

‘wfhc i^thycar of his Age, after three 
Weeks sicknefs. Such was the cndofhoncil 
Acyrr, the ci^uh part of the Kings, and 
il;c Ihliabitanrs oJ And that you may 

nor, kmd Reader, go fo far as this New World 
Wuhout feeing feme Monument, Read if you 
^ ^ Ilpitapil thar 1 add here;. 




Neither our Sorrew fur the lofs of a dear 
d ufcful Fiicnd, nor tlie bad Succefs of our 
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RcaTonsallci^'din the beginning: That they 
wou’d benefit ihcmfclves by tlic Mufonune 
tiiat had happen’d to them, and take better 
meafiues For the furore. They faid they wou'd 
ilrengthen die liark in Repairing it, that they 
wou'd lay Fume Buoya, or fomc other Tokens 
in dieir way to dired them in this Cafe, and 
wou’d depart when the Tides were higheft, 
that they might not run the Risk of touching 
the Shelves, without fpending time in (eeking 
after other Breaches, if they coo’d not fol¬ 
low exadly the way mark'd them out by the 
Buoys. 

I was, as well as they, a little weary of Con¬ 
finement, and cou’d not with Ptcauiro think 
of living all tlic reft of my Days in one of the 
J (lands of the JniifoJtii but I did noc imagine 
fuch a lorry Gondola at our Boat, w;u capa¬ 
ble of carrying us fuch a vaft way, cfpecially 
having no necclfarics for the Voyage : Where¬ 
fore I oppos’d the execution of the firft De¬ 
ft gn with all my Mighr. As RcTuIute as they 
feem'd CO be, to be gone, 1 beg'd them in the 
moft perfwafive Terms I cou’d ufc, to reflciS 
, a little more upon what they were going about: 
and not to Ihock them too much at firft, 1 
highly commended their Courag^ and gave 
way to their moft plaufible Realons: but 1 
conjur'd them alfo to confidcf, that tnis was 
an Affair of the Lift Importance, both for the 
Body and the Soul; that without a fecond Mi¬ 
racle, we mult be a fecond time Ship-wrcck'd, 
and that then diey wou’d never be able to a- 
void Reproaches very like Dcfpair, for having 
tempted God ; I added. Experience ought to 
make os wifer than we were before. 'Iliat it 
had alicidy coft us one of our Companions 

Lives, 
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liTCs, and wcfiiou'd look upon thac fad Acci¬ 
dent as Wamine of Providence, and ilie 
Mar^efbtion of God's Will, of whom we had 
demanded with Falling and Refignation, ihuc 
he wou’d be pleas’d to infpirc os what we 
fhou'd do. I told them farther, diat fmcc tliolc 
that were to follow ns, had nor promis'd to 
come oil after two years, *tw 2 s convenient to 
ontiby that rime a little: Perhaps Saccour 
was now upon Sea for w, and might arrive 
eVn when we were the deplorable fpert of the 
Waves, if we were not tefort tluit. Food for 
the Monfters of tlic Se.t : Bcfidcs, lince 
were itt a good Place, we ought to have a lit- 
rlc Patience ; and in the mean time have Re- 
coorlc to a reafonabic Means, which no Body 
had yet thought otT; And th;it was, to li^hc 
great Fires on the top of our high Moumain, 
and fet Lanthon:s all about the Illand, to in¬ 
vite Ships that part by us, to come to our Af- 
frilancc. The Cotton of our iMantanes, and 
our Turtles Oil, made the execution of this 
Delign cafily; and we had lUilf enough to co¬ 
ver it with, and make a kind of Lonthoms if 
is had been ncccfTary. 

I had a rhoufand things more to fay, if I 
had had to do with Men of ripe Undernand- 
ing, and well rcciaim'd from the follies of the 
World, Foe to call up all thingi, whatcou’d be 
comparable to the Sweetueft, die Innocence, 
the Advantages, and Delight in a Solitude 
fo much rcfcmbling an Earthly Paradife as 
ours? What can be imagin'd more happy, af¬ 
ter liaving groan'd and luflfei'd under the Yoak 
^ of Tyranny, than to live in Indepcndancc and 

Eifc , without danger of Wotldly Tempeati- 
cm; But whena Man is young, he isnotca- 
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pablc cf nuking fud\ Rcflcaions. 1 thercforo 
finiHi’d my Speech, in reprcfcnnng funher to 
them the length of the Voyage, the weaknefj of 
our Vcflel, the wretched Tackling we had, and 
their Urokilfulnefs. They heard me patiently ; 
icvcral of them feem’d not to digeft it, and 
one of them whom I had touch’d in a fore 
Place, of which 1 was not aware, alledgd 
hrisklv ,3 new Rcafon for our Departure j which 
was (o agreeable to the relifh of the rei^ that 
it occafion'd a new Dtlcourfc, and all my Ar¬ 
guments were forgotten. De jc* faid

They all Laugh’d, and what I little thought of, 
all the Difeourfe was’afterwards on the Subieft 
oFtho Ladies, which was,a5i5 feidjChc Gofpcl of 
the Day. I foon law where the Shooe pinch’d, 
and in the Reign of ^alibrtt fomc line Wic 
wou’d certainly have I^d on this occafion, 
there was not one of my Adv^rufcn who 
wou’d nor have lov’d a Cbiment mudt better ^^adnt, t* 
than a ReJrige. The moll Moderate of us (and tw* 
'ewas time to be moderate after Fifty and 
do not know how many more Winters) put on 
a ferrous Air; and the bufinefs of Marriage 
and Women nor being a queftion chat h en¬ 
tirely decided, for or agalntl it, rnorc than one 
of our Company jojTvd with him, asm the 
Inconvcnicncies that attended them.

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Htid, tha: sn eternal Slavery^ and a jofl and 
natural Love of Liberty, were tncompadblc:

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A t lengili rhe time for onr Departure 
came, when having recommended 
our (elves to the AJmighty Power, 
which even the Winds and Seas obey, 
we re-embark’d on our poor Gaily the lift 
of A/ay, 169 ?. At firft wc only made ufe of 
our Oars, little or no \''ind being ftirring ,• 
and allb that wc might more exadly ob- 
ferve the Stt-Mnh wc had let up, by which 
means wc in a Ihort time fafely pafs’d the Rocks 
and Shoals: But a Moment after, one of our 
Oars broke, as we were endeavouring to ^ 
Void the Rapidity of a Curtenr which wou d 
. have 
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haTC hnrr) 'd us into a dangerous EJJj ,* and 
chc Calm rendrtn^ ourSaits ufciefs^ we thuaghc 
we muft incvitaoly pcriih. _ True it «, wc 
were alt feiz'd with a great fright, and I dare 
fay> not one aroongil us but wou'd hare pre- 
fer’d a favourable Wind to the finell Woman in 
the World. At lafl a fmall Gale arofe, which 
aflitled by our other Oar, help'd tis ro efcape 
the Rock. There was another Rock about two 
Leagues off", towards wliich the Current, which 
was ftrongcr than the Wind, was driving us; 
but cite time wc had to rchc uur Oar, made us 
likewlfe to efcape that Danger. 1 am alham'd to 
tell chat fuch was the blindnefs of our Own- 
erc, that they tud not prorided us above two 
Oars; They thouglir, 1 fuppofe, that Precauti¬ 
on woo’d have been necdlcB, hecaufc they 
reckon’d upon a Trade-wind, which woo'd in¬ 
fallibly have blown in our P*of j but it was well 
ibr osj this inllrument of our Ddiverance wts 
refitted, otherwife we had certainly gone to 
tlie fionom, the Current dra^ng us along 
with Rapidity, in fpite of the imall Gale that 
aHidcd us. The ben which daOi'd imneruoufly 
againil the Rock wc were apmct>enhve of, 
roar'd terribly; and the Jirmahrels of d» Night 
redoubled our Pears and Approhcniloos; nay, 
to compleac uur Mifcry, the violent agitadon of 
our Vcifel made us fo Sea-fick,that weliod hard¬ 
ly any StratgUi left; and ourltucrptcter him- 
iuf, the Oumpion that tud put himfelf at 
the Head of his Party*, remain'd n]0(ionlc& in 
the Hold of thcbiiip. Then both he and die 
txher contrivers of thU Enterprize, had rca- 
Iba to be convinc’d of the vanity of their 
Imaginations, in that they had form’d to 
dtcnifclves an IJa of the caJmcls of this 

Pallagc, 
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Paffagc, while not one of rhem but wou’d 
williirgiy have return’d immediately back, lud 
fuch a defign been Pradicable. But we were 
forc'd to cOtinniic in tins fad Coi^rion, froni 
clcTcn a Clock at Night, to two in the Morn¬ 
ing f at which time we found we had paft’d all 
the Rocks, by rcafon we heard no more the 
Waves beat againfl. them. We had hitherto 
ply’d our Oar» only, but now we began to 
mike ufe of our Sails, and take a little Breach. 

Next day we had the Wind very Variable, and 
for fix days after, it was altogether againll us; 
which as we lince undc^ood, is not a little ex¬ 
traordinary in thole bcas. I rcmcml^r we 
were oblig’d to throw our bod'd Provilionso- 
ver-board being full of Worms, aiiri referv’d 
only a little Ljmjntin (a fort of Filh) broil d, 
and feme Water-Aftkwr, of whidi we refolv'd 
to content our feWeswith two or three Ou^ 
ces a Day, to lengthen out our tnilcrable 
Lives, in ^fe we fliou'd have Misfortune 
to ovcr-riiooi lllc , which was the 

ncarell Land to us, and whither we were 
bound. This doubt of ours was well groun¬ 
ded, and 'twas no Icfs than 2 \Bracle, that we 
lit upon that Illand, as I IbaU fatisfic you more 
at large hereafter. The Wind wliich we had 
had almoft always contrary, even to the be¬ 
ginning of the eighth day of our fctti^ bad, 
was (bweded by a violcm Tempett. The day 
began bright enough, but towards Noon the 
Heavens lour’d, and poor d down hich a pnv 
digioDs quantify of ^Wter, that our Imall Vcl- 
fcl had been fbon fill'd with it, had not we la¬ 
bour’d inccffantly at the Pump. Tim Rmn 
Ufted above four Hours without any other 
Storm; butts foon as Night came, ihcWmd

The Night not conti¬ 
nuing equally dark, wc cood (omcnmcs ob- 
fsrye the which we cndeaTour’d not to 
lol'c fight oi“ becaufc if wc had not taken par¬ 
ticular ore to manage the Wave*, <ae of 
them wou’d have been fufficbnrto have ovcr- 
fct m. What gave os the more rcai'on to ap 
prchend this danger, was, that our Veficl was 
JDtii'J only at one end, as 1 Itavc already ol>* 
fcrv’d, a lault committed thro’ vain Hopes, 
that wc (hou’d always luvs fair Weather, but 
wo foond our fehre^ very much oot in our Cal- 
cuiation, for this Night was the moil dreadiul 
that cou'd be imag’d. The I lurricane we un¬ 
derwent between the Cape of G«if Wipr, and 
tbs Idaod of liad been terrible e- 

iiaugh, but then lAic wetc under the Condoft 
of kipericnc'd Seamen | and oor Vcffcl uras 
much better provided to relifl a Storm tlnm 
this poor Cock-Boat, wholb draiorable Olh- 
dition my Pen ii not able to dci^be. AmidH 
thefe Obicuridcs, the Heavens once more 
poor’d down a Deluge upon us, which indeed 
was like to overturn us. Tlw Wirtds wliich a 
fmall Ihower fcnietimes abates, became now 
but more furious: Sometimes wc were lifted 
up to the Skies, and then immediately predpi- 
to tlieprofoiindeB Abyfs.

Tbh 
Sight cam d no Imrul Joy among ut^ and as e> 
very one diicngu|('d hltnlelf bom bis Cioak, 
where we kid as it were buried our felves in 
expedationoF Deadi,one might rcalunably hare 
taken tts for C> many Petfons newly rilcn from 
tiro Dead. Hope Foon took place of our dil- 
mal Apprchcnlionsj and Strength returning to 
us at tire Dmo time with our Joy, wc beg^m to 
make Refe^utu at our ealc. But we did not 
above all omit to admire the Divine Providence 
which had turn'd to good, all tiu: Muforrune 
of that terrible Stormj for doubdefs if wc had 
not been forc’d out of the g«i<t« we piuprn'd 
CO out fidves, we had never lit on the Blitnd 
where wc defign'd to Lund.

We went 
up a tolerable large Rhrer with the Tide, and 
Landed at a Place agreeable cnough,ai the foot 
of a fmall Mountain all cover'd with Trees. 
We had been lb tumbled in oor poor Weather¬ 
beaten Bark, that we llaggcr'd about like lb 
many Drunken Men, and were hardly able to 
keep our Legs, nor refill this kind of ; 

but a good Sleep, with fome RefreOimcots that 
Uunttng fuinilh'J us with, foon brought us to 
our lidves again. Tims we efcap’d the Del^rts 
of Redrigo^ and the great Hazards of a terrible 
Storm. But alas! Our new Iflandwasno Port 
of Safety to us, for we got free of thefe Dan¬ 
gers, only to fall into greater, us we (hail 
Ihcw by what follows. 

Being thus a little come to our felvcs, we 
re-enter'd our VclTcl, and cnaited along the 
llUnd in fcarch of Ibme Inhabited Place. Af¬ 
ter live or fix Touchings on the Coall, where 
we always lay a Night or rwo, we came at 
length to theBArcjl-Riutr, where we found three 
or four Huts inhabited by Datcb Families, 
who ret^iv’d us very kindly. Thefe People 
have dilcovcr'd and cultivated as much Larel, 
as thcytlwught fit in a pleafant and fertile 
Vtillcy. Tlicir Gardens abound with ourPlanis, 
as well as thole of the and they Inivc 

a ptirticuLiT fancy for Planting Tabjcta, Tlieir 
Back- yasds are full of our I’oiilrrY, which was 
no iinall Plealure for us to fee, after the long 
Kefidence we luid made in out Ifland, where 
we Imd hardly met with any thing we ever 
law before. I believ’d my Coni|tanions, who 
I ad been fo long dilm'd iVom Women, wou'd 

not 
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not be able to conain thcn»rc!ves, when they 
ugain hchcli tlwl'c amiable Objeds, or m lealt 
that they wou d lurfcir ihenifelvcswith looking 
on iliem ; but I was oot a linlc niilMcn, 
whea I found they were no more mer d 
with them, than with the fight of Cowi : So 
true it ii, the fliadow of Enjoyment many tiniej 
mortifies tlic ftrongeft Inclinatiom. The Huts 
» of this little Colony were cover’d, in like man¬ 
ner witli ours, with PU»t>nH-Lcrvtt, but then 
the Roofs were higher, and the Rooms much 
larger, bccaufc this lOand is left expos’d than 
RoJri£t to Whirl-winds and Tempclb. 

Thefe good People live paitly upon Hun- 
dng, having Dogs proper for that Sport. Af- 
ter we liad coiitiiiu d wuh thetn About 
five of our Company were pirch’d upon to go 
and give the Governor Advice of our Arrivai. 

The Place where he Rciidcs, bears the Name 
of inJcric f/.nrj, and lies on the South-Eail of 
tlie Wand, about a8 Leagues from where we 
were. His Name was RoJclfi and he 

was bom at Gatrua. Whiia our Deputies were 

f oing in fearch of biro (one of which by the 
y was like to (larvc in the Woods, liaving 
ftray’d from liU Companions) he happen’d to 
pals by the Place where we were, in his Pro- 
grefs round the llhnd,which he waiaccuftomd 
to nutke every year. As f»»n ^ 1 came to 
know it, I went w*ith the other I erfon that re¬ 
main’d with me, and beg d WsProtecHon, which 
he granted with all the Civility I could delirc, 
and gave me a kind Rccc^on, When he 
and Im Attendants hid heard our ^ory, and 
confidcr’d our poor Veffcl, they coud notbut 
wonder at oui ralh Undertaking. Tlie Go¬ 
vernor promis’d to lend us an Anchor, ta a 
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Port on tlie Nonh-Wefl fide of the Ifiand, 
wluchj he faid^wc might make ufe of, as occaiV- 
on Ihou’d ierve, in cmr way to his fo the 
floufes of the Go^vemo^s of chcle inands arc 
f call'd after what manner foever tlicy are bailt. 

He afliir dus at the famedme, we fhou’d want 
for nothing, and added wc mi^c chos wait at 
leaforc for a VdTcl that wou'd arrive in a 
ihort time. 

Upon thefe good Words, which he repeated 
fevc^ times, wc left the ilwtr, where 
our Companions had iofl joyn'd os, and foon 
got to the Nortb-Wefl Port. As a fore-nui- 
ncr of the Misfonunes we were yet to undergo, 
we found no Anchor there, as the Governor 
bad promis'd, but inueud thereof perceir'd wc 
had not tiiofo Inftrui^om given us were ne- 
edhuy ; for wheteas they ought to liave told 
ns, how we were to continue our Voyage to 
the Lt^i by Water, they let us know we 
muA refmvc to carry our Baggage by Land as 
for as ftre, .a Imall Village eight Leagues off, 
where ihc Ctmp/nji have a Garden. As ctus was 
a Force-put, wc immediately rcfolv'd to un¬ 
dergo what was impos'd on us, and tranfport- 
cd our Goods in levcn or eight Turns; but 
which were very fatiguing, and wherein we 
many dmes loft our way by traverfing ontrack'd 
Fordh. 

Before wc cominue the thread of this Rela¬ 
tion, it will not, I imagine, foreign to tlie 
purpofe, to acquaint you that fora as we 
arriv'd at rite LtJgt, we found the Surgeon of 
our Veil'd, one CW, there, with the Sieuc 
ya^Htt Oiipm , one of thofe Pilgrims for¬ 
merly mention'd, wliom VaUuuiy our Captain, 
lud foic’d from us at HchadirisKea- 
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fons for playintj that Trick, and I fuppore 
Jw )uJ odrcrit for leaving Ga>turr and Glm 
in l(\c AfjurUi. For ray pare 1 IluVc trou¬ 
ble fclf CO dive into thefe Marten; 1 
fhall only tell you in a word or two, wtijcrhefe 
two Men cold U5. Tliey acquainted us, chat 
H little alter diey had weigh t! Anchor io the 
Bay of RaJrigtj iltc Captain open'd our Let- 
cciit, read them without fcruplc to the whole 
Ships Crew, and afterwaid» threw them ov’cr- 
board : Whatever Complaints we nude canr 
ceming this ill Treatment, had no elfe^ upon 
him, and, to lay Truth, we expeded no better 
frt>m huu. They inform’d us Itkcwifo, that 
two days after their Arrival at Ifle 
Ujtt condnuing there at the lame time, an £«- 
gt'nh Captain chanc’d to come in with hb Boat, 
having fav’d hknfblf from Ship-wreck with his 
whole Crew, when his Ship bulg'd un the 
Sands near Rodrigo: 'fhat the laid Captain pro¬ 
pos’d to Volltau to go to the laid Ship, which 

J /ct appear'd above Water, and lee if they cow'd 
avc any of the Merchandize f that KoZ/mm 
confented, and the two C^taim with their 
refpc&ivc Crews, took Oaths reciprocally to 
keep the Secret. FjSeou, who was oblig’d to 
give an account of Ids A^ons to the Gover¬ 
nor of Illc AUmrice, then the Sicur iMmocitu^ 
thought to conceal hU Defigns, by celling him 
the eight Advenraren he liad left at Rodrigo, 
being like to hand In need of Nccelhiries, he 
could not but eftccni it the greateft Charity 
to fend them fame fpeedy Rdicfj and at the 
lame time gave in a lid of iacli things us lie 
believ’d we w*anted. This weigh’d very much 
with the Governor, tp whom we l»»d be«n cur¬ 
sedly recommended by the Gorempr pf tls?

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Cape of GuJ H*ft, and thereupon the forincr 
immediatety ordci'd oar fnuin Vefle! ro be la¬ 
den with Deer, Calves, Goats, Hogs, Turkeys, 
Ducks, Poultry, Giton-Trces, OranRc-Trees, 
jinsMotf HMam-'Tnei , ^ inc-plants, Touacco, 
Potatoes, Rice, Nmiccr-and other Trees, Pruits 
and Gtains in great abundance; But dl this 
was only a Pretence in our good Captain; for 
either out of Malice or Avarice, he depnv J 
us of ever)- Joe of ihofc good things had bem 
fo cluriubty Pent us. TliU, it may be, caus’d 
hii Fawerprize to Miicam'; for after he had 
fail’d fevcral rimes to ana fro^ in light of our 
Illand. and rounded the Bulg’d Ship as many, 
he was roughly repuh’d by rho rerenging 
Waves, and cou d not recover the Icaft part of 
what he pretended to. This is what we learnt 
from ilic Sicur G and Cia#: Now let us re¬ 
turn lo oin* unfortunate Adventures. 

y,dmJfIa Hj)t our GoldTmith, having fc- 
veral ponderous ToOU which incommoded 
him, he refolv'd to fell part of them to one of 
the dune Trade, wliojii he met with at the 
North-Weft Pon. Among tlrefcTools was that 
fatal Lump of Amber-greecc formerly men¬ 
tion'd, which lutd been found at arid 

weigh'd about fix Pounds Li lU/t having ask'd 
the Gold-frhith what it wa,, he anfwcr’u cold¬ 
ly, it was a fort ot Gum made uieof In the 
flic of Mattritt, inftcad of Pitch, and that 
gTc.it quantities of it were to be met with about 
certutn Trees, but that it was worth little or 
nothing. La Hare giving credit to^ this Ac¬ 
count, and tiaving no occalion for Ifitch him- 
fclf, he let the Goid-finith have it into the Bar¬ 
gain, only he kept two or three fniall pieces out 
uf .Curiofity- 

Next 
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Next tluv Ibmebodv having infortnM him 
titac this tnlignihcant (jum wai txatly Aml rr- 
grecce, hi went, in ull lofl,«) th^ Goitl-imith 
to demand the lamp of Pitch again of him ; 
hat he anf«rcr'dj he had pitch'd nfe Pails with 
ir, and tlierefore con'd not relforc it to him. 

This occafion'd CTcat Heats, and they parted 
with a great deaf of Anger, the former threat- 
ning the latter, to compinin of him to the Go¬ 
vernor. Now as the Gold-lhnth that bought 
this Ambcr-grcccc, had fcvcnil times found of 
it at Iflc Msmr'ut, and knew that tl)C Inhabi¬ 
tants were forbid either to buy or fell it, under 
fcverc Penalties, being oblig’d to carry all they 
got to the CtmpoKj, and pan with it ac a cer¬ 
tain rate i he to prevent poor La L/^e, went 
immediately and carry’d the lump of Amher- 
grecce to the Governor, telling him after whiu 
manner it came to his I lands. Lj ILnc hearing 
this, went likewife and made his Complaint, 
but the unjuff Judge being prepar’d, and Self- 
intere(led,airur'd him that lump of he knew not 
what, wasno Anibcr-greccc, but a certain Gum 
of little or no value, and which he knew by 
Experience. La Hj)* rcpiy’d. Ire had iclbrv'd 
fcvcral Pieces of it, toJuililicthe truth of wim 
he alTerted, and therefore demanded JulHcc t 
Wliat further plainly fhew’d it to be true Am- 
bcr-grcecc,wa$, that certain days alter the ^n- 
teft, the Gold-l'mith that purchas’d it for Pitch, 
had been fo unadvh’d as to offer 60 Crowns 
for the pieces that remain'd, whidi we look’d * 
upon as done by the Governor’s Order, who 
rauld now no longer diDcmble his Sentiments. 

It app^d by their Subtleties, that the greareft 
part of this Amber-grccce bad been melted, no 
body knowing what to make of it, and that 
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only a fnull piece remain J, which being pro¬ 
duc'd, wju adjudg'd <o belong to the 
and lent to HmrAj. lie of our Companions 
that was a Druggifl, and very Skillful in his 
Profeihun, had Icarm at that this lump 

was really Ambcr-grcccc, hut he diflcmblcd 
what Ivc knew, and pretended in fpite of our 
Surpicions tliac it was no fuch thingi out of 
ht^>, I fuppofc, rhut he might one day have 
an opportunity to appropriate it to himfclh 
This was fo mucli the greater Villany, in that 
it DOC only occalion'd^os the Misfortunes that 
happen'd afterwards to us, but likcuilc de¬ 
priv'd us of an Opportunity of enriching our 
lelvcs by fcarching lor more Amber-grecce, 
which we mi^Jit undoubtedly have found in 
grear quandacs in tliat Kland, during the 
llay of two years we made there; befidcs, 
'tis likely we might have flay'd much longer 
tljcrc on that account. 1 could bring divers 
other Rcalom to prove ifut the Druggift muft 
n^s have known it was Ambcr-grecce from 
the very Minute it was brought into the Hurt 
at RaAr)g» by L* but 1 Inall tnlifl no more 
upon that I'oint 1 have already told you, 
the firfl time we Ciluttd the Governor, be re¬ 
ceiv’d us with great Civility, and promu’d us 
all the belt Treatment we cou'd dclirej bat as 
Toon as ever this bunnefs happen’d we were at 
a Lofs for all thole line Prumifes. we 
could not attribate this alteration in his Hu¬ 
mour CO any Dirrefpe& we Ihow’d him we did 
not doubt hue he was ctui^in'd on account of 
mif-corrying his Poiiu. lie had reafon to ap¬ 
prehend we might relate this Story at RdtavU; 
and that the might call him to account 

for the Wiong he did> lull co lu chat tad found 
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this Amber*grcecc in an Ifland that belong’d 
to rto body, and confetjucotfy we ought to 
luve becti left qincc pofleflbrsof It; And Sc- 
Mndly to the C9mp;tm, in cafe it iud been ad> 
judg’d to hatre been their Kighr. All this con- 
fidcr’d, made him to form a barbarous Kcfola* 
tion againll ns, as (hall appear hereafter. The 
firft InjalUtre he did ns, was to upon our 
VcflTcl without letting us know a word of it, 
and the fecond was homing it. 

Inffcad of rsiforing our Sails, which were 
made of a good wcce. of Flandm Clotli, he 
gave them to his Hunts-Men to nuke Cloacb, 
and this norwirhilaiiding all we could lay to 
him. 

Hc began Ukewilc to give os Inllancejof his 
Hutted and Malice, by lodging os in a liutc 
whore we hud nothing lent us to cat, but what 
die Crntfan/t Servants liad left. 

Afterwards he kept us in a manner Prifo- 
nen, by forbidding us to go beyond oor Hut 
above a thoufind Ibices. He took the only Ser- 
vunr tiiat remain'd to os, away from ns, and 
lifted him in theOTw^uj^'i Service; fo that he 
whom we had brought from Rodrigt, having 
likcwife joyn'dwUh him, our Nomber w'as re¬ 
duc'd CO hive. 

Thefe methods of Proceeding, fb contrary 
CO the Civility we at firll rcceiv d, give us rca- 
fon to apprehend that worfe would follow; 
Ncveribclcfs, we nily'd entirely iipbn Provi¬ 
dence, which lud hiuicrro aftilled us in all our 
Calamities. 

But as in all Societies tiiere arc Tome Spirits 
more rcftleft and impatient than the rcit, two 
of our Number, ws- the Sicurs Lj CSft and 
Ttfimrd, projefted to retrieve our ill Circumtlan- 
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ces bya Proceedings lime to fpcak Truth, 
not ultogether Juft. This wn, at a RcprUal 
for our VclTel and Sails, to fewe upon one ot 
the Ctmrjmyi Chaioupes, and make our efcape 
to AUfcMTrput which was not above at Leagues 
from Iftc M 4 Mrict, Now as they thought, what¬ 
ever colour tltcy migiti give to tlicir Defign, 
the two others and 1 would never approve of 
it, tiicy did not think to let m know any thing 
of the in:utcr: However, as they could not 
well execute thdr Purpofc without Afliftance, 
riicy apply'd ihcmfclvcs to a Soldier of thcC«m- 
p 4 )»r'r, one Jthu lUmttr, who had giv'n them 
to underftand, he was not over-well pleas'd with 
the Governor. This Soldier no fooncr ciotc 
to know their Secret, but he went and acquaint¬ 
ed the Ctovernor wiili the Propoful bad been 
made him, adding, that three of our Number 
were entirely Innocent, and Knew nothing of 
the Plot- Some Weeks pafs’d before the Go¬ 
vernor took any notice of what had been Re¬ 
veal'd to him, caufing, ncvenhclcfs, our Con- 
duA ID be ftri^ly obferv'd, cfpeciallv that of 
the Accus'd : But perceiving at length that nt^ 
thing came of all his Politicks, and fearing if 
he delay’d any longer, he might altogether be 
depriv’d of hbRcvenge, he on the i^thof 7 j- 
nuitrj in the Night, Tent a Troop of arm'd Sol¬ 
diers tofeixe oniis, who f>ondtuacd all fire in¬ 
to hU IVelencc. 'Fhe firft words he fpokc were 
to jnftific us 'Three that were Innocent, decla¬ 
ring he alt along knew we were guUtlels, and 
cherefpre had nothing to fay to us. After lu»- 
ring put tome qneftions to the otiier Two, they 
own'Aibgetiuouny the Defign they ha^ hue 
■tMeS^rhal, that the Vcirel we bad loft 
.•nore Wotth than ilic Chaloupc they defign’d 
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to take, infinuatirif’ moreover that ilrcir Fn- 
icntiotr to pay for it, tn the Soldier him- 
felt confcfld. We were, however, all hurry’d 
away together, both Innocent and Guilty, to 
an obfeure Priibn which 1 may well call a 
Duogeun, and tlrcre laid in 'rhefe 

6'r<v;»Tr are u fort of Siock> compm’d of two 
thick Beanoof Wotxl, which having two Semi¬ 
circular rtolctim-'idc in thein,were let down up¬ 
on our i^clcs; moreover, we were to lie up¬ 
on the Ground with our Heels higlicr than our 
1 kadf, which u a PofUire you may conceive 
not vciy calie. The difference between us 
Three, and oar two ^raiadcs that had own <1 
their was, tliat tlicy had the ucxr day 

Irons of thirty Pound weielvt added to their 
Miiery, ^tecombui'd in tliis batl Cxtnditioii 
two Days and two Nights, at the end f»f whichj 
we Three that were Innocent were let at li¬ 
berty. We were unmcdbicly carry'd to the 
Governor at before, wlio deeW'd to ns anew, 
that our Innocence was well known to him, 
and that we had been entirely clear’d both by 
thcAccufcr and the Accafed: He added more¬ 
over Trckchcroully, that he fhoold always have 
a kindneis foe us, and that we fhould find our 
Treatment anfwemble to his Promife at our 
firll coming, not forf^ng to infinuatc Itow 
much w'c were oblig’d to him, for tltinkina 
our Sails wonhy to Cloath hisHuntfmen, and 
for giving us his Scrvimts Bones to pick, ^but 
all this wlrilc he took no nonce of the Injury 
and Injaaice he had juft doncus. All ibelc kind 
Proniifcs Iwwevcr vanhb'd in a Motnem, for 
he Toon after fet Guards oyer us, who wmted 
upon us D45 and Nigltr* Sorne few d»j(8 after 
one came by his Order to feize upon all we 
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Money, Armi^Hu^Hndry-Tcx^ts, K.ttclim^ 
Uienfils, Bcd-Cloaths 'laMr I.incn, and irt 
i word, almoft all we were Maiicn (A, excepr-* 
hiR lictle Lmcn, our feeds, inir Cloitlu,- and 
part of our Dookj. Our Ootti-rmith too had 
all rhe Inftfumcntsof hkTradc when from him, 
not Icaviiipldm lb much dsoiie: After thUwc 
v^crc pat irtko « Clu»!onpe togerte wiilt thd 
Accus'd, who werv ftrip'd to their Sltirts iind 
loaded with Irons, withernt knowing wlue they 
intended to dtt with us, hot we (t)on found to 
our C/oft and Detriment. We wore Tranfport- 
ed 10 a Delan and frightfol Rock about two 
hundre<! Paces long,- a hundred broadi-and 
near two leagues frOm 'Shoar : I^erc we 
were to lire, tho* it wa$ (Umoft impoflibie to 
walk, b)' reafonof d»e many Holes and Iharp 
Stones we were to tread upon. "Tts true, we 
cou’d fomciintesgo to fomc ncighbouii^ I- 
Hands, which I ^all I'peak oi" hereafter. Titey 
feded us here in a vile Ilutr, built upon an 
Eminence near the Sands and Shouts, and about 
two Paces from the S«a w hen it was full, and 
exadlyin iho-lcafbn of rhe HwtfirxtKt. This 
Hutt lialf ruin'd by Time, and which it was 
ImpoiliMe for hs to Repair, haring nothing to 
do if tidthal, had fni mcriy ferv'd for a Prifon to 
fomc Criminals, whoa few ycai> bc&;re had 
been banifh'd thither. 

'1 his was iltc place my Lord Ditijti was 
pleas’d to fend us to, and where we continu’d 
nckf thiee yeats, I mean fuch of us as did not 
die before^ that rime. Thus we became the 
(ud KepxdehtRrions of thole unhappy Flyings 
tilh, who lure no fooncr cfcap'd the laws of 
iwie Enemy, bat they lati into the Claws of 
abodwTi . wicked Governor fed us only 
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with which was often Comipccd^ os 

may caCly be imagin'd, tf one cunliden the 
czcefllve Hears of mcfc Counrne& Our Water 
Hkewifo almoR always ftunk, becauTe it was 
brougltc us in A^ciTels tltai were never dean, 
and wc had never enough of ic neither. At 
firft wc had our Provitloos every eight Days, 
bur afterwards rhey did not come in hfteen, 
and rometimes In twenty, (6 that we lud hard> 
Iv ever any Rcfrcfhmexir. Thus either thro' 
tne Malice of our Pcrfecucor, the Negligtnce 
of his Purveyors, or oftentimes bad Weather, 
wc were oblig'd to ftim oar felves to (horrer 
allowance of Meat and Drink , than wc had 
ever done, however naufeous and unhealth- 
ful the mUoablc Nourinimcnc was chat was 
bronght us: All this occaiion'd us to defire 
Nccts for Fifhing, and Velfels to catch Rain* 
j Water in, but wc were den/d both one and 
I the other. Ic was impoflSbfe but all this ill 
Ufage, and bad Diet, mull alter emr Healtlu, 

, and more particularly mine, for 1 was then 
above three and 6fty years old. Ac ftril I was 
attack'd with .a Ton of \Ialady , which we 
Frtnthme»f in that Country, ^I’d Lt Perfr^ 
Tills was a continual dux of Blood, by whicli 
I was in a very Ihort time reduc’d to a very 
lamentable Condition : My Diilcmper cncrea- 
ting to a dangerous Deme, the Governor was 
advis'd of it, and defird to let me be brought 
back CO hU Kland: He Tent a .Sur^on, who 
after he had Tifited me, doclar d, I Ihoald never 
recover unlels I went a-Ihoar ; but his Opini* 
on had no better fuccefs with the cruel Go< 
vernor, than my Prayers ; for he dclir'd nothing 
more than to (ce us all Perifh. He was conjur'd 
at length (o £;nd at lead oacc in hfcccn days 
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fbinc frcCi Provifiom, chit I might hare fome 
Broth made roc, hut which was likcwife bxr- 
baroQlly refus'd ; fo that wanting every thing 
elm was proper for me, 1 was at laft brmigfic 
to E^rh's Door. My Cure was abfQiucely dc- 
I pair'd ofy hut as there was no Body on tku 
Roeft that would undertake to diTpacch me in 
fotin, Nature begun to furtihe her lelf a little , 
and 1 quickly recover'd as it were by a Mira¬ 
cle. It the good Reader is touch'd to fee me 
in fb^ fad a Place, and fo fud a Conditioit, 
he will no doubt be glad to Ivcar bow in the 
Moments which I tliought the litft of my Life, 
1 dirci^ed liivcn pious Dthoruiions to ray 
Companions, which I tniii hare not been un¬ 
profitable to them. Young People may think 
and talk what clwy pleafo, but after all they 
mufl die; and llappy, thrice Ifappy arc tltey 
who arc truly prepar’d for their bft Hour. 
The bjeon Ls Caft and the two Perfons 

Accus’d, were likewife attack'd with the fame 
Malady franc time after; bat as they were 
young, and of a flronger Cunflitudon than 1, 
ihe3’^ reftflcd the Diflemper better. We had 
courinu d in this miferabre Condition near four 
Months, when on the lyth of MartL. 1694, 
we law a Diatb Vcflcl call’d the Ferfevirdiut 
come into the 1 larbour of the XHind; winch 
accordir^ to die Ijtw of the Country, ought 
CO Tranfport us to JUtrvUf or the Capr, whe¬ 
ther CriminaU or not; but we were acquaint¬ 
ed by our Purveyors, that we muft not ex- 
poJl CO go with that Vcfl'cL Tliis nv.uie my 
two Ctmpanions and I, who were not in die 
cafe of tlic Accus’d, rake a Refolution to ha-\ 
aard all, rather than not go a-flioar, while the 
Officers of die Ship newly arriv'd were there.

to the end diat we might make ourCompbincs 
in their I»rcrencc: Hot the execution ol this 
Profit wa*highly difficult; we wanted every 
thing tlmt Men could want j the TalTage wai 
two Ijcagues, and above all, we could noc 
judge wUcriier the Current ran out to Sea or 
towards tltc Shoar. Nevcnhclct, that there 
might be nodiing (o Reproach or with, we 
nude B Float of Sw-Weeds, and fiillen'd to tho 
two ends the two Hoglheads wc kepf our Wa¬ 
ter in, when the Sieurs Bt—U and L* Unt, 
thofe two of my Companions that were Inno¬ 
cent, tho* treated like Criminals, ventur'd to 
Sea upon this fort of floating Bridge; and be¬ 
ing bener Swimmers than the reft of us, and 
more able to bear fatigue , they arnvd bfe 
at the Ifland in twelve Hours. 

They found iit the Goveroors Houfe, who was 
very much lurpriit'd to lee thern, the Oificeta 
of the VclTcl, before whom they made their 
Complaints; demanding, that we fhoald be 
fem away purfuanc to the general Orders, and 
the Cuftom of tlic Comttmji and moreover, 
according to die repeated Promiles the Gover¬ 
nor had made ns. Tlicy added. That if the 
Accus'd were to be ret^n’d, that was yet a 
Caufc to be try'd; but as for its that were In¬ 
nocent, and had been fo declar'd twenty times, 
wc ought to be ucaied after another man- 
iicr» 

DhJuii not being able to contradidi this 
Truth, anfwer’d. He had nutldngto lay againll 
n5Three; only, if we liad not bcwi fo well 
treated as wc cxpc(ftcd, we niuft impute the 
Caufe CO our Comrades, and that we bang 
all B’tncbj lie could not trull one more than 
anotlicr; a rcafon altogether impertinent . 
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and >which vra laugh'd at, a it well dc” 
fcrr'd. 

The Officers be-.iringwhar wa* faid, and be- 
Hcrtngfbbold and Itnccrc a Proccedingas oir» 
feem'd to be, coaid nor come hur from a good 
Confcicnce, they boncciv'd a good Opinion of 
wj and alrho' our Lnemy the GoYcrnor had 
endeavour'd to perfwade than we were no¬ 
thing but Scoundrels and VtllainSj yet they taw 
plainly they had been impos'd open by him ; 
iMjwerefj they could do us no Service, being 
not qualify "d to determine our Caufe, only we 
hop'd they would intercede in our behalf, and 
report ri'e Srate at our Gafe rr» their Ma¬ 
tters when oux two friends found that the 
Governor pretended ftill to be apprehcnf»tre, 
Icaft we fUouid elcape with I'omc one of his 
Chaloupcj, they offer’d themfelves voluntarily 
to be laid in Irons chafing rarherto un¬ 
dergo any thing a-(hoar, than ^convey'dany 
more to that mi&rable Rock, hot even ihu 
was refus'd ; Ikingorder d to Wfon they were 
put in the St<'mh as before, and next Morning 
eariy were convey'd to u$, with cxprrfs Orders 
run fo (Ur from tlicncc on the fevereft* Penalty: 
And to rfic end we might no more pretend to 
come to Land, tfiey fenr u* back but one Bar¬ 
rel, and that without a 1 lead. 

Thu Officers were nevenbelcfs fufficienrly 
inform'd or our ConJidon, aa well by what 
they had from tile Governor and our two Com- 
r^ci Moudis, as by a Memorial which was 
filly flipp'd into their H ifidt j where, among 
other 1 hingj, they were delir’d to make known 
to our Retatioiu in fLIhnd how we far'd, that 
they might procure us an liulargement. TTiefe 
Gentlemcni" mov'd at out ill Hap, were fb kind 
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2i to come ajid viHt ut ou our Rock,, that . 

they might more fully inform themlelvcs.cif the || 

Truth of wlwi we afletreJ. They were then 
altogether conrined of the llardiHips and Ikr- 
baritio we underwent, and found we Imd in- 
ferted nothing in our Petition or Memotial 
but wim was too true ; any, ihU inhumane 
Ulagc Ibinccm’d them, cluic they vow’d to fee « 
our Gticvanccj rcdrefVd j and, nioceover, if- 
rur'd ns it was no fault of tiieirs if they did 
not receive us cm boaiJ ; but that they could 
not do It openly, without the Confetu of the 
Rafcally Governor, who, they could plainly 
perceive, was highly averfc to it. However, 
they told us, if we could fo contrive as to gee 
on board them, without :iny manner of Am- 
itance of theirs, then they laid they both could 
and would receive us, and we Ihould be cran* 
iponed whither we pleas d. Some few Days 
alter they fent us out of Charity three hun¬ 
dred Weight of Rjcc, fojne white Bifeuir, and 
a few Bottles of 11 :-t 3U»d Sp^mijb Wine. 

All tiiis was highly ufcful to tw afterward*, 
erpccblly the Rice, whidt we fametimes Hood 
in great want of. Thefc Proviiioiis we took 
a great deal of cure to conceal in tlte litres of 
the Rock, Iclt they ihuuid come to be feen 
by the Seamen tlut brought u« our Prog, or 
led that malicious Devil P(vJati Ihould order 
them to be taken from u*. Now to our good 
Fricndi the Officers had promis’d to take us on 
board, in cafe we could get to their Ship 
without the'ir Help, we, like drowning Men 
that catcli at any thing, nude two Aircnipis 
for that purpofe. 1 .m Cr/f, who was a good ’ 
Swimmer, u»*d hU Endeavour* to get to them 
that way, which was yet uw a htdc danger¬ 
ous 
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ing on the Water on I’tanks, wiilwac troubling 
their HeaiU any fanhcr. Moreover, iwiu pro¬ 
bable for cbero co imagine fome VetTcl had 
been IWpwrech'd, and that we five were part 
t}( «I»c Crew that iiad labont'd to fave our 
l ives, and flood in need of their Relief. Let 
vvl»ttt Difficulties tljcn will be rais’d, a way 
might have been found out to Itave dealt with 
thenJi and if any Dangers were to be appre- 
iicndcd in or W-t-v/u, it is we nnift 

lave ttnfwer’d, who broke our Citains, and 
ilirpriz’d our Deliverers, and not they' who 
would have been fuppos’d to have known no¬ 
thing of the matter. But nothing of tin* came 
into their Heads, and the pcx*r J^Ctj7 murnd 
the fame Evening very nuich concern’d, that 
he could not bring his eiui about- Tills ill Suc- 
ceG of his, cccahon d otlicrs who were prepa¬ 
ring to attempt tlic lams method ol Efcape, to 
alter their Rciolutions. 

Some few days after the Ship went and An- 
clior'd above a large league from us, vet we 
refolv'd to make a fecond and new Attempt. 
For thi* purpoTe we xy’d all our Chcfls togc- 
tlicr after we lad fill’d them with what we luid 
tefl, and made a fort of Float, rldnking co reach 
the Ship while Ir was Nigh^ that we might 
not be difeover’d from the uLmd. As I was 
generally Sick, they were fain to carry me to 
the Machine, foon after whicli we put our 
iielvcs off to Sea; but met witl* fuch rapid 
Currents and Lddy’s, that we thouglit we 
were luippy tiue we could get life back ucain. 
Thus we were entirely dUiippointcd of all 1 lopes 
of freeing our Iclvcs from that mifcrable C^- 
hnement by tlicic means; for foon after the 
Sltip fci Sail in camejt, and we heard no mare 
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of her. One day a» rite Governor was goln^ 
to be marrv d to the l>.iughtcr of an ancicot In¬ 
habitant of the IQand, he happen'd to be in (o 
good a humour, that he order'd me to be 
brought a-ihoar. 1 had then hmgurfh'd under 
my Infirraity ci^ht Months, which lie very 
well knew. Tho I were thus fortunate, 1 iud 
no opportunity to Icrvc my Companions, Ance 
I never faw the Governor; yet J reap’d tliis 
Advama^ to my fclf, that being better fed, 
and luving better Air to breath in, 1 began to 
recover pan of my former Strength. Di tho 
meantime mvtwo other innocent Compani¬ 
ons, who flill remain’d with the Accus’d, ha¬ 
ving a long time resifted the Inclemencies of 
the Air .by their Youth and V^igour, fell fick 
of the fame Difeafe chat I had. 

They wrote as foonas they poiObly could to * 
the Governor, to intreat him tlut they like- 
wife might come a-lhoar, offering to do any 
woi k for tlic Ctmp-up wirhout Wages, but they 
were not heard. Tlicn dicy b^'d of him to 
fend them fomc frcffi Provifioos, wliich pre¬ 
vail'd on liimoneday fohtr, that he font them 
a Calf, giving them at the fomc time to un¬ 
derhand, thar if any of them all did but pre¬ 
fume to come a-fboar on the lilaud wirhout 
Ids Leave, diey lliould repent of it as iong as 
they liv'd. 

'i hey continu’d in tliis bad Condition till the 
Seafun for tltc Kalm and Winds came, which 
very much augmented their IndifpoAiion; I he 
Nimh of Ftlmdrjt they underwear a furious 
Hurricane. 'Huidreadiuri cmpelt, over-turn'd 
the grcatch part of the Hutn, and more folid 
liuiwngs of the liland; all the Plantations 
were deftroy’d, and a great nuoibcr of Trees

torn up by the Roots. None knew where to 
iheicer cheml’clres, and even thole that were 
in the Itzongeit Stonc-Houfo j were hardly 
(ccure. 

Wiiai then, thought 1, mufl become of my , 
poor exil'd Brethren, whereof one, the Sieur 
TcfiurJy littd but that day let himfelf Blood 
with ^Pen-knife? I heir rile Mut was car- 
ry’d ^‘Sy like a Reed, and what remain'd of 
tneir Provitions, was wet by the Rain and 
(pcdl'd j nay, twas a partiadar Merot tliey 
xvcrc not cany’d away thcmlelTes oy this 
Whirl-Wind j for had not ProVtdenoe dirc^- 
cd them to a Hole In the Rock, or a Care, 
they Itad been in Danger. Here they pca^- 
ably lung the praifo of the Almiglin' amidft 
the TcmpcR, tho' fore affliacd with Hunger, 

Cold and Sicknefs *• They continu'd there twen¬ 
ty four Hours and above, without daring to 
peep our, during which the lick Perfons fuf- • 
ferd exceedingly. The hard-licartcd Gover¬ 
nor ncveixhclci's had no Pity bpon them ; on 
the contrary, two days after they had under¬ 
gone ihefc Torments, lie had the Inhumanity 
to order, without any Rcalbn or Pretence, that 
the two accus’d I^ifom Ihould be chain'd tor 

f ;ctiicr, nocwUhftanding they were already in .». 
rom, ^d fo weak, thro iicknels, that they ' 
could lordly llir. 

Over and above a Dlocdy-Flox, which one 
had been tormented with above a year* hclud 
like wife a llngrlng Confumpdon. I'is true, 
they were nor thus bowul above ten Days, but 
then they were ftill contimi’d in their firft 
Irons; and the Jickcll of them was condotfted 
U'ihoar and pot in tho Stemh in Prifori. Fif¬ 
teen dap after,the Tyant whp fporred Withnis, 
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jufl a* a Caedc^vvhh a Moore, order'd him 
lo the Rock ag.iia. whatever the SuT;gcoQ could 
fay to the coninty ^ and made me be carry*d 
along with him, w-ithoot iufiering me to fee 
or (peak with him. Altho’ I was pretty well 
recover'd, I was loon over^iakcn with n\y 
Bloody-Flui, and whatever Initances I ooutu 
make to come a* fhoar again were rcjctted. This 
Baftrit Would needs Murthcr us widi a flo#Fu:c, 
not daxingtodo it all at once. 

The Sicur TtjtdrJf one of tfie Accus’d, find¬ 
ing his Malady cncrcafe to it Jangerons De¬ 
gree, did all hecmild to be likcwife carry*d 
a-fhoar, but in vain. He wrote Letter upon 
Letter, ofler’d to part with all he had in the 
"World i and in fine, confented to be laid up in 
the Sti^t in Priibn if he might but have this 
Favour, but all to no purpofe. 

At length perceiving all his Endeavours 
fruitlcfs, he refolv^d to pafs over witljouc leave, 
in cafe he could bring his dclicn. about, and 
feek for that Relief in rhe Woods from Bruces, 
which one, who call'd himfclf a Chrillian, re- 
fas d lb obllinatcly. Bor before we enter upon 
that niclundroly Adventure, and to interrupt 
a little fo difagrecable a Relation, I thought it 
not improper to infert here a few Particulars of 
the Place of our Exile, and of divers Adattcra 
that liappeifd there to u«. 

As we did all we could tu divert our Mc- 
Uiicholy.fomcamongilusthat were Ingenious, 
amus'd tncmlclvci with making Hats of PUm~ 
Tlicrc were fume of iljclc Trees 
in one of the two IHinds that lav on etch fide 
nf our Rock, os may be feen by die Map. We 
could go toihclc llkniL at low Water in the 
lull anti new of the Moon, fotbatic was not 
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very difficult for u» to get thofc leaves. This 
Invention did not only ferve to divert pi, but 
likcwife prccxrr'd as Sudenance ; for thofc that 
brought us oar Provifions, were fo taken with 
oyr Ingenuity, that wc ^in’d their Affedion 
confidcrably, by prefenting them with feme of 
them. The Innaoitants of the liland alfo were 
ib well pleas'd with our Work, that they fent 
us frefh Provifions, unknown to DieJjiif in ex¬ 
change for feme of it. Thcfc Refrefitments 
were a great Comfort to us, and wc got fome 
fometimes from thofc that brought os oar Salt- 
Edibles. As wc had always been very deftrous 
to take fomc Fifh to relieve our Nepefllties, 
and were frequetuly refus’d even the very pie¬ 
ces of our Nensto fiDi with, wc thought of 
an Invention to lerve us inflcad of them. 
The Hurricane having left feme ruins of 
our Hut, wc took a long Pole, and having 
found a large Nail among die Boards, we fix'd 
it with the point outwards, at the end of the 
Pole, and with chat Indmmcnc darted the Fi(h 
where-ever wc could fee them. Now between 
the Rock and the Road where the VclTels ride, 
there is a large fpacc w'hich remains dry when 
the Sea is gone out, as it always docs at 
the full and new Moon. There, at certain di- 
ftanccs, you find Pitts of three or four Foot 
deep, where the Sea ever leaves fome Fifh when 
it retires. It was in thcfc Pitts or Pools that wc 
darted the Fifli we fpeak of. 

After we Iiad once hit upon this Invention, 
wc made fo good ufc of it, that wc never 
wanted I ifh ; Wc made Provifion of tlicm for 
eight or ten days, and had a way to keep them 
Sweet. Wc one day darted one, or rather 
knpvk’d him o'lh’ flead, that was like to have 
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coH ui oqr Lives: Ir was a fjightful Sca-Ser- 
pent, which weigh'd alxjvc 6o Foand, and 
which we in our great Sinipiicity, took for a 
large Ltm^ry or Etl. Tim Animat feem'd to 
us very extraordinary, for it liad Fins, and we 
knew not tliat ti)crc were any fuch Creatures 
as Sea-Serpents : Moreover, we had been fo 
aecuflomn to difeover Creaturesthar were new 
to US, both at Land and Sea, that we did noc 
think this to be any other chan an odd lore of 
Eel that we never had feen before 4 yet which 
we could noc but think, more rclembicd a 
Snake ilun an Eel. In a word, this Mon- 
Her had a Serpent or Crocodiles Head, and a 
Mouth full of hook'd^ long and iharp Teeth, 
not unlike thole of clw Rattle-Snake fo well 
known in Amnifa, but much la^er. T his is 
ft Rrangc Eel quoth we. wluu Teeth lie has 
IVut have not Sharks, Pikes, and a chonfimd 
other Fiih Teeth too ? No matter, Teeth or 
not, we inafl tail of him. We then began to 
yonlc him abouc the Mouth and lleiui with 
our Pole. and at length carry'll liira off in 
Triumph, like St- Gesr^t when he kill'd the Dra¬ 
gon. \Vc found Ills hlthy Melh very tough, 
and of a bud Tail • fo that as gotxJ luck would 
have it, we fwallow'd none of ir, it being in 
truth Poyfon. We were all over-taken with a 
llrangcWcakncA, we fweaied excecdinglv, we 
vomited even Ulood, and for my part, 1 can 
affirm wdrh a great UeM of Sinarlty, that C 
was terribly Sick ; For a Month toother I felt 
ftiarn pains in my IkUy, and every aty towards 
Night, 1 Iiad a fit of a Fever, a Oidemper al- 
to^thcr unknown in this part of the World. 
My Companiom were all licklikewile, and in 
this bad Condition we nude Siguahto demand 
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RcHcf, bntln vnin. When our PotTrc)"^ came, 
wc related 10 them what had happen’d to or, 
and fliew d them the Eel< Head, but they or»- 
ly faid they lud ncecr feen tHe like; Thefe 
fort of People take but little notice of any 
tiling. At length we began to come to-our 
feWet again, fully rcfolVd to eat no more of 
that fort of Eel, for it never came into om 
Heads that it was a Serpent: Ncvtnhelefs we 
were ready to leapxjut of our Skins, when the 
Goremor fent tu a Siilt-HInd, and certain dan¬ 
gerous Citrons, which always do hami; he 
had hit Reafons for it, I fiippofe, for he did 
not think fit to aflaflinatc or poyfon us o- 
penly. 

As we had no likelihood to get rid fpadily 
of our unhappy Confinement, we ihbugnt it but 
Prudence ro manage our Rice, which the Sea- 
Otficers had left os, cjorioully ; We cat of it 
but twice u Week, and When wc did, it was 
a fcail tons. After wc ha'd reduc’d it to Meal, 
wo miv d obout two pounds of it with a cer¬ 
tain lore ot Gourd well enough tailed, which 
feme of our Correfpondents in the llland had 
font m privately in exchange for our Hans: 
Wc lud a kind of Game among us, which 
fomcrimes diverted us. The Cake wc made 
was divided into four Tam, and wc were to 
throw a Die which Ihould have each Part, fo 
that one mull be excluded; and who no doubt 
was not a little raoitify’d to fee die othen cat, 
whUlt he mull fall. 

In the GalHes, Dungeons, and fuch-Uke ml- 
fcrable Places that are like to (lick by a Man, 
it is a common thing to reconcile ones fell, in 
feme meafore,to ones Mifory, and imuic unt* 
Iclf one way or other. I luvc already told 
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you, our RocK luy between W'olinaJl IlUnds, 
which ac low Waici one might go co, but not 
witlioui Difficult)’. In one of uide IQands a- 
moog other Trees, there were fome 
Trtti’f but the other vwis wholly unprovided of 
any. The Wood-JOand waj every Night tltc 
general Rendezvous of a great number cf cer¬ 
tain Sea-Birds, whiclt are about ^ bigncTs of 
a Pigeon^ and not much unlUce one. They 
lay their Egg? upon the Sand very near one 
another, und do not lay above one at a time : 

If you take away one, iltcy match him with a 
new one, and fo vrill do throe times togsdier. 
Thefe Birdej which we call'd Firrvr/ ^caufe 
we fancy'd sve heard them found that word, 
have chr> in panicuiar, that il vou take away 
any of ilicir young, the Cocks and 1 lens of the 
others will forfiske theirs too. If you keep 
thefe young Birds ativc, and expofe them to 
the fight oi the old ones, they svill fly about 
thent tis true, but never bring them any tiring ; 
and altlio’ drey hear tl»em cry never fo much 
for Hunger, they will give tlKnt nothing to 
eat. The firfl time we went to chat Ifland. we 
brought away three or four Dozen <1 thefe 
young Birds, with (bme old ones. As die for¬ 
mer were very fat, and look'd well, we roa- 
fted them, and found them «■ have frmewhae 
of die tall of a .V«^, as they rcfemblcd that 
Bird in Colour; but they did us a great deal of 
harm, and we A’crc never tempted to cat of 
them alterwardf: The old ones have yet a 
more difagreeabie Tati, and no doubt urc more 
anwhollbtn. The next time we return d to 
that liland, after we hod taken away thefe ' 
young Birds t have been fpeaking of, we found 
all thetcB of dvc young ones abatnkm'd by the 
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old ooes, 4iTd wiiereof great nambers were 
dead f and tn iny dying for Hunger. If the 
Fle/h of t}u» fitra is In crude and perniciou>, 
their Eggs make you fufficienf amends, norhing 
being ntore whoiiom and delicious. 1 burned 
that dunng <>ur (lay under this Confinement, 
we Cat above twelve Ttvuufand, and wc were 
never incommoded in the Icall by them: Thelc 
Eggs ate fpotted with Grey, .ind larger titan 
thofc 01 Pigeohs. It happens cxaclly, that the 
tlircc Months when tbclc Birds lay their Eggs, 
the Deer are in their Rctttng-timc ; ib that ino’ 
the i'.cHt of that Beall be unwhol&m, and 
Einks abominabiy at tim Scafon, which ne- 
vcnheic(s was our ordinary Food, we made 
our felwes ample amends by iljcfc Eggs, cfpe- 
cially when our FiiKing was not Ptofperoui, 
as we could not expect it ihould be always. 

Altho‘ thefe Eggs were many times ready to 
pur fonh their young, wc lols'd them ^ in n 
f'rin{^fr,andcraunch‘d them between our Teeth, 
as if they had been the.bell Dilhinthe World, 
though 1 know (bme fqueamilh and fcrupulous 
People, would nut have the fame Canton uf it. 

This Fruitjftt made me to think or the fiimous 
CinvMjn X , who complain'd that his 
Guta came op to his Teeth when he crak'd 
thcSiill-born Chickcn-Bonc»: yet this Remem¬ 
brance did not at alt dlfgult me, fo true the 
Proverb is, which I tliink I have made ufe of 
before, that Hunger ii the htjl Saute, erpccialty 
where tluc which one eats is not bad, but thro* 
Opinion. There cumc alfo upon our Rock di¬ 
vers other Birds, which wc call’d Plmia’i, bc- 
caufe they were at black as Crows; th^ had 
almoft tlie fame fizc and form, only tlieir Bills 
were longer, and hook'd at the end. Tlicir 
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Feet were like UjoTc of 3 DncK ; TIjcfc BWi 
renuin fix Months of i]»c year at Sea, tt trbout 
bci^ cter fceii at Land j ind the other fix, 
thofc of dw Neigbboutliood come and drive 
them from our Rock wbete dicy lay thdrEg^ 
Their cry is almoft as loud as that of a Calf, 
and they always make the greateft noife at 
Night: A Da>-s thcy_ate very quiet, and fo cx- 
.ewding tame, dale *you may take ilwir Eggs 
from under tbetn wititour their Seining. They 
by in the Holes of the Rocks, as fjr in uuhey 
cm. Theib Bird* arc cxcefitvc fat, very iil 
tailed, cxtreamly nafty, and very unwi'tolfom: 
Aithoiigh thdr Eggs were not a wlnt better 
than their Flelli, we did not fail to feed on 
them when ncceffiry rejuir'd. Tlicy arc white, 
and as large as thofc'of two of our Pullets. 
When you have taken their Egg> from them, 
they out of their Holes and fall a fight* 
mg Mndioncaoothcr, till they fetcli Blood. 

Going a w*alkmg one Ntghr, we found a 
5 c»rTortcifc which came very d f^rpn , bc- 
caafe we at d.attune Hood in great need of 
(letrcQimehr. li wav very largC) and afihrdcd 
us near Eggs. Tiitf.was the only Crea¬ 
ture of thii kind, we bad Icen all the while 
wo had been there; In the place where we 
went CO tbit Eilh, we found Shells of an Oral 
Fi©uc, and wonderfully fpeckled and ftreak d 
like the Skin of a Tyacr. Tlicie Shells we 
;nacU ule of fur Cops. 

At length the too juB Reafbns we had to 
wUeve that tho' any Veffel iboiiid arrive, tho 
wvernor would no: fuffee us to go on Btnird 
It, made ui refidve anew to dunk on fbxno 
tmani tJiat mig^t bafile hli Malice: For thu 
parpofc W5 fajnj’d a Defign, to build us a fort 
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of Borit. Now having gain'*! miglitiJy npon 
our Purvcyon, jukI £vcrs lohabitancs of the 
IHand, by fco^iig tlicm our Ixaf-Hattt, we 
obtain'd from liicra in cxchangie fevcnil Deec* 
Skia$« and Ox-lluk^, under ptcunce ihac wo 
wanted (item to make Sfu>oc$ of. They fenc 
us likewiic lercrai Polcit that we dciir'd of them ; 
and we by oUtet Pretences got at difBsrenc 
times a good quantity of Pitch tromthem. Ha¬ 
ving tim> provided ail that was mxeflary for 
our Defign , we cover’d the Corctfs of our 
Bait with Skins Icw'd together i and upon Try- 
al, found it would do out bulineB we|l enough ; 
and to the end tluit our Purveyors migiii know 
nochiog cf the mattor, we Itid our new Skiff 
carefaUy in the hole of a Rock. Now it hap¬ 
pen’d one Night, that one of our Company 
being awake, iuid looking towards ilic Bland, 
he Jil'cover'd a great Fire; be call'd to us, 
and we prcfontly fudg'd it was the Fort chat 
was on fire. The Governors Appariroont, the 
Magazine and Guard-Houfe were of Stone ; 
but the ocher Building and even a linic Cha¬ 
pel, were cumpes'd oi nothing but Branches 
and Leaves. We picfentiy cc^oded, that if 
the Authoti of this Fite, which we lo^’d up¬ 
on as done out of Malice, were not Toon known; 
the Governor would nor fail to fufpeek us of 
it, or at Icall pretend fo to do, that lie might 
treat us after a more rigorous manner than he 
had hicheno done, if that were pofiiblc This 
made tu chink he would Toon viiic us, and if 
he Ibould find the Boat we had juil niiide, 
dierc would be no Mercy for u*. To prevent 
this, we immediately pull’d that Macnine to 
pieces, and (a ditpos'd of tlic Maicrisis, that 
'twas impolGble they Hiould ocoaiion the ieail 
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Safpicitm. A few da}*i after Experience con¬ 
vinc’d w wc were not in the wrong in our 
Con}c« 3 ures : for our Purveyors acquainted us 
that wc had been SufpcAcd. They alfo re¬ 
lated to u: feme Circuuiflances of thi* Mrc» 
which I (Irall beg leave to tnfonn the Read¬ 
er of. The Governor undcrilanding a Nrjfw 
Stave had committed a piece of Roguery in 
Ills KUcliin, he told him he would ^vo him 
diafti>*d. Now the way here to puntJh thefc 
Ion of People when tliey were found in any 
fault, was to bind them naked to a Jjtdder, 
-and loMiTge them with a Rod made of Reeds, 
with Knots at the end: When they' had made 
thdr Bodies all bloody, they were to be nibb’d 
with P^per and Vinegar. Tlih nntuip{?y Nt- 
^ fcjting this Puniihmenc, tied foon after he 
had been thus threatned, and plotted with one 
of his Comrades and two Ntgr* Women to fee 
fire to die Foa ; iliey executed their Purpole, 
but they were foon after taken and punilh’d, 
at they well deferv'd : nie Men were bro¬ 
ken alive on the Wheel, and the two Women 
were bang'd. We have been fo conhdcnily 
aRiir'd of a lingular AAion relating to one of 
thefe Unhappy Wretches, that i can't doubt die 
truth of ir< He had,it teems, ever tiad on ex- *- 
tream Paflion for Dice, to that when he came 
to the place of Execution, Itc requir’d with 
great carneRnefs, that fume one of the ftan- 
«iers-by would oblige liim fo far, as to plav a 
Game or two with him at Raflic, procciHng 
that after that he (hould die with all manner 
of Satisfitdinn. Jt he had any dclign in this, 
no body was able to dive into it ,* however there 
was no (lander-by due would oblige him in 
what he deGr'd. 

To 
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To fpcak Truths thcGovsroof liadmken roo 
much \iberty upon this occalion j far by rcaloii 
oi tht in.iny unjuft proceedings of his Predccef- 
iots, the Comfjtnf had left therp only a Power of 
acetiling as well BLukt tB lyiiteif as our Tyrant 
himiyt once confciVd, in relation to our ac¬ 
cus’d Brethren ,* for one of them having peti¬ 
tion’d him to be brought upon hisTryal, and 
not fuffer'd to Uc any longer In his Irora, he 
anfwet'd. He had no power to try him, and 
that if be Iwd had any, he fhould Ivavc been 
di^tch’d long ago. Since I am engag'd in 
thefe little Digreffions, I muB tell you, that 
^ewas all that the Governor and foinc of l»i» 
Friends and Attendants coaid do, to fave them- 
(elves in their Shirts; They ow’d the laving of 
their lives to a PrifonCT, wlm lying in Irons 
in the Guard-Room, perceiv’d the fire firft: 
What was bell in the SLigaz'mc %vas likewlie 
fav’d. 

Much about this time there came into the 
Road of tlic North-Weft Haven, two Ew^lijb 
Shjps,batas that place was diftam from our Rock 
above twelve Leagues, w’o had no knowledge of 
them till after wards. Befidcs, the Governor for¬ 
bid our Purveyors under fevere Penalties ro ac¬ 
quaint us with it, lightly judging, that if we 
knew it, we would nfc our utmott efforts to 
get to them. 

We were told aftmwards, that one of the 
Oaptains of thofe ^hips undcritandlngouc Con¬ 
finement, was going to lend for us, as well bc- 
CBule he picy'd our Condition, that he want¬ 
ed Men. HU Boat was certainly heifted out, 
and arm’d wiih ievcral finall pieces of Canon, 
in order to carry ut offt but ill Weather in- 
icrvcn d, and hinder’d hU charitable Purpofe. 

1 now 
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I m>w come to runhcr of the 
the Sieur hsd to endaYinir to get a* 

come what would of it. Ttiisfoor Mm 
was one of the Perfons accused: He perccirin^ 
that his Milady encreas'd, that the Govetrtof 
would hearken neither to Prayers nor rnmii- 
fej, and that confequemly there was no hopes 
of being fpeedlly dclirer’dj cho’aoy new bWp 
Ihculd arrire; This poor Mim, I lay, being no 
lonjgcr able to refift the violent PaHion he 
ba<r to breath a. freer and better Air, and to 
go feck in the oiMlft of Woods, Nourifliment 
that was properer for his Iicalth, tfian that^ ho 
now had j lie fcommunictted to vs hfc Profe^b, 
and wc conceiv’d h both dlfUctilt and dange¬ 
rous to pul it in execution, look on it on which 
tide W8 would. Wc endcavoiir’d to mike him 
comprehend theiUcbnreqnencesiif it ;wercpre- 
ienred to him, that the Pafi was above turerve 
Leagoesi that his Pleat could be made only <A 
Weeds, lince we had no more Barrels to pne 
at lire end of it, as we had done to tlar of 
the GoVd-fmhh; that (uppofing he Ihould 
have the good fortnoe to «t to I-and, if would 
be iratKHuhlc fbf him to live in thoie Woods, 
bflciiulc they were not fhch as here at Wc 
Afditrifr; thcr^ were few T*n^fu to be had, 
and no Birds tliei would (uficr themfolres to 
be taken by hand, no more than other Ani¬ 
mals. XV't urg'd moreover, that in % Rttle while 
he would be without Cloathsr expos'd lothe 
Incktticucies of the Air, and rhst after all, 
it wis In a maimer unavoidable but the Hun- 
teis moll mcer svith him, who would afluredly 
tefign him Into the hands of lus Enemy : Wo 
added, that when lie Ibould be found no lon¬ 
ger among us, that evil Pcdccotor would, it 
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may be. accnle tu of haring kill'd liim in Tainc 
Cluanel, and that cherctore he onght to leave 
a Lectsr fur him, and another for ua, in fume 
corner of our Hur, tiiat we might be able to 
defend our fclvcs, wlicn wx were (o accus'd. 

In ri vkord, we forgot nothing that mt^ht di(* 
lV.(de him h om fo unfortunate 3 Rcfuiuuua, but 
all wc could fay,was to little ptnpofe. lie work'd 
alone at l>is Hoat^ no body being willini; m oT- 
liil him in making an Inllnimcnt fot hii De- 
iUudion : ilc ttwe it of bundles cf Weeds 
and Poles bbund togalter, but wltidi Was done 
very ill, and it would not lave been better if 
we had aifiAcd him. He nevertliclels refolv'd 
to make ufe of k, and told us ut porting, that 
he would not fail to appear every .Month upon 
one of the Mountains over againfl the Rock, 
where be would make a hre at the beginniog 
of the Night, that (hould ptecede or foU^ the 
FulUMoon : that if we contina’d in the fame 
pl.ice, we mould anfwer him by a like Signal, 
or utherwife lie flioutd cake fuch oegtcdl for a , 
Token that wc were a-il^at, and comequently * 
would meet us foun after at a phcc agreed 
upon; but withal ail'ur^d us, that lb fuon ost* 
ret he could fpy any Vcflel in what pan of 
the I fie focYcr, he would certainly get onboard 
her if pofitbic. The let time lor lus Depar¬ 
ture being come, lic (aRen d hit Float bv 
a lUke near our liur, and came to take liu 
leave of us ; but whilli he war longer than or¬ 
dinary in acquainting us with his Delign, a 
Sea came and walb’d array his Float, which af- 
Hkled Kim exceedingly. Fur oiu p:uts ox wetc 
no kis joyful at it, cfpecialty when ux law 
it was carry*d by the Cunem towards the main 
Sea, and far enough off from the lUand. if . 
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tin* accident had not happen’d, we might quick¬ 
ly Iwtc feen our frieod periih, without being 
able in the leaf! to have help’d him. One woula 
have thought th» finppy Mulbrrune might fiarc 
made him more Wife, and cnclin'd him to foie- 
TO iiis Refohitinn, bur he continu’d ob/Unate 
for all that, and would not hearken to the 
Reafom we gave, that wlut liad happen'd cou’J 
never be by chance, but that Providence nmft 
needs have a hand in It, and tlut he oogiit 
to acquiefs with Patience in what had been 
done, and rcfolvc with us to endure Submif- 
liycly, whatever God was plcas’dco impale far¬ 
ther u^n US. Now as nothing of all rhithad 
the dclir’d elTeS upon Iiim, in that he pro- 
lellcd he would nuke another Float to exe¬ 
cute his former Dcftgn, I thought my fdf ob- 
h’gd in Confdence to tell him, I would do 
alj I TOuld tn hinder him ; that we mull treat 
him like a Mati'roan, if he would throw him- 
fclf away after tlar rate, ond that even rbo* I 
llinuld be alone, 1 would dothebeft I could to 
prevent hii Kuim Hefaid no more to me, and 
(cem'd to acquicR in what I dcfir'd , imagi¬ 
ning douhilcls, that we were refolv’d to make 
our fclves Mullers of him, but IccrcUy he llill 
meditated the lame Delign. I'crceiring it was 
impoiiihle for him to make antither Float with¬ 
out out Knowledge, he rclnlv’d to build a 
fmall Boat with the llealt-skins, th5»t we ihould 
know nuihtng of. As he was one that affiflcd 
in making ours, and knew bid the tlungs 
under our Marreflli;, Ito llolc fume riwav pii- 
vatcly, and cany d them to j Grot in rhe Rock, 
where he wmnght on the Boat ;u Ipare houn. 

I b finilli'd this Machine in a flmre time, and 
dtpaned oil ^Sunday Muruu/g Uic i oih of y^- 
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1 696. without faying a word to any Bo¬ 
dy. Next Morning calling him to oar ufual 
exerdfe of Prayer, we were liirpnz'd to find 
him gone: You may gnefit at our Coocem. 

We went iromcdtatcly and fcarch'd among his 
Goods for Lxitcrs, no: doubting but if he was 
rcaUy gone, he would leave lome according 
to Pioinifc. We found two; in that dircdled 
for m, he gave us a long account of his In- 
(tuuions, afTuring tu It God was pleas'd ro 
lee him get fafe to Land, he would break his 
little Boat ro pieces, fink the Skins in the Sea 
under a heap of Sttmes, and dlfpofe to of o> 
ther mattcts, that tc ihould be in^iEble tohnd 
out that we aOilled him in his elcape. * The Am 
other Letter was for the Governor: ft con- »*• o-v*- 
tain'd in Subllance, that ic was he that forc'd 
him to take that melancholy Refolution, by,^, 

Ills cruel and obAinate rtfdal to fuffer him /.jfb* 
to go a-lhoar for recovery of his Health • that 
he was now going into the Woods with the 
fame Jefign, and that he did not remove bim- 
Iclf from JuAice, fince he would not fail to 
funender himfelf into his hands, os (bon as 
any Ship (hould arrive in tlic Port. He carry'd 
along with him only a little SklUcc, a Burning- 
glafs to light Are, a Praya-Dook, and fume 
tew Cloatl^ 

Since this fatal Depjinure, wc Isivc never 
had the leaA News of him, whatever en¬ 
quiries we nude alter him. We permv’d none 
^ the Signals he proroud to give us, and all 
our fcarcncs after him were^ vain. 

According to all probability this poor Man 
peilAi'd in nfe. f^alTagc, or died milcrably in 
the midA of the Woods, foon alter his arriral 
iu the liland. A report indeed came to our

and about twq yean after, .when we were at

thing heard of him. how our unfortunate 
Company was reduc'd ro four Perfons, dm)* 
the Twanoy of this Iiard-hearted Gorcnior. 
After he came to undetlland tljc Efotpe of the 
Sieor Tt^MiA, boA by^ our Purveyor, and the 
Letter we l^rhini, he became never theb^- 
ter, and did not alter a whit of iiit Severity 
towards u$ that remain’d. On the ctairmy, 
he caus’d Irons to be put on the Leg-, rtf the 
wicur Ls fticho' he had never :iccu 5 'dhTQi 
of anything, and tito'he was exceeding Tick 
thro' the hardlhips he undcrwbtir. 

Now as the Sicnr L< Gf)?'pcrcciT'd thathts 
Malady began to aagruent upon him, and that 
he muft fpMdily take to his Bed, he rcfblv'd 
whilft he was able, ro miitate the Sicur Ttltard 
in his Enterprize, and go imo the Wo^ in 
IcaTcii of Health, as he had done. He commu¬ 
nicated hii dcitgn to us, artd beg’d of us not 
to opptTc Wim fiiK:c if would be butin viin, 
.-idding, that if ^jjrc wodif not content, he would 
venture to fwim over in the Nigiit, rather tiian 
tmdergo any longer tiiac milerable Ccnfinc- 
iiiem. We pcrccirlng tlut be was fully bent 
on what he faid. and that our rcfuTal ro com* 
ply wiih him mighr curry him to Ibme dc- 
fperecc Adirm, confbiwd to wlar he defir’d, 
hdp'd him to make a Koai of Weeds and 
^ghs; and we even repented of not laving 
done the like fyr rhe poor Slcpr TtdttJ, We 
moreover let up iijt made of Plantanc- 
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I^res on fm rUrar, ro fcnrc him for a Salt 
Ue waucd for a Ki^i when botli ihc Wind 
and Sea were high, at)^ ftipuljtcd witli tu the 
fame Comittiuus the Sieur TiftarJ hud done. 

Tiic Wind wluch Was very violent, over fatho 
Machine twice, bet the :>icur Lx iUft who wm 
a good Swimmer, canty gtn op open it again, 
and gain d tlte Lind in a (bon rime, the fjt- 
vourof the Winrl Living prefetv’d him from 
ths fuiv of the Current. Av foon ai he wa» 
got a-moar he made a fire, and we Qndcr> 
flood the Signal: He retir'd afterwardt into 
the tiiidted Woods, and there pafi'd the re¬ 
mainder of the Ni^it. hlext Ntorning 2s he 
has twice informa ns, lie rambled about uU 
day imelKiut krtowing whither lie went, and 
that without finding ought cither to eat or drink. 

It was the lime thing tor eight days following, 
fo tluc if lie had not taken, fomo Piorifiom 
along with him, he mud inevitably liavc perilh'd 
with liunger and Farigne, and moreover ki» 
Malady llillaugmcmed upon him. The eigluh 
day he caught un Ed, whidi he greedily i- 
vDur'd raw : The ninth lie found a Path which 
leti lum to tilt Huufs of an Inhabitant of the 
Ifljmd, who Inilead^of relloving him, dcli- 
vm’d him up to Suldicrs, who carry‘d Mm to 
tbd Fort. 

The Governor appteltcndlng Icall we ihemid 
all eltaipc one after anotlter, and ihule wlio 
brought us Provifions cuphrminn tlie tame 
thing, he was at Icnuih contlraiii d by thefo 
Rcaions, and foinc ochon, to* let tts come -all 
U'lhcar. But to the end that this enlargement 
might not occaOon os too cxccdivc Juy, he 
had the chaiUv to temper it by taking from ut 
^ about ;too pound} of Rice tlutt had beculcu u»,

and which wc had liuherto fo cir^fully ma¬ 
nag'd. TW» was abouc that ttinc when Pota¬ 
toes ate good for nothing, and then the Sol¬ 
diers were oblig’d to buy Rice of the Gover¬ 
nor at their ouai Chor^ He gave them to 
iinderOand^ that whar Rke he had hiv’d from 
the Tire, was his own, and that belonging to 
tite Comftmj had been for Tome time esdunmed. 
For our parts wc could neither buy that, nor 
any thing cJfe, having no Money, the Gover¬ 
nor having taken care to robts of it. 

As 1 had left fome Memoirs at IuJrlg«i I 
likcwife conceal'd fonre in a Mole of our Ruck, 
(which i for a double Rc^fon call the Rock of 
1 Ki»^ I. sy. ) to which 1 adilcd, an 
Abridgment oT the IlUiory of cur long and 
cruel ConfiQcmeru in thk melancholy and bar¬ 
ren Place, 1 did not forga to obfervo in this 
ftort Relation,'that a fatal piece of unknown 
Gum, fora long while ddpk’d, had been the 
caufc of onr Tyrannical Perlccutiim, and the 
deplorable Deuth nf one of our dear C.ompa- 
niow. So true it is what St. F*ui (aysr C<- 
'vtteafmjt ir tht •*ct ./ 47/ F.-vti, and that thoftt 
who hare a mind to oecome Ridi, fall intodiu- 
bolical Snares, and many pemteioos Defires, 
vrhidr at ieng^ precipitate them into the Abyfr 
of Perdition. 

As foon as tho good News of our l>elive- 
ronce came to cur Tari, and (!i:n oi our De- 
{sartare from Kle M*yrUt for 1 was 

not a little over-ioy d, for however Lndit- 
llrious 1 war to lock' fur Dlvcrfion, ami cvxn 
to appear Gay to encourage rtiofc poor young 
Men wit h whom 1 w:o; I mutt own, mv Mind 
was noc IcH indirpos'd than m\ B>^y: Ikhdes, 
J can't diileinUc that 1 was cxcesdiogly (et 
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again!! that invcrerate and implacable Perfecu- 
tor, but t!Ut had a grxatcfi^iitcnirc for him, 
than Hatred. I could not endure that he ihculd 
bear the feir name of or be faid to ^ 

a Child of Goircr«; But others affirm, lie was 
b<wn at Dvrt. Ii any of /listen hud 

us’d me vet worfc, I could have born it pazicnc* 
ly from him. 

In this citream Joy riiat aflcaed me, mr 
Soul lifted it fcif op cowards its Dclircrcr, and 
I pen’d a Song of Thaiiklgiving and BcnedicH- 
on,^ whicli I compos’d of divers puUbgcs of 
Scripture fo happiiv link'd tog«her, that I 
inay fay, they perfvetiy exprdi^ our different 
Conditlom. 1 bufted my (elf a whole day a- 
bout thb comfortuble Collctdion, and as it was 
nothing Imt the word of God, 1 theught it 
nnlft needs be agreeable to thb Relation of 
tny Adventures. But I oblerve fume People 
at a djffaiice, tlwt ali'ume u tidiculing Air up¬ 
on thb occafion ; methtnks I Iwar ^em fay, 
we have a great deal to do indeed with your 
CantuU. Formerly tliey were acconnred FooU, 
ctot denied the Being of a God, bur mnv foi- 
footb, they muff pais for Wits: Well Gentle- 
men, you Iball not have my CjntuUj you are 
unworthy of it. Holy Things are not your 
Inclination I find, and ihcfc Pearls Hull not 
be thrown away ujion you : I’ll keep them for 
good Men, for you wile and huneil Reader, 
wlio am nut to be carry’d aw^y by tlie 'J'orrent 
of Ptejudke, therefore look at the end of ray 
Relation, and you'll find the C.>ii»f/r 1 (^.Htak of.

CO let ui know wbai lud happen’d, He loU 
us of i: nrfl him(clt| and bid u> prepare to em¬ 
bark. We expected/that scertding to CufUira, 
when a S>hip arr’nes, an AUcmbly flinuld be 
held, wlietc every one mieht make their Com- 
plaint at Uberty, but he found m&aiu to pre- 
- vent and we were fcnc on board with¬ 
out any l^dia fpeaking to uj, and wUhour ha¬ 
ving an^ part- of our EFedi roilotrd. Tliis 
occafionM. ns to prefent a Peddoii to the Offi¬ 
cers of the VclTcl, informing them of the ill 
Treaunem we ha:I had fimm oar Peffccatur, 
who yet contton'd to exbrcife mwaidt m ttte 
lame Tyranny and Injudicn. Thi> made him

A 
good quarter of i l^eaguc from the Fotr, riicre 
li a Grave of Ltinoo-Trecs, round which, us 
well as in many ether places ol thtsifl irid, they 
plant Tobacco, winch is cxcetltvc ihong: 
They pidni Ukewil'c great numbers of Sugar- 
Canes. Tht Spirit they dtaw from them, and 
which is hete call’d Wr-yw, U ilrongandun- 
whollom while it is new. I wmiM fay nothing 
of the /Sttdw.xr, il)c H.tnaiutj beautiful and exce^ 
lent Fruit, which they have here in great abun¬ 
dance , becaufc all kclaciom ipeak of them, 
were it not that there arc divers forts ^them. 
The of Ifle Mjtmlftf come* nut of the 

Ground like an AttLhoke, and multiplier like 
i: 1 Its Seed M in tlic Tuit that crowns the 
Fruit. Tills riant bean but one of tlicfc Fruit 
which U commonly abnue the bignefs of a 
mldllog Melon, dup’d ptctry much like a Pine- 
Apple, andda^li^ die Eye on all fides with 
lively and bcautirul Cxilmua. It hai a fort of 
Crown a top coniiniog of fmail Eeares, and 
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one an never beiii'J wch toobing cn iti no 
more than with idmiilng its fwcet and exqni- 
fite Sapoor; but hs it is cxtrcamly cold, ic 
mutt be eaten wiib great Moderation. In 
large and thick I.«f irarm'd on the fidcs with 
prickles, attd rc^blcs fumewliat that of Aloes. 
The deienpeion we have of the JmMtat of Br*- 
y?/f, diflbn fcmethlng from this. They have 
little Leures that come out on uU lldca ^wcen 
th e g rains of the Fnar. 

Tiie H*njin€ Plant is large and fine, it rifes 
about ten or twelve foot out of the Ground, 
and has very large Leaves of an Oval Rgure. 
It bears a Inrit as long as one’s Hand, and of 
the bignefs of the fill of a Child of four years 
old. It is outwardly yellow when 'tis ripe, 
white within, a I’lttlc clammy like the iiiTKleof 
an Apticockj and of a delicate and ciccllcnc 
Plavour. 

There are alfo to be found in this lllana. 
Coco’s, Palm-Trees, Plantanc-Trccs, and di¬ 
vers forts of Fruit-Trees. 

There is a Ibrt of Shrub call’d Srreat-itam or 
T—^Trcc, which is extrramly Venomom. The 
middle of in Trank is larger than cither its 
bottom or top. Its Wood is flabby, and its 
Leaves would nearly rcfcmble thofc of our 
Willows, were it not that thgr nre a little lar¬ 
ger. I have neither obferv’d Flowers nor Fruit 
upon it: Doth the Wood and the Rind arc a 
fpeedyand JeadlvPoyl'on, and which ns I lave 
beard, admits of'no Antidote. One day as I 
u-as coming ihto' a Wood in my return from 
Hunting, f chanc’d to break oft' a little Branch 
of it, and without making any Rdlcaion, or 
having heard of this Tree, I ^ a little bit of 
k in my Mouth.

The Deer arc h* that after 
having ran a quarter of a League they drop 
down, and fubmic thcmfclvcs to the mercy of 
the Dogs;’Here are likowUc great numoers 
of Goat^ they are very fat, and their Flcrti 
ha* ao ill Tuft. They arc much eaten while 
tlic Djcr arc in their Hutting-rime, bCCaule 
(be Vcaifun ha* .* IlinUng aitd laruppoitablo 
Taft : Here ate Hogs of the CJ>m» kind. Al* 
tho’ ihcfi ate nuc near fo good aj emr wild 
Boars, yet thtry .are much eaten lor all that: 
Thclc ueafts do a great deal of Damage to the 
luhabitauK, by devouring all the young Ani- 
ntals thf v c-in catch.

Tim lliand formerly abounded wkh wild 
Geefc and Ducks, Moor-Hens, Watcr-C^iails, 
SeA and Land-TortoUes, but now all chde axe 
become fcarce. The Sharks allb, and divers 
otberSca-Animah havcjfbrfookit, fince the Na¬ 
tives have been accuflom'd to lay Nets for them. 
You (hall fee great Hightsof Bitterm, and ma¬ 
ny of thofe Birds call d Giants, hccaufe they 
arc fn foot high. They arc exircamly hi^ 
mounted,and have very longNeckl^ Their Bo¬ 
dies arc not bigger than that of a Goofe. They 
are all white, except a little place under their 
Wings, which is rcJdiik. They have a Goo- 
fes BUI, but a little tharper ,* their Claws are 
very long, and divided. They feed in Maf iby 
Haccs, and the P»gt frequently furpriae them, 
bccauTe thev requim a coniidenible time to get 
upon the Wing : We faw one one day at «♦- 
dri^o, and we took him with onr Hands he was 
fo fill Tliat was the only «oc we obferv'd 
there, whj A nude me uicUmWb to believe, he 
had been carry d thither by Ibmc Wind he conltl 
not refill.

There arc alfo a kind of fnwll Birds pretty 
much like our Sparrows, except thi« their 
Throats are red. rarrocs of all lorts are Ukc- 
wUc to be found here in great abundance.

The Gt>’ is furrounded with an tmivcrnil 
which extends above half a League in¬ 
to the Country, and which forming a fecend 
Cipr mud» brgerthan the lirft, contains like- 
wile 8 gr^er i^ber of Inhabitants. It b 
here die Citinfu live, on account of their Burial- 
Places and Pagodes. They have alfo a Refi- 
dcncc in the City, and even an Hofpital. Tho 
Smbtrbs have likewil'e Omals of divers fixes 
with dwble rows of Trees. Befides the great 
Canal in the middle, there arc two fmaller 
on each fide, about fiftem or twenty foot 
^oad, winch walh the Foundations of tho 
Houfes, infomuch that you can’t enter them 
but over 8 Draw-Bridge: Behind are large 
Gardens and Orchards, which fumilh Bjtwia 
with Pulfc and Fruits. The Gardens of the 
City arc fmall, and few in number. The Houles 
of Ckrdiners, and odicr fuch like mean Peo¬ 
ple in the S^urhty aie for the molt parr built 
with which arc a fort of hollow, light, 

and very hard Canes as large as ones Thi^, 
and commonly forty or foot long. Thefi 
are very beneficially made ufe of di¬ 
vers other ^y$, bccaufc they for a long time 
refift the injuries of the Air. They have hero 
likewife divers other forts of Canes: “Tis very 
common to find a-top of ihcfc Canes large 
Anr-Ncfts, made of a fat Earth, which thae 
Animals extra up in the infide of the Canes. 
In tbefe Nells every Ant has its little Cell a* 
part, not unlike thofe the Bees make. *Tls 
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here ihcy Ivavc ihclr RcfjJence, during the 
violent and frequent Rains winch over-flow 
titf Country for four or five Months in tlic 
year, and which would certainly drown tlicm, 
if they had not ihb Secret to preferte them- 
iclves from Danj^.

fccure of any in the World: Ships ride there 
sviibouc any danget all the year roond; for 
that Sea is hardly ever agitated, a» well bc- 
caulc there are a great number of little lOandi 
that break the Wave»,«s becaufe the Winds thcio 
arc never V iolcnc- Every day, without ever (ail¬ 
ing, tliwrc rifes about ten a Clock in the Morn¬ 
ing a Sea-gale, which 1‘crvcs to carry the Cha- 
ioupes into the City^ and at ten at Night there 
comes one Item the Land, that carries the lame 
Chtloupcs cut a^in ro ^a. One belong to 
the North, and the etherto tlie South. 

Thefe Chaloupes and feme rinicr-boacs, go 
and come by a llrcigiit Canal that comes out 
of the River, and which is fomi d by two Pa- 
ralcl-Lines fupported by Piles, and iill'd with 
Earth, in like manrxr as the Dikes in WlLaui, 
cr rather thofe of Dunkirk arc. 

This Canal is twelve hundred common Pa¬ 
ces long^ and each Dike b about five and twen¬ 
ty foot oroad. They would be wondciful fine 
Walks, if they were (haded with a double row 
of Trees. As tlicre are no bad Winds there, 
ihofe Trees would undoubtedly mow well, 
and 1 fancy their Roots would bind the Earth 
of the Dikes together, rather than loolen it. 

Rafuvia being not only the general M.tga- 
zine of the Ciutpsnu and uie Pbee from whence 
iHc fends molt of (wr Plcou to all Parts of the 
Worlds and being Ukewife the place of Refort,

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and ofcentimes the AfiJam for the Ships cf o~ 
thcr Nations; it u cafe ro imagine, ifwt the 
view of this Bay fill'd with Co many lame \ cf- 
fcls, muft be wonderfully pleafunt, cf^cially 
if you confider that you fee at the ftmc time, 
fifteen or twenty little Iflaiids alwajs cover'd 
with green Trees. 

Caapatn builds its Ships at a fmall llbnd 
call'd Owrnj, al^t two Leases from 
It is well fumilh'd, and provided with a good 
Artillery'. 

Altho* BaijtvU be f.tr in the Torrid Zt^t , 
the Hears there arc very SapponaWc, ^ 
caufc the Sea-Winds, of which I have already 
fpoken, refrelh the Air cxtrcamly, and render 
icrempenice even at Noon-day. 

The Rains alfo are very Irequcnc from the 
Month of NorvemlftTi to tlut of Aprils which is 
tJic time the Heats ought to be moll Violcnc, 
bccaufc they arc the fix Summer Months of 
this Country. In truth the Days being almoft 
equal to the Nights all the year round, and the 
0»ld being in u manner unknown, we may 
fay , the Summer here is Perpetual. One 
judges of the Harveft by the Rain that falls 
more or lefs during; thcle lix Months; for when 
it docs hut R.ain little, or not at all, the Eanh 
abounds fo with Infc^. that the Fruits, Herbs, 
Pulfci and panicalurly the Riceure fu eaten by 
them, that they arc afeogether fpcil'd. 

lUcc is fo copunoo throughout all this llland, 
which has about two hundred Lcjgucs in 
Ixniah, t'ofifm in Breadth, that a Sua can 
hardly cat a rrahirigs-worth in a Day, altha’ 
great ^otnitics are eaten there, Rice being 
die or Jinary Bread of this Country. No other 
fon of Com will grow here. That which tliev 

N y ■ have 
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hivs U brought from JtaigMlsj where it cods 
bat a Fanhing a Pound. There b a great deal 
brought to BttjvUf from that Province of tbs 
Great Ais^ j and Wheat-Bread b not fold dea> 
rer here in tMdni, The Nartres do not 
at all cate for it. 

There arc no Vine-yards In any part of 
trjj but at Bstnidj and thereaMutSy tliere 
are a great many Vine-Arbonrs, whofc Grapes 
are good enou^ to eat, but ’ns obfenr'd they 
come to no STMC Maturity. Thcfc Vines pro¬ 
duce Fruit feven times in two years. As Iwn 
as the Grapes arc nthcr'd you cut the Vine, 
and in about threeMonths anda half, you will 
have new ones, that will be as ripe as can be 
here. Thcfe Vines bear Grapes the hrft year 
they are planted, and fhooc more in one year, 
as do likewifc all other Trees, than they would 
do in eight in Eurtfr. For sUI this no Wine is 
nude here, and that which is drunk, comes ci¬ 
ther from Trrju or Sm/h, and Cc^ near a 
Crown a Pint. Beer from Bnmfviik, call’d al- 
fo A/«nr, u very dear hete, bat there is a fort 
made in the Country, which b tolerably good, 
iliat does not coft a^ve a Penny a Pint. The 
Soldiers drink for the fame Price, a fort of Li¬ 
quor call'd Aftip, made of Brandy diflQI’d horn 
Fruit, anda cemin Sea-froth. Thbisa more 
pernicious Potable than yird^ae at llle Atmnct, 
cfpecially when it b new. 

The ^inary Drink at Bdtsvid^ and the moll 
cheap, is Tw, which the Qbmtfti fell for the 
moll pit in Rooms for that purpofe. For two 
DntA Pence, they give you four dlflferentCups 
of Sweet-Meats, containii^ each Haifa Pound, 
and another like Cup of White-fugar-candy • 
btfides which they bring you as much Tea 

as 
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as four People can drink. They u(e ordinarily 
the bell commun Tta, which ii fold a: ten 
J'ence a Pound. Imperial TVa is worth twice 
chat Money. In rbefe Time Placer you may 
likewife have Ojfirr^hut it ii fold a Penny a Dilh«

They have at ButfvU, divers Ibm of excel¬ 
lent Fruits, of which Grapes only, arui Water- 
Melons, are known in Emefr. 

The Axatut, Cettt and Bawjnttf are to be 
met with in great abundance. 

Every one knows what tlie i!^rW-Lcave?, and 
jirtjiu Nuts are, which all the Natives of this 
Illand, both Men, Women and Children chaw 
inccflTantly to fonihe their Gtum and Stomadi, 
for Ibmedmes they fwallow the Juice. This 
Juice is as red as Blood, and gives a like Tin- 
durc CO the Spinie, which it povokes abun¬ 
dantly, (b that all that ufe thts Drink, have 
their lips continually bloody as it were, which 
is no plcafanc fight to look upon. When you 
are not accuftom'd to this Drug, you firtd trs 
TaB infupportably lharp, but oeherwife it be¬ 
comes like Tobacco, and you hnd it dUBculc 
to leave it. Ifrhis fierW Arengthens the Gums, 
as all fay it docs, with all my Hcirr, hut I'm 
iure at the fame time it blackens the Teeth in 
that frightful manner, that thefe People muA 
needs be ignorant of the Iwcctncfs and durm* 
of a fair Mouth. Beni is a Shrub, lhap'd fomc- 
what like a Pcppcr-Trec, but it has triangular 
Leaves, and is green all the year round. The 
Tree tlm bears Nut call’d very tall 

and Araight. They commonly wrap up a quar¬ 
ter of an ^r<^«.»-Nut inlbmc 8<rt/-Leaves,and (b 
chaw them together : Some add a little slack'd* 
lime, but choc it not in ulc at Ihnsvi*, 
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ii a Fruic of rhc Country, which ^af* 
ft! for my good, and vcr>' whulfom. Ir is 
commonly about the bipoet of au £pg, but 
longer, and a little crookttl like a Girlin Cu¬ 
cumber. Its Kind is green aud thick, and I 
lusc Ijeard lomc fay, they have fcco red o( 
riicih. The iniklc is white, and tall) fomcwhut 
like a ^ii^..T>Grjpc : It » verj- fall ty'd by iu 
Fibres to the Stone, which b large. This Fruit 
prows open a gtcat Tree, very proper ibr the 
Carpenter. 1 here is a lort of Atom without 
a Stone, which is pickled in Vinegar like this, 
with Ciariick, AnnilinH}, and fome other In¬ 
gredients.

7htt Ifland moreover, as you may very well 
imagine, has irs own panicular Plants.

The Reafon 
ir..ihat Sheep are not reur'dhere withoutgreat 
dilhcult)-, the Paflurc being not proper for 
r 7' *ndthc Dew beftdesrotting them: They 
Iwcll and did in a Ihorr time. Ci>Jw-Pork, fo 
call d, becaulo rhc Hogs conic from that Couih 
♦^ y» b lold >u ftt-pcncc a Pound : They hayp 
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i>ancts, Ducki and Pigeons, which arc fold 
very near as dear as they arc in £ 1 ^. Hun¬ 
ted Game is fcarce, except of which 

1 liavc already fpoken, and whereof there are 
rwo or three kinds: You have abundance of 
Filh here, and that almoft for nothing. There 
ts but one reigning or common Diltemper in

As there is no known Reme¬ 
dy for it, die Patient niufl wait, live fparing- 
ly, and let N.aturc atb, the fuieft ami fafeft 
Method in mott forts of Maladies, One m.iy 
truly fay, according to the Etymology of the

<x\ of Poyfons, than Remedies, and they be¬ 
lieve ill 'fAva among the Iflanders, that al- 
rooll allthofc that prelcribc them m 
(niucbrnorc blainsiblcthsincholc tlV^c IcU thcfn} 
arc the Pcfls of Mankind. The common Opi¬ 
nion b, that Bi»fai«-Flclh and Fruit, contri¬ 
bute much towards caufmg this Diftemper, and 
ncvcrthclcCi, that is the Flelh which u moft 
fold at the Butclicrs. 

To fpeak Truth, BAtAvi* is not a Place of 
very good Cheer. They want a great many 
Things, and wliat they have in common with 
its, are Icarce, high ptia d and bad, in compa- 
rifon of Ours. Cii»»-Pprk, which I Ipoke of 
not long foicc, is lulcious and infipid: Tim 
Poultry K not much better, and conlcqucmly 
the ^gs. The Pafturp quite difTcrent liom 
ours of Emrftt, occafions Iwd Flcfb, bad Kliik, 
and bad^tter, bu.t all theft ate w be had in 
iuuntitjes, 
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TV hat I hare lutt now faid of che Poulrrv, 
bnn« into my Remembrance the Soon of 
Co^-fighang, which » one of the greaieftand 
molt common Divefftonsof this Wand. They 
hncii up great nuniben of chefe Animals on 
them with Iharp Iron Spurs, 
whi^ they make ufc of with greater Deitcri- 
tr t^n Force. The are the Managcn 

ol t^le Sports, and whoever will, may come 
to them Gtath: AlmoR every B^y « con¬ 
cern d in Wagering more or Ic6, and Tome- 
times confiderable Sums are lay'd. Whereas in 
En^Undy where this Diverfton is likewife Cora- 
i^n, th^ disfigure their Cocks by cutting off 
tneir Tails, and plucking out Feathers out of 
«her pans of their IMy, they here leave 
them in their natural State. *Tii true, they 
^e not fo nimble as the Enph^ Coefa, but that 
Inconvenience being equal on both fides, it is 
no advanraK to either, and the Combatants 
wpear Nobler, and more fierce.

gerous to offend them. 

When the CtffiMj firft cflaWtlh J thcmfclvcs 
here, tlic Women were fo fcarce, that even 
the Principal Officers were oblig’d to marry 
ImJhm, which no doubt has been the occafion 
of the pride of that Sex in this ^unrry. Ac 
prefent there is great plenty of them; they 
luve mulriply’d exceedingly, and conftdarng 
that many arrive frequently from foTOgn Parts, 
there ate more than fufficicnc for fucb :is re¬ 
quire bur a moderate ufe of them. As thw

Troops, and arc above the qumiry of an u- 
fiCT. The Soldiers being for the moft pw Iiv-

The Earcfvi»( do not make the hundredth • 
parr of the uihabiunts. Nest to them the Chi- 
mrjt/ are the Richeft. and make the greareft 
Figure: Alrho* the Pidures we have from Chi- 
n.y and the Relations arc given us of that 
Coonrr)',always reprefent the Inltabitants Taw- 
jiy;, and large Vilag’d, with Hat Nofes, and > 
licite Eyes, yet 1 can aHfure you I have ot>- 
ferv'd no fuch thing of that People at Bjtjvldf 
where there arc above ten ihoufand of them 
fetlcd, and many more that come from time to 
time oocarionally from China to Trade. 

Generally fpcaking, thole People ate all as 
wtite as ttie EartfuiMj, and have Faces of the 
fame form. This is wlitc 1 hare feen and ob- 
ferv’d a hundred times, in fpite of my former 
Prejudice ; Tb computed there ate forty 
Thoufeitd Chintfu in tha whole Ifland. They 
pay a Crown a Head }tt Month as Tribute to 
the Ctfufsf^, and thoTe who have a mjnd to wear 
one or more Gold PodXbu in their Harr, pay 
moreover a Crown for each Bodkin. Policy 
obliges the C^mp^ to afltJtd them divers Ho¬ 
nours , and to gram titem great Privileges, 
They lure a Head who has a place in the 
Council, and a right to Vote, where any Per- 
fon of titcir Nation is to be try’d for his Life ; 
And 'tis nor without great rcafoo they are 
thus dilUnguUh’d, fmcc without them, the City 
of Batavia would not be worth half wiiac iris. 
They are not Icil l.aborions, Induflrimis, and 
adroit in Cxmmercc, than ingenious, and of 
a prudent and peaceable Temper. Tltcy ob- 
icrye much upright Deeding among themr 
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rdve», but pbv trkkt with Stnutgert. and 
diear them witnout fcniplc, wiicncvcr it lies 
in their way. They pame exceedingly, and 
do ic with lb c(]ual a Coumcnapee, chat you 
can’t ceil when clicy win, and when they lolc. 

Tiic good underitaiiding they have with one 
another, can never be enough commended 
nor admir'd : They look upon each other as 
Brothen, and never fuficr any Quarrels or 
pUfercnccs that may uxtfe between tlicm,toIaft 
long. Mediators Toon inrerpofe, and aU Mat¬ 
ters arc quickly Reconcil’d. Where any one 
happens to lufc what ho has by Shipwreck, or 
other Accident, an AirciTroent is immeducely 
laid according to each Mans Ability, in order* 
to reliorc the uufonuuaic Petfon to his for* 
mer Conditton.

Reafbn. The Author of thefe G^Jen Sntttvcu 
not only fulminates agrind Tyrants, whoima- 
rining themlelves form'd of other Matter than 
the reft of MankiiHl, look upon them as Rep¬ 
tiles, whom they may cither fparc or deftroy, 
but alfo againft all Governors in general, what¬ 
ever Titfo they bear, providing they do not 
at the hazard of their Lives, if occafion be, 
mainrain. defend, and make their Subje^hap¬ 
py. lie fays, that the firll thing a Prince ougnt 
to do upon li alcending the Throne, (hould be 
to ii^orra himfelf diligently of the Condition 
of his People, to the end he my be rea^ to 
relieve them upon Necefli^. He ranks Gene- 
roCty, with Prudence and Enrage, among the 
chiefeft Virtues, that ought to auom a gene¬ 
rous Bread, inafmnch as the immenfe Sums 
whiA are brought from the Provinces into his 
Coffers, arc only deportred there, that he may 
didribum them according to the occadons botn 
of publick and private Perfons.

To reenm to what 1 was fapng of the poor 
Chintfrty J mnfl likewile Remark; that there are 
no Bcggan neither at Batavia among the E»- 
rtftamj. It mav bc Emulation In Conjunaion 
with natural/urtlcc and Policy, Iras contriba¬ 
ted to the chablilhing ol this good Order a- 
mong the Ftrtupi^u { for as for the HfiUmtUn, 
cvcrs'one knows that even in l/W/Witfclf, and 
all tlie Provinces bclonfpng to that wile and 
powerful R«pul>lkk, aU fuch as are able to 
Work, arefumlfli’J with fuJi proper Means, 
tlurtnoone can fay with JulLice, that he lt«s 
been fored to beg fas Bruad. 

1 he chlmtfn live very well, and cat neatly, 
^ho’ witliour citljcr Napkin tir Trtble^CIoath; 
T^rcy do DtK take the Alcat between their Pin¬

carry ti to thar Mouths wiib two gilded Sticks 
about five or lix Inches Intig. 

They wear lent; Gowns very Hjdtt, and for 
the moU purr whirc,- with larno Breeches tliar 
reach even to their Ancles. They make great 
account ot their Hair, which is exceeding long, 
and which they always fuffer to grow. They 
wreath it in Treffes/und twill it round behind 
their Heads, faltcning u wath Bodkins as I have 
before racmion'd. I can't remember i'vc ever 
Icen any lair Hair here, but it mull not be 
concluded from thence that the People arc 
Tawny, for if I mull repeat it once mote, they 
arc geocniUy as fair as we are. 

They have little Beards, and efteem them fo, 
that they never fliavc them. Nay, they have 
no Icfs value for tbofc of others, for if any 
Perfon has a mind to run the rifquc eitlicr of 
hts Beard or liis Hair, he may wager it againfl 
a confidcmble Sum, and beir^ won, it is kept 
as a prccioDs Treafure by him that won ir j 
and on the contrary, he that loll it beoonaes fo 
in&imous^ tliac no body cates to deal with hhn 
any more. They carry a ^ac Fan in their 
Hands which they cover their Heads with from 
time CO time, in (lead of an Umbrella, syhich 
the Esrtfvditf only make ule of. 

When they Salute one another, rltey pre- 
limt themfeives with their Fills clinch'd, and 
afrerwards embracing each other, toU up one 
of their Hands as the People do In £*- 
gUnd. 

They Trade in their Cotintry, and p.tnica- 
larly bring from tlscnce Tea and Porcelain. 
Thofe among them whom i liull call Stran¬ 
gers, that is, who arc not as it were Naiora- 
Ux'd at Bmrt::*, Qimvot continue tltcnc above

fix Months. Thcfe hare their Heads all (bar’d 
after the new mode of their Country, except 
a Lock which they referre in the middle, and 
which hangs down behiniL The Tartar who 
at prefent reigns oret diis Nation, impos'd this 
Law upon them, being what is pradis'd in his 
Countiy by his natural Subje^ but which 
lerves the Cbbufts for a badge of Slavery. 

Thcfe People in general hare fomewhac 
Noble and h^gnihcenc in them, whac-erer 
they do. When any CJmtft betrotfo himfelf at 
BatroU , after the Contrad is fign'd, Ive at 
Night goes to riiit hb Miftiifs in a Magnih- 
cent Ciuir carryM by four Men, and preceded 
by three or four hundred others, either Jc- 
r/*Kf hir’d for that purpofe, or Nrgr» Blares, each 
of them bearing Li^r at the end of a Stick. 
*Tu true, this Xighc or Lanthom unfwers lit¬ 
tle to the S{dcndor of tlsc reft, bong only a 
Hogs Bladder upon a Pole, with a piece of 
Wax-Candle in it. The Chair is immediately 
follow’d by a great number of that Country 
Muheiam, who make between them a very odd 
fort of Harmony. 

The Priefts come after on Ilorfe-back with 
* long Violet-ootour’d Robes, and fquare Bon¬ 
nets, about which march oa all l^es before 
and l^hind, a great number of the Bride¬ 
grooms Friends, who inceftandy throw up in¬ 
to the Air Fire-works, which reprefent divers 
forts of Animals. The Gallant goes to vific 
hb Miftriis with chb Equipage, and returns af¬ 
ter the fame manner. When they walk toge¬ 
ther, the fame Pomp b obferv’d, at^ even when 
they go to be marry'd, with rim dliSerencc 
only, that the Woman b ca^’d in fuch a Chair, 
that ihe can fee whatever is done wuhuut be¬ 
ing 
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ing feen her felf When the Marriage Cefe< 
mony is ended, the Men dine together in Ihiiv*’ 
tide, but the Women are in another Chamber 
^ themfclves, whither the Men never come. 
The Tables of both Chambers are (b ordered, 
chat the tuo marry’d People may (It that day 
bach to back, a Wall being only ^tween them. 
Ac Night the Husband does the liononr tohit 
Wife, to receive her to lus Table, a favour 
fhe never afterwards has granted, the Men of 
this Nation having that comempe for their 
Wives, that they look «|>on them to be no bet¬ 
ter thw Slaves, th^ being like other EaAem 
Nations extreamly jealous. 

There were but three Women bom in Cbirntf 
at Bstjnns when 1 was there, fo that the Ckt- 
ntfa were at firil oblig'd to marry y*vant, bur 
their Families have fo encrcas’d rince, that now 
they have enough Daughters for the Sons: 
Thefo People arc excecdmgly addided to that 
abominable Sin which deilroy'd Sodom. Ac 
firft they never endeavour'd to conceal it, and 
when tKy were indided for ic, they anfwer’d, 
it was an innocent A&ion, a^ wr»c was al¬ 
low’d them ; many of them were neverthclcfs 
put to Death for it. 

Their Wives and Daughters are Invifiblc, at 
lead they are never feen, and they never go 
abroad : f never faw but one daring the wholo 
year that I was at Batoi/U, and that was in a 
mufe. The Men keep J-owm and tstpo Wo¬ 
men for Concubines, or make ule tn them 
when they meet them, without much Cere¬ 
mony. 

As the fmallncfsof the Women s Feet is one 
of their grcaccft Perfet^ons, and which moil 
charms the Men, fo iboa as born they put 

them 
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them into Iron Monlik) wiiich hinder their 
Growth, (b that when tikoy go ro walk, eitcy 
cm hardly keep themlclres upon their Legs. 

For fix Mofuhs from cite tird'day of the year 
they fitad and make merry, keeping a (brr of 
CsrtuvJ, which Lids Day and Night. They 
then rvn ap Tlicarres, on which their young 
People aid a kind of Comedies, for whicn they 
have odd Cloaths made on purpofe: Tiieir 
common Subje.^ are the Ltret or Hidoriesof 
Great Men. At Night during tint Reprefen- 
tohon, they pitch Bamboo's uf for^ or fifty 
kxx high, befnre the Hnafssof the moft con> 
fiderable of thmr Nation, to which dicy affix 
Fire*works th.'it cod a great deal, and Lad moil 
part of the Night. This is one of the princi¬ 
pal of their DiTcrfions. Thcfc People are very 
Indulbrious, and have a pardcuLir Talent fur 
making thcfc Firc-worki Among other dungs, 
they very nantrallv reprefent by them divers 
foruof Animals: i)ifguis’d m I hive told you, 
they run along the haters, and make tliefe 
Animals, compos’d of Paper and Wild>Acc, dy. 
They itave a Feail which they celebrate on 
the Water, in .Memory of a cuicatn Woman of 
ibetr Naiion, who drown'd iier feif, and of 
whom they tell a fine and long Tate. Tlic 
chlefcil Diverfion of this head confiib in the 
fwtit Rowing of res*eral light Boars, like ^e 
liemhU'i at ytmi*.

The Burials of the Cbrntfa iirc peiform'd with 
great CtTCiuony. When a lick Perfon is at 
dwpomc of Death, ull his Fricoth and Kelauons 
gather about him, and ark lum frankly whi¬ 
ther 
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rher l*c is going, and why he will leave ilicm ? 
Queftions very edifying, and mud» to die por- 
pofed They toll him he need only aoquaim 
them what lie wants, and alTure hhn very obli¬ 
gingly, he lhall immediately lave all he can 
aJc. 

When lie has render'd up hh poor Soul to 
the mercy of hU Ctcaror, they lay his Corps 
in a Bed of State, the RiciieQ and moft Sum¬ 
ptuous they can get. borne time after he it car- 
n’d on the lame Bed to be btlry'd, upon the 
loQuldersof twelve Men, in fneh manner char 
every body may fee him: A great nnmbcr of 
People marcli confufcdly before and after the 
Cores. Immediately next to it go the Priclh 
on llorfe-back, Habited as 1 luve told yoo. 

In long Violct-coloor'd Robes, and after them 
come the hir'd female Mourners cloath’d In 
White, and walking together under a fort of 
IJnen Tent open a-top. Thefe Mourners or 
Weepers torment (hemrclvestnoeframly, and at 
every flep almoft paifionatciy demand of the 
deed’d Perfon, Why he would (b abandon the 
World i What he wanted, and why he would 
not let k be known , fince undoubtedly he 
would have receiv'd utisfadion in all (ic could 
ask ? 

Thefe Foolilh quefUom furpria'd melefifrom 
the Months of theie People, chon they did from 
the Injh Catholicks, who inhabit a part of frf- 
UtiJ t ^ make mneh the fame Complaints 
on thefe Occafions. Tis thus the Body u car- 
ry'd to die dciiin'd place of Sepulchre, which 
ii very near half a league from They 

bury fume pieces of Silver with the Corns, and 
everyday for a year comber carry fome Viands, 
and prefent them at the Tomb of the Deceas’d, 
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with dcfign to do honour nnd Rood to him- 
It would dangerous to raft thclc Viands, fince 
ofeenrimes they poylbn them, in order to re- 
Tcngc the Attempt of fuch as ftiould prefume 
to czny them away. Unriddle who will the 
Notions of thefc poor Wretches, who treat 
tltdr deareft Friends with the fame Poyfon 
they prepare for Tlnevcs. Tis thus Religion, 
ill undertkrod, oitenrimes degenerates into Fx- 
travagance. As for the other Prefents, Fm 
well ifiur'd they poyfon them Hkewife, as well 
knowing the Motive of Inrcreft, frequently pre¬ 
vails over that of Superftition. Among tneir 
Tombs there arc fomc very Urge, and finely 
fet off; They have divers Pa^dt$ at BatavU. 
At firft fight thefc Temples feem much to rc- 
femble cl^ R()M*4i«-CachoIick Churches. 

You fee there forts of Oiapcls, Altars^ Wax- 
Tapers, Lamps, Holy-Water, Pidurcs, Statues 
aud Images of a hundred forms. The Priefts 
too ate let off with Ornaments, not unlike 
thofc of the /{omuit-Catholick Clergy. Tlicy 
wear at theic Girdles, or on dteir Anns, cer¬ 
tain Chaplets, whofe Bet^s are not all equal, 
and which they make ole of to count ce^n 
Prayers which they repeat machinally. The 
People invealfo their Devotions calculated, ra- 
Uter for a Monkey than a God, and wear riieir 
firings of liale Bullets, in like manner with the 
PricUs. 

When thefe loft celebrate they ufe many Gc- 
nufindons, rurn to the Right, Left, forwards 
and backwards, one making Invocations, and 
the ocher anfwcring him: The By>ftunders 
feem to afford great Attention. Very often, 
and el'peually a Mornings, a Prieft walks thro* 
the Street carrying a uttk I hmu »$t vfhat^ 

over 
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ofcr whofc Head ii born a fort of Canopy, 
and a great mulnittdc follows ihii Idol rery de¬ 
voutly. They have likcwife very great Procef- 
fions, in which they cany a fort of Crofs, and 
Standwds of divers (hopes and colonrv Thefe 
arc things vthich I have often feen. 

Furthermore when you ask the mod Senfible 
among them what they Worfhip, they anfwer 
very well, that they Worfhip but one God, no 
more than the HoilsmAtri ; that the Human Fi¬ 
gures you fee in thw Temples, are only Re- 
prefentarions of Men and Women, who have 
formerly Uvd well, and arc now in a Rate of 
HappincG j that the Adoration they pay them, 
is not of the fame kind with that they pay 
to God ; chat they honour them only on God s 
account, becau&they are his intimate Friends; 
and as for the other Statues of different forms, 
whereof fome feera to Strangers fo ridicu¬ 
lous and ill favour’d, it could not be thouchc 
that they believ’d them to be any thing but 
inanimate Matter, however, they affirm’d they 
reprefemed myftcrioufly the various Virraesor 
Attributes, as wc fpeak, of the moft high Pow¬ 
er whicli has tnaue the World ; and t^c theic 
Figures were very proper to captivate the at¬ 
tention of a People, who could noc be ex- 
trai^inarily mov’d at any thing but whattljcy 
fancy’d in their Imaginations, and who were 
accuftom’d to call that nothing, which was in- 
vifiblc; That a Hierc^yphick, for Example, 
wttl) an hundred Arms inff^'d them with an 
Idea of a grear Power, and dlfpos’d them to 
the profbundert AAs of Humillarion ; and that it 
was the (kmc of the reft. Tlus brings into my 
. Memory the Chriftian Expoficion, which the 
Learned Bifhop of Mhihx has given ns of the 
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Do^nc aivl Practices of hii Keiigton. Th«fc 
Idolaterfj v^hom I c4nnr»c foTbeu to call by 
chac Name, n<xwtthflanding they pretend to 
make the bed nfeof tUeJr namrat light, con> 
fell iltcy pay alfo forae Adonuian to Ac wick¬ 
ed Spirits, not tbro' Love, or anv ether Refpett 
they have fur them, but for the fame reuon 
that you flrokc a furly Dog, iliac he nwv not 
bite you, or tltat a Man oi mean Condition 
cringes to u great Lord, and tlut Lord plays 
the f^c pan oyer again at Court.^ 

'Tis ccrniialy true, that both in Cihu and 
eUewhere among the IJolatcrs, thofe Perfom 
who have been caietbleof any Rcflc^km, have 
always believ'd tmic ilicrc was only one Al- 
migluv Sovereign Power, the truly fupream 
and nbfbiute Authority noc being liahlo to Di- 
vilion. But the People ut general have noc 
thefe Ideas. 

When thefe Snbaltem Deities have ohflina^ 
ly pcrliilcd to re^lc cliolc tluno chat were 
icai'onably demanded of iltcm, they have bffe;n 
^Jiafiis’d after an cxcmplao’ manner. Sonie- 
tlmct their Temples have bew rasd, atfd their 
Prieds deivea away from tlieir Idob. I'adiot . 

dd'p^ayi mis fo well, ahat i capnoc 
help tTiakutg uJe of hu very Words. 

* When die People are tir'd , tlicy Defpirc, 

* Revile, and even Peat their God*, f'o^of a 

* Spirit, fay Acy. a* if tiicy were fpcakuig to

* Temple j thou art wcil g'llt, well fed uiul 

* incem'd, god yet thou ett ^ungraceful, a>co

'fhe Chmefti have a great (hare of exterior 
Devotion, ^me Inflances of which 1 have ob- 
ferv’d Tlic Butchers blefs their Meat before 
they expofe it to Sale, and every one blelTes his 
Vidals, before he pus it into lus Mouth. The 
Matter of the Houfc repeats divers Payers, 
and reiterates many Genufledions, after which 
he ofieis what he las to thofe chat are prefent. 
I know chi* by Experience, and 1 know iike- 
wife, they would take it for an unpardonable 
Affront, ihonld any one refufe to eat what they 
lb offer'd him. 

The third fort of Inhabitants of (and 

who might take it ill for not being nam'd the 
Hrit, were it not that 'tts cuttomary to prefer 
the Rich to the Poor ) arc the or Na¬ 

tives of the lOand. They are Tawny, of mo¬ 
derate Smure, and xvcll inap'd. 

They go half-naked, and keep part of their 
Hair under their Turbants, but let fall the refi. 1 
once (aw a Prince at iteiaaria, who went 
Habited after the thlUnd FafluonjOnty he kept his 
Turbanc. Tlteii Huu arc made with and 

P covet'd 
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cover'd with Leavet^and are fordteinoft partfmall 
and ill butir. The whole Family lies, if i may 
fo fpeak, in one Chamber. 1 hefc People arc 
exrrcamly fobcr, and hare no Appetite to eac 
much. ^ Th^’ ohenthnes content thcmlelvcs 
with a little Rice, Fruit, and dry'd Filh. Bc- 
inj? they ole no inehnadne; Li¬ 

quors. 7*4 oi: pure Water, is their ordinary 
Drink: They have the Reputation of having a 
great deal of Wit, and being quick of Appre- 
nenfion. ’Tw faid they are caccetUng fiiithful 
CO one another, but Sentngen fomerimes hnd 
they are not the fame to them, being pofTcfs'd 
with that wicked and pernicious Maxim, not 
to keep Faith with fuch as they think Herc- 
ticks, neither in Rclipous Matters, nor any 
thing elfc. They arc Laborious, and above all, 
good Fifbermen. 

They ail wear by their Sides, and in Scab¬ 
bards, Daggen poyibn'd h-alf-wav with a moft 
fubtii fort of I’oyfon, which fbme of them 
know how co temper fo, that it fhall never 
operate but %vhen, and as often as they plcafc; 
The inotl dangerous of ihcl'e Poyfons is the 
iup ot a Tree, which grows in the IQand of 
The Inliabitants of that lOand make 
ul'e of ir to poyitm their little Darts, which 
iltcy Iht^ out of Trunks. Tire J*vmu Ibrae- 
cimes ulc a certain Drink to make them furi¬ 
ous, axxd-when they arefo, they cry incellant- 
ly> ^erti, .iwim, Mdiivds in their Language 
llgnirtei, 'KillfkdL Tdiey ilien run about like 
\Dd-Men, and kill wMaicvcr conics in their 
way with .wxindetAll Addiels and Agility. To 
fave your Life at ilmt JunAurd, ^cre is no 
better i«av than to run ftom them as Toon as 
you fee Lik.m coming at a dUlancc, but this 
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k in cafe yoo are not in a Condition to de¬ 
fend your (<rff. 

Thole CuOonn they have in cenunon with 
the People of their ••Neiehhours, and 

thofe of the Iflc of Ctlrha to the Eift of y*va. 

Thcl* kilt make ulc likewiie of the Cm or 
Cncy a poyfon’d Ponyand: Thev make them- 
felves mad in like manner wi()i the y£V 4 mif 
with tbcir Liquid Ofittuty of which they take a 
cerrain Dole to render them dauntlels and fti- 
rioDs. They haul out :,i/iA,«, Mtkj, a* the 7 #- 
•fomm do Amtrti. When tltcy are in this Condi¬ 
tion, they think only of killing, or being kill'd 
thetnlclvei. A Tingle in this furious 

Hamuur, would attack a whole Regiment. 

They have Iron CorTelets, and with their Cm, 
wear Hkewife a Sabre and a : They al(b 
fhoot poyfon'd Data out of a Trunk. Certain 
pieces of Paper with Magick Chamaer* which 
they carry about them, are, they believe, a 
more powerful Prefetvadve, than either thiif 
Arm* or their Armour. 

When 1 was at Butavia, the Criewas forbid¬ 
den to the common and only Officers 

and other i*errons of DlUindion, had the Pri¬ 
vilege to wear it. They were dUlinguilhable 
by this Weapon, the ilile whereof was mafly 
Gold, as likewifc by Guards, which the People 
of Quality were attended by. Thclfe were 
arm'd widi Wooden llalf-pikes, which they car- 
ry'd upright: Priiices and Ambafladors have a 
number of thefe Guards to wait on them. *rhe 
Princes, ^e. arc carry'd on Peoples Stiouk ♦ 
ders in a fort of Utter cover'd, in the mid¬ 
dle of which they ik croTs-legg'd like our Xay»

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The Women, according to com¬ 

mon Report, are extraordinary amorooi, and 
what U uncommon, their Pal&on u no lefi 
coniUmthan llrtng< They hequendy make 
ufe of Philtres, which 1 have beu aflttr'd they 
adminifler to their Loren with Succefs: And 
when they fufpe^ that any of clsem have been 
fakhlefsto them, they do not fail to regale 
them with fueb a Dru^ as ^cUy fends them 
CO the Kingdom of Moles, lo tluc it requires 
a Mans Confidendon twice, before he enga¬ 
ges with thofc fora of Females once. There 
are a gteac nuny who not being (b much ex- 
^’d CO farigocs as the Men, are not near fo 
Tawny, and who might pals even in Fjrr*ft • 
for Genteel. They have likewife good Faces, 
efp^ally the younger fort, according to d'c 
notion we have of Deaun. Their pretty fwcl- 
ling Dreads have no coniormicy with the dang¬ 
ling Duggs of die homely jifritamt near the 
Their Complexiuns are fine and good, 
tho’ a little browmlli, their Hands fair, their 
Air frft , their Eyes fprightly, and their 
Laughing agreeable: To put all together, there 
arc many of them chat are perfedly handfom. 

1 have feen feme Dance the mod ohain^gly 
thata:Ki]d be. They go about Streets with a 
fon of Drummer after their mode, who beats 
rime to their Motions j and after the young 
Wench has ended her Dance, one gives her 
fomctliing for Encouragement. Another Charm 
they have, u, chat they arc excreamly neat and 
cleanly, their Religion obli^ng them to wa/h 
ihcrofelvcs all over fevcral times a Day^ and 
their Cuitom being, as I have already oblerv'd, 

CO clear their Skins of all chat hind:cs them 
from being cxircamly foft and linooth. After 
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all diu> I know not whether Jjrv* may not pafs 
for a gallanc Country. 

Blit after 1 have cemmended thefc jolly Wo¬ 
men fo much, 1 can't help adding to their 
DU^vantage, that if all I have hcanl be true, 
they are not extraordinary faithful to their 
Husbands f nevcnhelcfi, they feem cwrcamly 
Submiffivc. They lie ^vcling along upon the 
Gtound while their Husbands fit, elpc^ly if 
there be any Strangers there, (fw it may be 
inferr’d from all I have faid, they do not con¬ 
ceal themielv’es like the ChimtCttf or other Ma- 
htma^nsof Tmrkni Fcfjuij and clfcwhere:) But 
I generally fpeaking, thefc coucham Pofturei 
lignihe little to their Honefty, and are of no 
more Signification, than ^c«nr tmji bunAU Sa- 
vjmt at the end of a Letter. 

Thefc Women go in their Hair, and have for 
Habtea Ihort Waucoat with little Sleeves lac’d 
before, whi^ fits clofc without joining, and 
being cur Qoptng a-rop, difcovers great pan of 
their BreaBs. Utsder this Corfclct which hard¬ 
ly reaches to their Hipps, they wrap tfieir 
dies in a Ton of Scarf or divers Colours, which 
ferves them for a Petticoat, and which being 
light and thin, requires two or three folds to 
keep them warm. Thb covers them to their 
Ancles, but as they wear no Smocks, there is al¬ 
ways alillof browniih Flelh (which it may be, 
would not be bener if it were altogether white) 
feen between the bottom of the Wallcoat, and 
the upper part of the hcmf This covering fit¬ 
ting clolb to their Bodies, difplays the bad 
flwpcs of fomc of them, as it does the good of 
othen, which Lift has, I know not what bc- 
witc/ing efle^. The richeft of Women wear 
Slippers, vvhich perhaps may be a mark of 

Pi 
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Diflin^on, bccaafe few wear them, tho* they* 
co(t but little. 

When thefe Women marry any or 

other Chriftians, they are likewifc oblig’d to 
erpoufe the Chrillitn Religion. Goa only 
knows what fort of ClirHlianlry that is, for 
from* the third and fourth Generation, the 
Children that sue born of thefe .Marriages, al¬ 
ways go after ihc JavAm Mode. It is thefe 
forts of Converts chat generally fill the Mshy 
Church before mcr.tion o; The number of C.On- 
vensis much left, in that the Men tiav.* not 
the fame Mothret for Converfitm. The Chri- 
flian Women being hut very few for the Chri- 
ftians themfeives, the can get none 

of them, let them be at mocb Converts as they 
pleafe, whereas the fcarcity of that Sea often- 
eimes occafiom the Chrillian Men to m.arch 
with the Women. 

The Marriages between the Men and 
Women, are concluded with few or no Cere¬ 
monies, in like manner as their Burials are. 
They c^l themfefres of the Seil of and 

defpifc the other ultbo' they arc 

all of the fame Sentiments concerning the prin¬ 
cipal Articles of their Belief. 

Before we leave the Kland of Jttvd, 1 will 
ohfetvc fomo Particulan concerning It, (lightly 
couch’d by the famous L»Jreiai Vaiemanniy of 
whom I have formerly fpoken. In my Opinion,

Noting Remarkable happen’d to ns till we 
came to me Ci^ of Gccd Hefty unleis that in 
our way we icamt from a Dutch Ship tlnr was 
going to Bjaevidy that the Peace of Rtfusti 
was concluded and fign’d. As (bon as Fleet 
had uudcrilood this News, the Cannons began 
to loar ontour Joy, Doles were dtihnhatcd to 
all the Ships Crews, and all the Seamen em¬ 
brac'd, as if they had not feen one another for 
many years. Healths went briskly rotmd, and 
in a word, nothing was wanting that could 
coombuce to our Rejoydng: Bat withal, we 
could not hdp thinking that this Peace would 
not laft long. The next day wc arriv'd in fight 
of the CaM, and about Noon approach'd the 
little Iflc KebbtUy which lies at the entrance in¬ 
to thcGuiph. 

We citen (aw appear upon one of tlie Ndgb* 
bouring Mountains calVd the DevUi Mttmty « 
certain Mifl^ which was an irdalltble fore¬ 
runner of furious Winds, that very much in¬ 
commode VcBeU even in the Bzy, and our 
Captain fbre-(eeing what was like toenfue, 
immediately gave out bis Orders concerning 
it.

At lennh the 
Wind being appeas'd, and becoming favoura¬ 
ble, wc Anchor'd in the Bay the 12th of Ft- 
trugrj^ 1698. Next day we weru a-fhoar, and 
every' one provided hitnTdf with fach Rcffcfh- 
nient as the time would permit him to gee. 

Since wc are iiappily arriv’d once more at the 
Cxft of G^d hhftj I'll keep the promife I for¬ 
merly made, and add fome Pantculan to what 
1 have before faid. 

The Point of the C^, which is, as every one 
knows, in the jyth ]>;gree of Soothem Lati¬ 
tude, advances a great way Into the Sea. The 
violent Storms that reign there arc fo terrible, 
chat the mod skillful \urtners are at a lofs how 
to manage them, fo that the Bay which feeras 
to be fine, is render’d di&grccablc by thefe 
'Tempefh. The Winds drive in fuch pro¬ 
digious Surges, that no Cables hardly arc able to 
oppofe them. 

The loft Fleet had a lad experience of this, 
loftng many of Its Ships, and if the Temped 
had laded but half an hour longer, ’as nro- 
hable nor one would h.ive eicap'd, fince thofe 
few that did ride it our, did it by the good hold 
of thdr lad Anchor. 

This Bay feems to penetrate far into tire Land, 
and is about three Leagues long, and two 
broad. Ide lies on the Larl/^i, or left 

f>do of ihe Ship, h i$ rery flat, and about two 
Leagues about. 

I fey 
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1 Fay and nor Rj/fi*, as it is written 

by the greateft pan of oar French Traveller* 
and Geogrstphen, who not undcrftandlng the 
Word, have chang’d the Sence and Orthogra¬ 
phy of it, as ! conld prove by a great many 
Examples. When the Frtnfb write RchiM, they 
imagin I fuppofe, this Ifland had it* Name 
from feme Reierf, whereof Rohm is the Kick- 
name, but this is gtofly erroneo^ The Ille 
u-as in truth fo call’d from certain Fifli nam'd 
in Flench They arc a Ibix of Sea- 

Dogs, found in great abundance about this 

llUnd. 

Tlte Fort is on the other fide of the Eay to 
the Right, and almoft South-Eailward of this 
little Ifland : It lies behind Come llills, fo that 
you cannot fee it till you are got a good way 
into the Bay. It docs not command ail of it, 
as many have mwdvifcdly Written. It is a te¬ 
gular Ftntsicm fac’d with Stone, and without 
any Ditches or Outworks. Tis well pointed 
with Artillcr)’, and his yoo Men in Garri- 
fon. In it the Governor and alt the Officers 
of the Compart)' live. 

Abour feven or eight hundred Paces from 
the Fort, and near cne Sea, there is a little 
Town with about ;oq Houles in it. The Streets 
arc Ibait, and drawn by Line; the Houfes arc 
built with white Stones, and at a diilance it 
piomifcs much more than you find when you 
come near, ncvetthclcfs it has wherewithal to 
content any body, and you obferve the HaiitutJ 
neatnefs enough in it. There arc a great many 
Inns which fumifli what ProvUiom you have 
occafion for. 

Hard by b the Comunji principal Garden t 
It b about lyoo Paces long, and ifo broad, 

but 
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but to deal ingcmioufly, I did not find ft fo 
Magnificent, as 1 hare feeo it dc^b'd. Tis 
croc, you there raoft channing Walks of 
Orange and Citron-Tre^ of all kinds, which 
reach to the^ end. It is alfb fnmifii'd with 
Pw-Trecs, Apple-Trees, Pomgranatc-Trees, 
Fig-Trees, Peach-Trees, Quince-Trees, and 
all other Fruit-Trees, as well Ettnptjm as Wi- 
m; but all thefe grow low without being 
Dwarfe, yet they thrive as well as one ctmld 
A certain part of this Garden has been 
ail^'d for Mufeat-Vines, which bear good 
and fur Grapes. 

It has likewiTc in g^t abundance almoft all 
ofuc Ibtts of Herbs, Pullc, Flowers and other 
Plants. It is water’d by divers Rirttlca which 
firil from certain Places in rfhc Mountains , 
and are diftributed into rereral arrificial Ca¬ 
nals. All about this Garden there are a 
great many thick Trees, which tho' they de- 
rcnJ it tolerably from the Wind, yet they can¬ 
not abToIutely do it, which is the reafon that 
things don’t thrive there wonderfully well The 
Trees themlclves donor alfp grow fo kindly os 
in other Places. 

A little fanher on the Declivity of the Moun¬ 
tain, you fee here and there many Houfes fur- 
rounded with Vines , Gardens and Groves, 
which together have a very agreeable ofie^ on 
the Eye. 

The Cumfamj has anotlser Garden about a 
League off, which lies in a better Soil, and is 
more fheltor’d from bad Winds. You havothere 
lone Walks of Oaks, as far as your Eye can 
well reach, and a large Wood of young Trees 
of the fame Idnd rais’d from Acorns. One day 
rlwy may likcwUc make ufc of thefe Trees 
. for 
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for Honfcs and Ship*. At there are 

Trees liifor the Car^utcr only, in a Foreft a- 
bout (WO Leagues from the Fort. 

The Goveri>or has a pleaiiuic Houfe call’d 
about two Leagues from the Oifo 
Here he lives the grcatclt part of the year, not 
only on account oi the Air, which is Excel- 
Uitu, the hne rrofped, and the admirable boil, 
but alfo by radon of the great quantity of 
Game which are thereabouts. Hunting i^ng 
the greateft and moil profitable Divedion of 
this Country. 

Ten Leagues from the up in the Coun* 
try, there is a Colony calld Dr0^tfijin. Ic 
coofiils of about ^oo bouls, as well Hdl^mders 
as Frtndt Protcllants, whicli laft fled from Frtnct 
upon revoking tlie EJUi of N*>nx^ 

This Colorw extends eight or ten leagues 
about, bccaufe the Soil not being equally good 
every where, tlicy were fain to cultivace mofc 
fpots they found to be good, and which oc- 
caOon'd them to fcattcr ihcrofelYcs abroad. 
The Earth produces here witlrout much La¬ 
bour, Wheat and other Com, which yields 
from thirty to Hixty for one. As every Grain 
ihoocs up a great nwry Stalks, they low here 
very chin: the Hancllis inthc Month of jfa- 
nuttn. 

The Vine bears Grapes two years after it 
has b^n Planted, and that in gre» abundance 
without Cultivating, infomum that in fome 
Places a thoufand foot of Vincs'ard will yield 
fix Hogs-bcads of Wine. To fpeak Trum the 
Wine n none of the befl; being apt to be 
Green, wliich proceeds panly fronr the Pock 
pies not giving themfelves the trouble to chute 
Ikch Pianti as are molt agreeable to the Soil 

and 
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afld Clinwfe, and partly in tliat rlicy a« not 
accuitora d to fupportchc Branches with a Vine- 
• Prop. They arc liXewife wanting in not leaf- 
jng the \ incs well, for as the Soil is Rich, 
ilicy Ihoot forth Wood and Leaves in fneh 
great abundance, that the Sun U not able to 
pener^e to the Grapes, and this Conjeaure 
jsthc better grounded, in that I my fclf have 
frequently feen and eaten Grapes here,'that 
have been ^comparably better when expos’d 
to the Sun, than thole that lay hid under die 
Leaves.

Affes, pegs iiiid Wiid-Caa. i 3 ut the nwft fierce 
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of thefc Anunali retire int<* the Coun^, fo 
foon a* the Country-men to till the 

Ground. Tlte Lions and Tlgrc> arc bddeft 
in coming to fcaich for Prey near the Habi- 


As for the UMUirm there is no fuch fort of 
Dealt The old and tnoft curumi Inhabuants 
of the Cam, arc well fadsfy'd with it, and he 
that made C^tfjrs CfimtntntJnrio was a Lvar, as 
well ttsthc rdt The Rhinoceros is the tme 
four - footed Umicem , for there arc Fun , 
Birds ^ and fomc Infers, that have likcwife 
bur one Horn. 1 could hcanily wilh eo have 
feen one of thefe Rhinoceros's, hy rcaf^ of 
the many Fables that arc told of that Beau« 
as well as of the Crocodiles, and a hundred 
oclier Animals. Mv Fnends that had feen of 
them, lauglt’d ax JiU the Figures the Painters 
gave of them, and wliich arc here fubjomd 
for Curiofidcs fake. Certainly nothing^ be 
more Comical, than fo many pretended Etn- 
bolfings j all which however is fiibulous. Tire 
true Rhinoceros has a Hide like »that of an 
Elephant, and the older he is, the more 
wrinkled he will be : It is the fame with us in 
chat Refpea. We may very well that 

die Rhinoceros has but one Horn, in Ipttc ot 
all the fabulous Rchnons of thofe we call Na- 
luralifts: This Horn is at the extremity of the 
Nofc He has a fort of Hair in his Tail that 
is black, as large as a great Knimng-NcHIc, 
and harder tlian Whalc^ne. 111 fay nothing 
of CarocUons Which arc common in thisCoun- 
rry, unlcfs dot it is not true that they live 
without eating, which we vulgarly call li¬ 
ving upon the Air. They live upon Flics, and 
fuch like little Creatures. 
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The ordinary Game here are Partridges, both 
Red, Grey and Wliite, and rcry large and fat 

Pbeafonts, Woodcocks and Turrk-Doves. On 
thefe for the raoft pari the Inhabitants Sublift. 
The New-Comers to the Colony are forbid to 
kill any of their Cattlc,till they have paid a cer¬ 
tain Ehiiy to the Company. 

The Oxen are of three kinds, all prerty 
large, and very fwifc- One fort have a bun^ 
upon their Backs, another have their Horns 
hanging down, and a third fon liave theirs ex- 
treamly elevated, and as fine as 1 have feen in 
Somh-finttfM aboQC LenJm, 

Some years before I came to the a 
Lion of monftrous fizc had leap*d over into a 
wall’d Enclofure near the Fon, and having 
ttrangled an Ox, carry'd him almoft whole 
over the liimc Wall to the TMc hfountain ; I 
fay almolt whole, becanlc I dare not aliinn It 
was^ entirely lb, tho* i have every body's word 
for it. Next day they went to hunt this fa¬ 
mous Beaft, and having laid a Snare for him, 
ne was taken and kill’d. I have feen 1 ^ Skin 
wliich was nail’d againft a Board as one enters 
tlw Fort. There is kept the Skin of another 
IJon who was found dead, having four Por¬ 
cupine’s quills fticking on it 5 and of a wild 
Horfe that was kill’d in the Woods. He had 
no Tail, and was fponedlike a Leopard. 

The Tlgres of tnis Country are very fmall, 
whereas they arc exceeding large in the lUand 
of Taxw. The Dogs who dio' never fo ftrong 
and numerous, dare not purfuc a Lion, hum 
boldly thcle Iktlc Tigres. When djclb Bealls 
can get into any Park, they Ilranglc abundance 
of Deer, but only fuck tlwir Blood, uidcftihcy 
arc exceeding hungry. 
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The CoKunf p'tcs twenty Crowns to *nv 
one that kuU a lion, and ten to him that kilte 
a Tigit:, which has occafion'd many bnara-

or Exuniple one is. That they tie a piece of 
FI^ to the muzzle of a Gnn witlt abrals Wire, 
and tlic other end being fuilen’d to the Tri^, 
as (bon as the Beall lazes the Bait the Gun 
goes off, and either kills or wounds bun- 

Breod here is not worth above a Penny a 
pound, altho* the Bakers arc oblig’d to buy all 
the Com of the Cfmftmyt ht like ntanner as they 
arc their Wine, their Beef, their Mutton, and 
their Tobacco. The Ornifm for three Crowns 
gives the Inluibitanis a nieaiWe of Com, that 
weighs a hundred and four-lcore Pounds. The 
Price of Beef and Mutton is fctlcd at two 
pence a Pound, and Tobacco at forty Pence, 
Soap is Ibid at eighteen pence a Pound, and 
at a hundred Pence the Afmglt^ Beet 
is exceeding cheap.

for tlicm, and affords theoi every day fomc ireui 
Tokens of their Refpeft. 

I was told, if i rrmcinber well, while I was 
with cholc good People, thap the Pallot Om 
^ Q Cbprcfi, 
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Chnrch, a rery honeft and fcnfible Man, was 
^kmg a new Tranllation of rhe Pftlmt in 
’ or Icaft correAing, to iIjc beft of his 
Power, that of Aiarvt and B<X0tf to render 
thole ucr^ more intelligible, than they 
wrein this Jargon which b nowb<xome Ri- 
dkulons, fiarbarons and Scandalous. 

When our poor Brethren of the Cm had 
form d a dcTign in to go and fettle in 

that Country, t^y had a conliderable Sum gi- 
VCTth em (<x their Encouragement, were 1 ran- 
Iported thither wirhoci any Charge, and up¬ 
on their Arrieai had as much Land aiCgn^d 
** they could Manhre. They were tike- 
wife fomUh d with Husbandry Tools, Vi^uab 
and Cloaths, urithour being oblig'd to pay any 
Tribute or Interefi, till fnch rime as 
they ^ould be in a condition to reimbuiie their 

a confiderable 

v^llct^ioa made for them at BataviSj whic^ 
Sum was remitted to them proportionably to 
their Occa/ions. They took up their Provifi- 
ons on die prices before-mentson'd, which arc 
highly reafonahic coniidering the Place: Be- 
u * *01"^** ivcry advantageous thing for them 
mat Slaves were nor dear. Moreover they 
Mve conliJenble ferviccs done them by the 
N«ives of that Province, whom the H^lLnJtrt 
call becaufe they often hear them 

pronounce chat word. For the fame realbn the 
Sfsmjrdr gave the name of Ptrm to that part of 
the World which they had invaded. 

Our Refi^ftt make the Htttau»tt work in thdr 
xlarvciU, vintages, anl' whatever die they 
picafe, for a little Bread Tobacco. As they 
have leave to Hunt, thcli V'iduais coft them 
Utuc or notliing. Hardly any thing is fcarce 

amor^g 
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among them bar Wood, and chat is of no great 
Coniwqaencc, becaafe the Climare being Hoc, 
they have only occafion for ic for the Kjrchim 
For the fame reafon they arc put to no great 
czpencc for Cloaths, the flighted and meaned 
Staffs being good enough. They buy moreo¬ 
ver a great many things at very cheap races 
of the sailors, who couch at the C»^ from ail 
goarters of the World, Tls true, to fell their 
Commodities they mud carry them to the 
which as I have already told you, is about ten 
Leagues from the Colony: buctl^ Inconveni¬ 
ence h not over-great, betxufe the way if 

f ood, and their Oxen will calily travel ic In q 
ay. 

Every one mud eafiW conceis'e there are no 
beginnings without Diflnculcies, and cur honed 
Country-men did not meet with a few at fird, 
but then they were charitably reliev'd, as I 
hare already obfenr'd, and at length God was 
pleas'd fo to blcfs their Labours, that they are 
at prefenc perft^ly at cafe, nay, fume of theof 
gre become very Kich. 

In (onie parts of the the Landskips are 
wonderful nne, efpecially where our new In- 
habicancs were fetled, and the Air b admirably 
good. Fine and large Rivulets contribute to 
the fertility of the tjoil, which fumifhes Wine 
In abundance, witlt all forts of Com. The 
little Hills arc cover'd with Vines, expos'd to 
the bed Sun, and (hcltcr'd from the bad Winds. 
Spring-water flows at the foot of thefc Hills, 
and waters in Its courfe the Gardens and 
Orchards which arc flll’d with all forts of 
Fruits, Herbs and pulfe, 3$ well Eurofttn af^^ hh- 
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Oi}C of the Rtfiiniy nam'd TaiStfrr, a very 
n^fv hlan, and curioiu above 

all thing) in thefe Particulars, has a Garden 
which may very well pafs for fine. Nothing 
there H wanting, and all is in fo good ordc? 
Md to neat, that ir may very well pafs for 
likcwifc a great Yard very 
well Wl d, and a large quantity of Oxen, Slieep 
and Hi^es, which according to the Cuflora 
®‘ feed all the year wlrhout-doonj 

Md find fo great plenty of Nourilhmcm, that 
they have no occafion for Winter-fodder. This 
generous Man receives and regales all tbofc 
that ^re fo iwppy as to come to fee him. He 
has the bell Wine in the Country, and which 
IS not unlike our fmall Wines of CSawp-ptr. 

All this cOnfidcr’d, *tis ceruin die Ciot is an 
extraordinary Refuge for the poor Fre^i I*ro- 
tenants. They there peaceably emoy their 
^ ®hd live in good Correfpondence 

"f r ® who, as every one knows, arc 

Of a fntnk and down-right Humour. 

I tUuaapt! arc cxcreamly ugly and 

loatlii^, if unc m^ give the name of Men 
to fudi /\nimals. They go in Companies, live 
in Holes or vile Cottages, and have notKhcr 
taiethan tti rear and feed their Cattle, of which 
rfio they have great Numbers, yet as 1 have 
l^n credibly alfui'd, dicy iviU kill none for 
ihar Uit,*, but cat liich as generally die of Dif^ 
calcs.. They arc evtrcamly lazy, and had 
nthcr undergo almoR Famine, dun apply thcra- 
Icivw to any Labour, cuiucnting tljcmfclvcs 
wirh what Nature has pn>duc'd of her felf. 
J by a Root that refemWes 

«nr Skirrets. They roa/l ir, and oftentimes 
m4kc Kinto Pail,which iiilicii DrtaJ, and Ibmc- 
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what like oar Chcfnnt. Tlwy cat raw riclhard 
Fife, finding them, it fccmi, better, and more 
farouT)' fo, than when are boil'd or fry d : 

Nay, they trouble the Kttchin fo little, that 
when they find a dead Bcaft t^y injmediatcly 
embowel liim, fwcet or ftinking, and having 
prefk'd the Guts a little bcwccn their Fingers, 
they eat the remaining Tripe with the gteatcil 
Appetite that can be. . . .* 

Thefc People arc almoft all of th.it Stature 
which we call midling. Their Notes arc ^r, 
their Eyes round, their Mouths wdc, their 
Ears the fame, and their Forelands low. They 
have very linlc Beard, and that which they 
haveis black and woolly. 1 heir Hair is extream- 
ly frizled. They arc not born very Tawny, 
but they quickly befmear thcmlelvcs fo with 
Sooc and Greafe, or feme fort of Oil, that 
they become black as Jet, upon which they 
lay ihcmrclveson their Backs expos'd to the 
Son, that the Colour may better penetrate and 
dry In. This Embcllillimcni renders them lo 
noilbm, cfpccixlly when it is hoc,^ihat one 
cunnot conic ncir them writhout being rcidy 

to Vomit. , 

In Summer they go all naked except tlwt 
part which the Men rut into a Calc made on 
nurpofe for it, and which longs to a thong of 
Leather dm is ty d about their Reins. In in¬ 
ter they generally cover their Shoulders with 
a Sheep Skin: They never wear any dung upon 
their Heads. Their Hair is all fmlcd, grcaiic, 
and powOci'd widi Dull, and moreover mat¬ 
ted together in Tuft*, ro ol which longs 
a pioxof Glafs, or lome fmall blrof C^per 
or^^othcr .Metal. They pafs thro the lower 
nan of their Ears wpich arc broad and large, 
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a ronnd Stick of the length of an Inch, and 
jnoch thicker than one’s Thuink About this 
larding-pin they hang Shells and loch like 
Toys as they wear m their Hair, which as 
you may ima^ne occahons a pretry Jinking, 
toch as their Horfcs tikewife make with the 
iiime Materials. Strange that thefe fordid 
Creatures that live like Hogs> fhould have any 
notion of Ornaments! In truth they have nd 
Religion, yet 1 have been told they have cer> 
tain myfteriou? Ceremonies which fccn» to de¬ 
note their having feme Idea of a fovereign Be¬ 
ing. I have many times feen them dance and 
clap their Hands, looking toward the Moon^ 
which 1 know they falutc at cercain Sr:)runsj 
from her Ntw to her w. It feera'd to be a 
kind of WoKhip they pay’d tba- Planet, howe¬ 
ver it rcighr he only a fonpic demonilration 
of Joy^ on account of thcLigh^ that it brought 
them. 

Some tike for a fort of Circumcinonj whac 
tbeMothrn '*o to their New-bom Males, whofb 
right Tefticle they always tear away with 
their Teeth, and earit| but I rather think they 
do Ib to render thofc Children more nimble^ 
and proper for Hunting. However it be, this 
is the gwral pradice of the Hotttmttu at dte 
Csff. After thele barbarous Mothers have thus 
maim’d their pwr Children, they give them 
Sea-water to ^drink, and put Tofagcco in their 
Mouths, believing thefe twb th^gs in con- 
luiidion with what was before done, would 
render them fb robuft and fupple, that they 
might overtake a Roe>buck in his full ^ar^ 

For all rivis nafUnefs they are made ufe of 
by the Ghriftianj of th fc Pam, and for a bit 
rrf Bread or Tobacco, may be nude to work 
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a whole Day. Bat then care mod be taken of 
two things, FiHl mher to promUc than threa¬ 
ten them, and by no means to abridge their 
Liberty : and Secondly, not to pvc them any 
thine to eat dll after their Work is done thu 
fame Liberty which they arc fo fond of. al- 
wavs enclining them to uve at 
cehity being the only Spur that puftjcs them on

But what is yet more fnchtful^U their Necks i 
they feem to have two longt half-dry’d, and 
tulf-hird Hoggs Bladders &nginB at them. 
Tltcfe nafly Dogs, whole Flcfli is black, wrin¬ 
kled and rt^h as Shagreen, come down os low 
|u tlittir Navels, and have Fillcmoc Teats as 
large as thoFe of a Cow. lit troth thefe Twing¬ 
ing Udders have elds coitunudious in thetn^ 
that you m^y lead a Woman by them '-/Ai tlte 
Right or Left, forwatds or backwards as you 
nlc^ Fpr die mo(^ part they throw them 
behind dieir Shoulders to fuckte their Child, 
Who is flung upon tlicir Backs. Notwitldbnd- 
ing all this, tnc vanity of thefe ugly Witches 
h incredible. Tlicy Euicy thcmfelves rhs fipeib 
Womenin the World, and look on tisfroin top 
lo bottom with their Hands to their Sidev diU 
d^fally, Tis laid, they are of 4 Arange 
Temper, and that at cenaln times liave a 
NTadncfi comes upon them, during which they 
as flrong a Vapour from their Bodies, as 
thole of a Hindin^fon. They wear a sort 
of Petticoat^ whicli covers them from their ® 
tlicir Knees, which however is not 
heufTary, Mnce certain Skins hanging front 
then upper puts like Furbclos, arc I'uffidcnr 
to do that C^cc, Some have told me they liad 
^ tilt 
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lUc Catioficy to look under thefc Vdls, and 
an end of Tobacco procur'd diem due Li¬ 
berty. 

Men do not intermix with Wonan abroad^ 
each Sex Im ia Atfain apart, and go in diffe¬ 
rent Companies. Tltey neither knew what Qold 
or silver was, or lud any notion of Money till 
the arriT-al of the IblLnJtn at the C^f«, Htcif 
LIuinanity towards one unother, yields in no¬ 
thing to chat of dte Cb'mtfa. Thc^ mutoally 
affiA each other in their Neceffitres, to that 
degree tlrac they may properly be laid to have 
nothing of their own: 'Their Addrcli in dan- 
ing their Ztg*)t is finmilar. This H n fort of 
litlf-fHke, arm'd at tne end with fomewliat 
chat is hard and pointed. They arc fo exad 
when they throw thu Pike, that they will do it 
within the compafs of a Crown. Tis with 
this they dan Flln, fo that they never want an]j 
^ible of that kitKL 

The Cimfimj lias foconltder^ble a Tiade with 
them, that they have atmoA all their Cattle 
fiom them. They bring great numben of 
Oxen and Sheep to rlic Cafv, and the 

f ives for eadi, as modi roll'd Tobacco of dto 
igncls of one's Thumb, as will rcadi from tiie 
If»dls Pbrehcad, to the root of Ids Tail; or 
clfe they have fur each BcaA a c«rtatn mearurtt 
of fuchas they a^rec upon. Thia 

Commetcc urigorbuily forbid to ^ new.In¬ 
habitants, who are not allow’d to pnrehafe 
any C^auel of the Jlatmacn in any manner 
whatfoever, under the penalty of yo. 5 <w» (or 
tl)c ArA Oficnce, aoo for the Second^ and be¬ 
ing whipp'd and banifh'd for the third. The 
Ccmfanf Iclh every Ox again for af hlf/rms^ and 
every tiheep for /even, in a manner that with* 
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out ranch burdening the Buyer, or running any 
Rjfqae, iliey nuke great Proftr. 

However ignorant, or rather how beftial fo- 
ever the Hattettm are, th^ knnw fomerhing 
of SimfUs, and make nfc of rhem with Succe^ 
Let one he bit with any venomous Crearnre, 
be one Vounded or Uiceraced, or let there 
be any Swelling or indammation, they know 
how to go eaadly to the Plant that will cure 
them, adminifter the Remedy with greater 
Spcceis, than we oftentimes do otus. The 
Sick that have been brought a-flioar at the 
have often experienc’d thb, and thole Wounds 
that tmry skii'fiil Surgeons have given over, 
have in a fhort rime been cur'd by thefe Peo* 
pic. The moft ordinary way u to pound the 
Herbs, and apply them fo to the Wound, but 
the Patient fwallcws likewife diven Juices 
prcfi’d out of the fame Herbs. 

Neither this Nation, nor any of ihe others 
of the Southern Point of Afnt*, are abfolutelpr 
without Government. They have even hcrcdi- 
lary Chiefs, who may reaf maWy be call’d Kingx, 
beaufe they wear a fort of Crowns as 1 have 
been often inform d b>’ a curious Traveller , 
who peoetrated two hundred Leagues up in* 
CO the Country Bur titho* thefe (Jue6 may 
have a general Right to infped the condua 
of rtc People, tnev feldom make ufe of ir but 
in time of War, and then too not always. The 
Inhabitants fcatcer'd here and there, form jto 
chemlefvvs (xriain forts of little Kcpublicks, 
where they obferve Cuffoms that have in time_ 
become Laws. J have already told you, they 

? ini(h (eveiely willful Murtber, Adultery and 
Itcft. They have divers other ulages fouiv 
ded upon natural Equity, which thty make ufe 

of 
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bf for confcnration of their Kind, and the Re-

unfcrflandGg with *'/' 
but as there are fbroc of them that have Wa» 
with the Ihumtm, Neighboure to the ^ 
thsHttUnJm, wtofe Inicrctt u “ 5 ° 
them, think themfclvcsoftennmcs obUg d to de¬ 
clare on their fide. 

As we touched at the C#pf the time wc 
Jaw a Detachment of thirty or fo^Y XJkkB 
Soldiers, who had been fent by the Governor 
againft 6ve or Gx Thoufand ffetfr-fcti, return 
from that Expedition. They had been a ho^ 
died Leagues op in the Country, and had d^ 
feared an Army of 8 or Enemies. As 

foon as the Muskets had laid fume few npoa 
the Ground, the reft began to parly, a^d pro¬ 
mis'd to live peaceably. 'The 
loooo Oxen from them, but 
eain, and gave the HcttenMi withal fo«eT^ 
Scco and Brandy, to convince them that this 

was a Peace without fraud. 

1 will here a id two or three things more 
concerning this People: They tavc 

Reading, and conltqvcntly of Wrinng. Sonw 

Relation which I remember to tove read, fp^ 
of them as if they were Ailrolcgers, but then 
their Aftrolocy muft be no great nuttm, at 
lead i’m aff^, that they make no DiviGot of 
Time,nor diftinguUhculier by W ecks, 

Ycarv The greateft part of thofc t^t arc Ne^- 
boun to theV, have learnt to fpcak W. 
When they make Merry, 

Ungsferve them for bongs. 

fimeslike to fpUt their bides,and then Dances are 
gTotcfqucandindccent,aliho* the Women do not 
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mix with the Men, hot Dance by therafclvci. 

1 have often obferv’d young Peonlc among 
them, maUng l^ve after an cxtraordinaip^ gal¬ 
lant manner. The Lover approaches hts Pa¬ 
ramour , who expefts him ehher fitting or 
Handing, and without faying a word to her, 
prefents filing the fccond finger of hit Right 
Hand juft over againft her Eyes, a* if he would 
tear them out. After he lias mov’d liis Finger 
about for a quarter of an Hour, Laughing all 
die wliilc, from one Eye to another, he fud- 
denly turmhii Back, and goes away as he came, 
Tlicjr Marriages are without Ceremony. 

Sometimes tiicy alTemblcby Dozens orTwen- 
lies, and fquat down upon tltcir Heels with- 
otw touching the Ground any otiicrwifc. The 
Circle being thus form’d, a Pipe of Tobacco 
goes round, and every one taketa whiff till the 
Wpc is our. I never obferv’d that this good 
Fcllowfhip was ever intcmipced by any Quar¬ 
rel, and to fay true, they arc by no means 
Mutinous. They feed, lie, and live together 
like a Herd of Oxen and Cows, doing like 
them the ordinary fundiions of Nature with all 
manner of SimpUoty. As Avarice is no reign¬ 
ing Pallton among tnem, and all that conK to 
Wont arc immediately itUev’d by the reft. It 
fetdom luppcns that tny of them mind Stealing, 
fo that the ChrifUan InhaWrants let them come 
and go without fciring to lofc any thing by ilicm. 

There aic at the a great number or 
StiTv ) that are brought from Culmt 

ana other Illands. Tbofc among them that arc 
Slaves, go aintoft Naked, and arc treated as 

K u have licard ; but others that arc free, 
re Horfes and Coaches. They 
worlhip one only God, Creator of all Things, 
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and that they likewife have a giear Venerati- 
00 for the Sun and Moon, as his two chief Mj- 
niflers, whufc principal CommifEon fa to vivi¬ 
fy tlw Eanh, and all the Inhabitants that in- 
libit it i but this Adoration b Scciet and In¬ 
terior. Tlicy Itavc neither Images, Ccrcmo- 
niesj nor any manner of Icnfibic Wor- 
Ihip; and admit no other Law than that of 
K^ate. If they Fcaft and Dance at the re¬ 
newing of the Moon, it Is not to lltcw any 
refp^ for her, but like the Hituutaij to re¬ 
joice at the return of the Light. In a word 
• they are perfed Deifts, whcrcupOT I can’t for¬ 
bear raking notice by the by, tho’ againft the 
common Opinion, tlut there fa no real dUTc- 
rence CO be made between thclc People, and 
tliofc we call Atheifti, fince the indolent God 
of the Dcift is no God, and that herein they 
arc Icis Orthodox chan the wicked Spirits, who 
iiavc a juftcr Idea of the Divine Eleing. 

Moreover to (ay ri)at we worfliip God with¬ 
out loving him, without fearing hun, without 
asking auy tiling of him, or cipe<aing any 
tiling from him j witlioui caring Ibr him in 
any manner whatfoever. Is properly fpcaking 
to have no God at all, and to have no God, 
u to be an AthcilU 

When tbefe Nr^p-Slavcs obtain their Liber- 
ty it fa a fatal Lfappincls for them, for whilft 
they are Slaves Uiolc that luve Authority over 
them, ukc care to iuftrua them m Religion, 
and teach them to Read and Write, which the 
y^ch Refugees above all, employ thcmfclvK 
about with a great deal of taincflneU ; but 
wlicn they become free , while they are 
young, tlicy become .« tlic tame rime I.ibcr- 
tins. It Iccms to, me likewilc dcfirablc, tlut 
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the fame care wcfc taken of thofc HetttMct 
Children, who are moft conTcrftnt with the 
Inhabicams of the Csu, 

Shall I remember Ac Reader, before I Icarc 
the Ctiftf that the Continent was dilcoTer'd by 
^Ultmi Di^ a Pmngtttfe, in the year, 149; } 
He had undergon a prodigious Tempeft before 
he ^ ^Ihoar, whereupon he told his Mafter, 
) at his Return, that he had nam’d 
this Temrory the Csft if Tormwtf to which 
the King reply’d, ^ft,r « Storm eom<, s CmIw, 
therefore you ought to hare call’d it the C.w#/ 
goU Hoft. ' * 

After we had refrefli'd our felves here for 
near a Month, we departed the 8th of Af-irri, 
1698. and fail’d dircaiy for St. Hf/oManlfland, 
ps h u well known, belonging at prefent to the 
Wc got fight of it on Es^tn Day. It 
extreamly higlu and almoR inac- 
Muiblc on that fide that prefntted U felf to our 
View. 

In a word, it is on that fide enriron'd with 
getraordinary fteep Rocks even to (he ^ 
ftoar. About a nuarcer of a League to the 
Stwth^d, you discover at a diftance a Moun¬ 
tain of white Scone, on which nothing grows r 
you fee there an infinite number of Birds that 
1 Iwvc formerly fpoken of: Vc Landed at the 
Fort Wit not long fince on the (hoar, at the 
foot of a Rock, it formerly ftood on a Rcep 
l^incoce, to which you were oblig'd to mount 
bv Stairs, like a Ladder, for a confidcrablo 
while, which could not likewife be done with- 
Mt fome Danger. There are two places oij 
ilm fide wltere one may caft Anchor, the beft 
Was that where we were, as well on account 
Of uic Bottom, which was very ^und, os ^ 

rcafon 
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reafon of ctccUciu frelh Waterwhich falb from 
a Mouncain hard by. On ihii Hde as I’ve af* 
ready obfcrv’d, (h^e is no plain Ground, for 
the Moaniain whence the Water Springs, be* 
gins at the brink cf th(* Shuar. This Mouncdn 
appear'd to os at a di^ance alrogether barren, 
but when we came near it wc perceiv'd it had 
foinc Trees a<uip. 

The other Road is not near lb pood, bat to 
make yoa amends when yon get a>(hcwr, you 
come into a hitr P<aih, wlicrc every thing'chac 
U fow'd thrives admirably welL 

This ifland lies aunutt in the r/ith Degree of 
Southern Larirude, and is about fne Leagues in 
Compafs. The Air there is very good, and the 
Heau cf the Sun are temper'd by refrcihing 
Winds, in Ukc manner as the Drought of the 
Soil b render'd fenilc by the great Dews, 
and linall Showers that fall frequently there. 
Frok-Tiecs, Puife, Herbs, and all die Planes 
which the Fort^pufii brought thither loon after 
their difeovery o( this llland, thrive there won¬ 
derfully well, and are to be found every where 
in great Abundance. Oiange>Tree$, Citron- 
Trees, Pomegranate-Trees, Ananas, Banane- 
Trees, Vines, Melons, Rice, Peas, Beans, Rjh 
dilhes. Turnips, with all forrs of Corn, 
Thcfe fame Tertugutfa took likcwiie care to 
cranfport thither all kinds of Cattle, which 
Iwve Cuicc exceedingly mulciply'd, luch as Bulls 
and Cows, Goats, bheq>, &e. Tlic Horfes are 
become very Wild. You find there moreover 
ihutridges. Tunics, and divers other loro of 
Game, The Sea furnUhes a great deal of good 
. Filh, and we may lay, the lew Inhabirants of 
this Bland might uve much bencr, and more «r 

cafe. 
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eafc, were it not for a prodieious nomber of 
Ran that fpoH their Fruit and Corn. 

After luring taken on Board the Rcfreih- 
menu that were neceflary, we fet lail with a 
favourable Wind the z(!th of jijril about Noon, 
but did not lofe fi^t of the Ifland tillwc wens 
got eight or ten reaguesoir. Wccoracj^a- 
ted with a great deal of Plcafure, the ofiem- 
bled Mafs of ilicfe fleep Rocks in the midB of 
H vail extent of Ocean, whofe impetuous, and 
tmible Waves, ieera’d to have a mind to ab- 
forb it every Moment. 

Some few days after we found our fclvet off 
of the Idand of which is in Icrcn De¬ 

grees and a half of the lame Laritude, but wc 
did not dclign to Land there, and fa ileerd 
oa 

This Idand Itas ncitlier Water, Plants, nor 
any other Quality chat can invite any body to 
inhabit it. it is all cover'd over in a manner 
with divers forts of Binb, whofe Flclh is ex¬ 
ceeding ill tailed, and very unwhoU'om. Their 
arc good enough. One fuatetimes goes. 
u-Jnoar there to catch Turtoifes, which are 
very plentiful, and a great Kefreihmcnt to the 
Sltips. 

Wc rcpals'd the Utu .with a good Wind, as 
we did at dril, without bciog oblig’d to pull off 
our Ciouths on account of the ilea^ We 
luve experionc'd much boner Wcativtr in otlwr 
pan». 'Ihb depends on tlie cotuliiion of ;ho 
Air. 

I obferv’d alfo, that our Water, no more than, 
our otlicr Provilions, rccav’d no mtinner of 
Alteration iu travcriing all tliar JirrtJ yUatf 
wbicli by.(HI meaos ag;tccs with what divea 
TfaveUers have writ on. that Subjeft, Altbo’ 

each 
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each Ship of otir Fleer had twi> Nfsn tha^ were 
hir'd to make every day the Sea-Water freflt, 
■yet we found that Water (o maukifh, that the 
beft ufe we made of ir, was to Ehre if tp our 
Animals, and to boll our Meat wuh It. 

Alter fome few more days Sailing we came 
to a flat Shear, where die Sea was all cover'd 
with floatine Weeds, whofe Leives much re- 
fcmblcd thole of an Olive-Tree. You always 
find great ftorc of thefe Weeds in this Place for 
twenty Leagues together: Our Pilots had in¬ 
form'd us of it before. Tlicy call this Place 
the Weed-Sea. As we left In a good 

Scafon, we met with Sunuocr every whcrc,_and 
our Navigation for feven Months tcgcihcr till 
our arrival in Was pcrfeAly; Pleafan^ 

and SucccLfuL W'c had all along ^vourabl? 
Winds, no Calms, nor no Tcmpetls. But in 
this the faireft Weather in the World, ihctc 
happen’d an Accidait to us that was like to de- 
flroy our Ship and another. Tlie whole Fleet 
being to tack about upon a Signal the Admiral 
w as io give us, every Ship was pfepaiingrfo exe¬ 
cute tlwt Order, and .ill did ir punrtually upon 
die Signal given, except our Ship. While we 
were Drtnging about our Tackle, another 
Ship of the Fleet,that had already wtk’d, way 
coming towards us with full I^i»» an*! 
thought it was impoffible for ns to avoid her. 
The Officers ay’d out on one fide, and the 
Crew on the other, but for all that our Vefle! 
did not obey, altlmugh the Conftemqtjon be¬ 
came ^ncral, and the Dan^ was fo grc.ar. 
and near, th?t the chief Pilot himfclf judg'd 
we could not cfcapc it. The Ca^ualn tiowcvcr 
did not lofc his prcfcnccor Mind, ^-hlch wa> 
foneceffary on fuch QccaCom. He caus’d the

Slup rpeedily to be put before the Wind^ and 
the Ship due cunc againlf us running confe- 
quentlv the fame Danger^ bocaufc it was of the 
fame Bignefsj wc manag’d our Tackle fo fuc- 
cef^Ily, tlw wc luckily avoided each other, 
which wa» the grcatcil chance in the Workl: 
Wc then began to fcarch into the Cauie that 
had hinder'd the Ship from obeying the Signal, 
aiul we found it had been occafion'd hy the 
negligence of a Sailor that was at the Ilelm, 
who nad not put the Wiitp-Haif on that fide it 
Ihould liavc been. Tfus happen'd either by 
rcafon he had not Ireard die word of Com- 
maud, or had flighted ir, or diat he had drank 
too modi j{nu^P€. Tlic Sub-Pilot whofe bu- 
finefi it was to give the word of Command, 
was very much blam'd, for that lie fhould 
have gone himfclf to fee whether the Sailor 
had o^''d Orders. See how it oftentimes hap- 
pem, that you arc at the very brink of Dan¬ 
ger when you leail chink of it. 

Some days before wc aniv'd upon the Coafl 
of inlatU, w'c obferv’d the Sea Icera’d at a di* 
fiance cxtrcamly fWcU'd, which gave us rca- 
Ibn to believe, there had been bad Weather 
in thofc l*arts, and whiclt was indeed true, for 
our Vice-Admiral, who had fee fail two days be¬ 
fore us, had undergone Ibgicac a Temped, that • 
he tud loll his .Vlain-MaiL 

Wc wctc afterwards if days before wc could 
fee l-md, by rcafon of the great Foggs which 
environ'd us on all tides during till that time. 
They were lo thick clue wc could not only 
perceive no Vcficl of the licet, but wctc Ukc- 
wife at a lofs to fee one anodicr upon Deck.* 
To prevent our firagUng from one another, 
wc hod the Preciutiua to hto now and then a

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great Gtm Day and Night from each Ship, but 
By reafon vre did not (mow what Lacitode we 
wore in> we ftiay’d coward* die Nonh much 
farther dun Dmigt^Hiskd^ the moll Norther¬ 
ly Point of SutLmJy in fight of which we ought 
CO hire SaiTd. Ac length Divine Providence 
caus'd os to arrive at FLfruir aSth of 
1698. Our Voyage had l^ed jad feven 
Months from and the whole conrfe 

of my Travels wera eight Years wanting twelve
